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HISTORY  OF  THE  STURDY  MEMORIAL  HOSPITAL 

By  a generous  clause  in  the  will  of  Mrs.  Ellen  A.  Winsor,  the  homestead  estate 
of  her  father,  the  late  James  H.  Sturdy,  was  bequeathed  to  the  Town  of  Attle- 
borough to  be  used  for  a general  hospital,  in  memory  of  James  H.  and  Adah  S. 
Sturdy.  In  addition  to  this  gracious  act,  Mrs.  insoi  placed  her  residuary  estate  in 
a permanent  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  Albert  W.  and  EUen  A.  Winsor  Fund,  to  be 
held  in  trust,  the  income  only  theieof  to  be  used  to  assist  in  the  maintenance  of 
said  hospital.  The  original  gift  of  real  estate  known  as  the  Sturdy  Foundation, 
is  valued  at  S30,000  and  the  personal  property  left  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Winsor 
known  as  the  W insor  Foundation,  is  valued  at  $93,000. 

The  location  for  such  an  institution  was  ideal,  but  to  prepare  the  pioperty  for 
modem  hospital  work  required  the  expen dituie  of  a larger  sum  of  money  than  the 
Town  officials  felt  warranted  at  this  time  in  asking  the  citizens  to  appropriate. 
At  this  crisis  the  Attleborough  Hospital,  a corporation  organized  under  Massa- 
chusetts laws,  came  forward  and  offered  to  take  the  property  in  trust,  reconstruct 
the  home  house,  build  new  additions,  erect  in  connection  therewith  a modern 
operating  wing,  equip  the  whole  plant,  and  open  the  institution  as  a general 
hospital  to  be  known  as  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital. 

The  Town  of  Attleborough  at  a special  meeting  held  May  14,  1912,  accepted 
the  offer  of  the  Attleborough  Hospital,  and  in  due  time  placed  the  property  in 
question  in  trust  with  said  corporation. 

The  work  of  reconstruction  and  new  building  was  commenced  in  July,  1912> 
and  on  April  14,  1913,  after  an  expenditure  of  something  over  $30,000.  the  hospital 
was  opened. 

Again  in  July,  1914,  another  addition  was  made,  known  as  the  Nurses’ 
Home,  with  provisions  also  for  maternity  cases,  thus  making  30  beds  as  the  total 
capacity  of  the  hospital,  being  largely  possible  because  of  a gift  of  $10,000  from 
the  late  Fannie  M.  Tappan.  The  total  cost  of  this  addition  was  approximately 
$18,000,  and  the  balance  was  provided  from  income  from  trust  account  and 
individual  gifts. 

In  1922  Joseph  L.  Sweet,  President  of  the  Attleborough  Hospital  since  its 
beginning,  provided  for  the  erection  of  a $125,000  fireproof  addition  to  be  known 
as  the  Florence  Hayward  Sweet  Maternity  Building,  and  adding  21  beds  to  the 
capacity  of  the  hospital..  This  addition  was  opened  June  4,  1923,  and  the  gift 
included  a new  plant  and  boiler  house  situated  at  the  lear  of  the  lot  back  of  the 
present  Nurses’  Home,  providing  the  steam  and  heating  and  other  needs  of  the 
whole  hospital. 

With  the  realization  that  its  facilities  were  being  taxed  to  the  limit  and  the 
needs  of  a substantial  addition  pressing,  the  Board  of  Managers,  in  the  fall  of 
1924,  voted  to  undertake  a campaign  for  additional  funds.  With  an  enthusiasm 
on  the  part  of  the  subscribers  and  workers  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  our 
community,  this  campaign  was  brought  to  a successful  conclusion  on  February 
9,  1925,  with  total  pledges  of  over  $392,000,  the  objective  having  been  $300,000. 

The  Sturdy  Homestead,  formerly  the  main  hospital,  was  relocated  in  the 
rear  of  the  Nurses’  Home,  giving  much  needed  additional  accommodation  for 
nurses,  and  a three  story,  sixty-five  room,  buff  brick  and  stone,  modern  hospital 
building  was  erected  on  the  site  of  the  old  hospital. 

The  new  unit  reached  such  a point  of  completion  as  to  permit  of  the  registra- 
tion of  the  first  patient  therein  on  July  25, 1926.  On  September  30th  the  building 
was  thrown  open  for  inspection  by  the  public,  and  while  no  formal  exercises  were 
attempted,  in  the  evening  a dinner  was  given  to  the  local  and  consulting  staffs, 
with  an  especially  splendid  representation  of  the  latter  who  were  exceedingly 
generous  in  their  commendation  of  the  entire  hospital  plant  and  its  equipment — 
highly  significant,  coming  from  professional  men  who  have  frequent  contacts 
with  the  very  best  hospital  facilities  in  the  country. 
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We  now  have  an  up-to-date,  125  bed  hospital  with  a replacement  value  of 
the  plant  of  over  half  a million  dollars,  well  nigh  complete  in  its  appointments, 
with  well-equipped  and  competently  administeied  X-Ray,  Laboratory  and 
Physiotherapy  departments. 

A capable  and  devoted  staff  of  physicians,  superintendent  and  nuises,  a 
consulting  staff  of  physicians  and  surgeons  of  wide  repute,  and  an  interested 
public,  largely  represented  through  the  effective  help  rendered  by  the  women’s 
organization  now  known  as  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  Aid  Association,  have 
resulted  in  the  development  of  one  of  the  finest  hospitals  in  New  England,  with  a 
standard  of  efficiency  equivalent  to  that  in  many  of  the  larger  and  well  known 
hospitals. 


REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 

January  11,  1932 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council: 

The  accompanying  reports  of  the  Treasurer  with  Auditor’s  certificate 
attached,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  and  of  the  Hospital  Aid  Associa- 
tion, convey  to  you  the  details  of  the  eighteenth  year  of  the  operation  of  Sturdy 
Memorial  Hospital. 

A comparison  with  last  year’s  figures  shows  that  we  cared  for  fourteen  more 
patients  in  1931 — 1677  as  against  1663  in  1930.  There  was  a notable  increase 
in  the  number  of  patients  received  from  out  of  town  particularly  from  North 
Attleboro  (364),  Mansfield  (95)  and  Plainville  (52).  Over  47%,  or  nearly  half 
or  our  patients,  came  to  us  from  out  of  town  and  that  is  a compelling  reason  for 
our  request  for  financial  assistance  from  surrounding  towns,  provision  already 
having  been  made  for  the  insertion  of  the  proper  article  in  the  various  town 
warrants. 

The  prevailing  stringency  in  the  financial  condition  of  so  many  of  our  people 
is  naturally  reflected  in  an  increase  in  our  operating  deficit  for  the  year  1931 
which  amounted  to  $4528.31.  This  compares  favorably,  however,  with  much 
larger  deficits  reported  by  nearby  institutions  of  a similar  character  and  is  all 
the  more  remarkable  when  you  consider  that  the  doors  of  Sturdy  Hospital  are 
not  closed  to  anyone  regardless  of  their  financial  condition. 

Twenty-four  hours  a day  for  every  day  of  the  year  we  are  open  for  the  recep- 
tion of  patients  who  are  cared  for  by  a competent  and  faithful  staff  of  physicians 
and  nurses  under  conditions  that  result  in  the  continuance  of  our  rating  as  a 
Class  A hospital. 

As  we  gather  for  our  annual  meeting,  we  are  saddened  by  the  recent  death 
of  Edward  L.  Gowen,  connected  with  this  hospital  since  its  beginning,  having 
served  as  Treasurer  from  1913  to  1920,  and  since  then  as  a member  of  the  Board 
of  Managers.  He  has  always  been  keenly  and  helpfully  interested  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  affairs  of  this  institution. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  received  the  following  additions  to  our  perma- 
nent funds  from  the  estates  of  the  following  deceased  persons  who  left  this  tangible 
evidence  of  their  appreciation:  J.  Frank  Mason,  $10,000;  Laura  V.  Gustin 

Conibear,  $1,000;  Georgianna  H.  Williams,  $500;  Henrietta  F.  Leonard,  $200 
additional. 

We  attach  a list  of  payments  by  the  City  of  Attleboro  for  the  account  of 
the  hospital  in  1931  together  with  our  estimate  of  the  amounts  required  for  like 
purposes  in  1932.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRAINING-SCHOOL 

In  1931  fifteen  pupil  nurses  were  admitted  for  training.  Seventeen  nurses 
were  giaduated  in  October — a few  of  these  are  still  in  the  Hospital  completing 
theii  courses  and  making  up  lost  time  from  sickness,  etc. 

A very  complete  life-size  Model  with  removable  organs  was  donated  to  the 
Training-School  by  the  Ladies’  Aid.  This  is  a very  efficient  addition  to  our 
class-room  equipment  and  of  great  use  in  the  teaching  of  anatomy. 

There  are  forty  nurses  at  present  in  the  training-school. 

It  was  decided  this  year  to  admit  for  training  only  High  School  graduates. 
We  always  have  quite  a number  of  applicants,  more  than  should  be  trained  at 
this  time,  and  bj’’  raising  the  admission  requirements  it  has  eliminated  quite  a 
few  of  these. 

* * * 

Two  very  modern  Bed-pan  Sterilizers  have  been  installed  in  the  Florence 
Hayward  Sweet  Maternity  Building — the  gift  of  Mr.  J.  L.  Sweet.  We  were 
badly  in  need  of  these  sterilizers  and  it  has  made  such  a difference  in  the  efficiency 
of  the  work. 

The  two  utility  rooms  and  diet-kitchens  have  also  been  painted  and  reno- 
vated by  Mr.  L.  J.  Sweet. 

Our  Donation  Day  this  year  was  a great  success — more  so  than  on  previous 
occasions. 

In  February,  1931,  through  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  F.  V.  Murphy,  who  is  a 
member  of  the  Library  Committee,  a Hospital  Book  Service  was  established 
from  the  Library.  Every  Tuesday"  and  Friday  between  the  hours  of  10  and  12 
the  Senior  Assistant  Librarian  distributes  books  to  any  patients  who  are  desirous 
of  having  them.  The  record  show  3,278  books  have  been  distributed  since  it 
was  staited.  This  has  been  a wonderful  thing  for  the  Hospital  and  I know  that  it 
has  been  very  much  appreciated  by  the  patients  and  the  nurses  and  the  help 
who  have  also  been  able  to  take  advantage  of  this.  We  feel  very  grateful  to  the 
Librarians  for  their  faithful  and  efficient  work. 

Enclosed  is  a short  report  from  the  Senior  Assistant  Librarian.

Again,  as  in  1930,  our  record  in  appendicitis  is  outstanding,  with  only  one  death 
recorded  among  193  operations  performed  for  this  condition.  This  can  be  looked 
upon  as  a splendid  commentory  upon  the  altertness  and  diagnostic  ability  of  all 
the  physicians  who  practice  within  the  territory  from  which  this  hospital  draws, 
for  it  is  only  by  prompt  recognition  and  early  operation  that  such  satisfactory 
results  can  be  attained  in  this  dread  disease. 

Among  the  432  cases  upon  whom  minor  operations  were  performed  there 
were  no  deaths.

As  was  to  be  expected,  in  the  presence  of  such  a wide  spread  drop  in  business 
activity,  with  the  resultant  increase  in  unemployment  and  short  time,  there  has 
been  a decided  increase  in  ward  cases  and  a propoitionate  decrease  in  piivate 
cases. 

In  spite  of  the  poor  economic  situation  which  has  prevailed  throughout  the 
year,  33  more  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Surgical  Service  for  treatment  than 
in  the  preceding  year.  This  increase  would  undoubtedly  have  been  greater 
under  normal  conditions,  for  there  are  a great  many  surgical  diseases  which  do 
not  demand  immediate  treatment,  and  it  is  certain  that  a large  proportion  of 
these  cases  have  been  influenced  to  postpone  seeking  relief  until  better  times  are 
upon  us. 

Infection  of  clean  wounds  continue  to  be  extremely  rare,  and  far  below  the 
average  attained  in  most  hospitals.  Serious  post-operative  complications  have 
been  notably  few  in  number.  Our  good  fortune  in  this  respect  is  in  a large 
measure  due  to  the  highly  intelligent  and  conscientious  attention  to  detail  which 
has  prevailed  among  the  Nursing  Staff,  both  in  the  operating  room  and  on  the 
wards. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  suffered  the  loss  of  one  of  the  original  membeis 
of  the  surgical  group  in  the  death  of  Dr.  F.  J.  Carley  of  North  Attleboro.  Dr. 
Carley  was  an  indefatigable  worker,  who  could  always  be  depended  upon  to 
respond  when  called.  Ilis  professional  assignments  were  certain  to  receive 
his  best  thought  and  painstaking  attention.  His  patients  were  nevei  neglected. 

I wish  to  again  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  superintendent  and  my 
associates  on  the  staff,  all  of  whom  continue  to  show  a never  failing  interest  in 
their  work,  and  a splendid  spirit  of  cooperation  at  all  times.

I herewith  submit  to  you  a brief  report  of  the  work  done  on  the  medical 
servdce  during  the  year  1931. 

The  report,  unfortunately,  is  not  complete  owing  to  unfinished  statistical 
data. 

The  service  showed  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  admitted  during 
the  year,  139  as  compared  with  122  for  1930.  The  report  of  the  Public  Health 
Service  estimates  the  total  sickness  of  the  country  as  a whole  a little  over  8% 
less  than  during  1930.  If  the  lessened  sickness  be  reflected  in  our  city,  it  shows 
an  absolute  increase  in  the  ser^fice  rendered  by  the  department  during  the  year 
1931.

Owing  to  lack  of  data,  it  is  impossible  to  tabulate  the  remaining  deaths. 

The  Benedict-Roth  recording  metabolism  apparatus  which  was  added  to 
the  equipment  of  the  medical  service  in  1930  proved  itself  of  value  during  the 
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year.  Not  only  was  its  usefulness  demonstrated,  but  it  proved  to  be  a financial 
asset.  Thirty  determinations  were  made,  yielding  a revenue  of  $125.00  to  the 
hospital.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  greater  use  may  be  made  of  the  apparatus 
during  the  coming  year. 

There  has  been  during  the  year  a healthy  cooperation  of  the  members  of  the 
service  in  the  work  which  has  been  carried  on,  and  I wish  to  express  my  apprecia- 
tion for  this  cooperation  of  members  of  the  service  and  the  nurses  who  have 
carried  on  so  efficiently  during  the  year.  Any  suggestions  from  the  Board  of 
Managers  and  members  of  the  Staff  which  would  prove  of  use  to  make  better  the 
work  of  the  service,  or  increase  the  number  of  patients  admitted  to  it  would  be 
appreciated  by  the  staff  of  the  medical  service.

The  following  report  of  the  Department  of  Anesthesia  for  the  year  1931,  is 
respectfully  submitted 

There  were  908  General  Anesthesias  with  ether,  administered,  a decrease 
of  75  in  comparison  with  1930. 

62  local,  an  increase  of  17. 

32  Spinal,  an  increase  of  19 

121  patients  were  listed  as  operated  upon  with  anesthesia. 
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In  seveial  of  the  cases  of  local  and  “without  anesthesia”,  the  membeis  of 
the  anesthesia  seivice  have  asisted  in  the  caie  of  the  patients. 

We  have  had  an  exceptionally  fortunate  yeai  in  regard  to  complications, 
morbidity  and  mortality. 

The  increasing  use  and  demand  for  spinal  anesthesia  by  the  staff  and  patients 
is  directing  our  attention  to  the  value  of  this  form  of  anesthesia  and  to  the  indica- 
tions foi  its  use,  which  are  becoming  more  clearly  defined. 

The  relations  existing  between  the  various  membe  s of  this  staff  with  each 
other  and  with  the  surgical  staff  has  been  most  pleasant  and  has  followed  our 
traditional  course  of  rendering  service  and  cooperation  in  as  grBat  a measure  as 
possible. 

Dr.  Battershall,  Dr.  Stobbs  and  I join  in  thanking  the  entire  staff  for  its 
patience  and  assistance  to  us  in  our  varied  problems.

Gentlemen 

Physiotherapy  or  physical  therapy — employment  of  physical  measures  in 
treatment  of  disease  and  relief  of  symptoms. 

For  many  years  simple  remedial  agents  such  as  water,  sunlight,  exercises, 
heat  and  massage  have  been  used.  In  modern  times  other  physical  agencies 
and  electricity  in  its  different  forms  have  been  added.  Physical  therapy  has 
grown  rapidly  in  the  last  fifteen  years.  A sound  foundation  was  built  during  the 
world  war  when  the  practical  value  of  physical  therapy  was  ably  demonstrated. 
Used  at  first  in  Government  hospitals,  its  uses  has  spread  rapidly  to  clinics, 
general  hospitals  and  to  private  practice.  It  is  a truly  scientific  method  of 
healing  as  is  medicine  and  surgery,  and  should  be  regarded  as  an  adjunct  to 
other  methods  of  treatment.  Physiotherapy  may  be  employed  to  advantage 
in  almost  any  field  in  medicine. 

In  the  hospital  as  a reconstructive  aid  in  the  treatment  of  trauma,  in  the 
after-care  of  fractures,  in  the  more  rapid  healing  of  wounds,  in  the  improvement 
of  the  patients’  general  condition,  and  in  the  restoration  of  function,  and  relief 
of  pain  it  is  indispensable  if  the  comfort  of  the  patient  and  the  shortening  of  the 
period  of  convalescence  is  worthy  of  consideration. 

In  orthopedic  conditions,  its  employment  in  the  form  of  radiant  heat,  light, 
diathermy,  galvanism  and  massage  is  clearly  indicated.  Actinic  light  is  used 
with  certain  results  in  rickets,  tuberculous  bone  and  joint  lesions  and  in  osteomye- 
litis. In  flat  foot,  heat,  massage,  the  sinusoidal  current,  and  galvanism  accom- 
plishes a cure  where  braces  and  artifical  supports  offer  only  relief. 

The  usefulness  of  physiotherapy  in  industrial  surgery  has  proven  of  great 
value.  The  compensation  cases  are  rehabilitated  in  a much  shorter  period  than 
formerly  before  physical  measures  were  employed. 

Dermatology,  larynology,  gynecology,  genitourinary  work  and  athletic 
inju'ies  offer  conditions  in  which  physiotherapy  is  of  undoubted  assistance.

TREASURER’S  AND  AUDITOR’S  REPORT 
Deficit — General  Fund: 

Schedule  B-1  shows  that  the  deficit  amounting  to  S8,866 . 03  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  had  increased  to  $13,394.34  at  the  close,  and  indicates  ex- 
penses in  excess  of  receipts  to  the  extent  of  $4,528.31,  this  sum  being  substantially 
the  same  as  the  increase  in  notes  payable  to  the  bank  during  the  year. 

The  deficit  at  the  close  of  1931  as  stated  above  is  based  of  course  upon  re- 
cords kept  on  a strictly  cash  basis  which  do  not  include  transactions  not  yet  re- 
duced to  cash.  A comparison  of  the  deficit  as  per  books  on  the  cash  basis  with 
the  deficit  as  it  would  appear  if  the  books  were  on  the  accrual  basis  follows:

Campaign : 

During  the  year  1931,  transactions  in  connection  with  the  1925  campaign 
were  limited  to  receipts  in  the  sum  of  $556.00,  and  expenses  amounting  to  $12.42 
as  set  forth  in  exhibit  E,  making  the  net  increase  in  the  fund  $543.58  for  the 
year. 
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Exhibit  F presents  a condensed  summary  of  subscriptions,  collections, 
etc.,  indicating  a balance  of  uncollected  subscriptions  on  Decembei  31,  1931, 
amounting  to  $16,354.52.  No  attempt  was  made  by  us  to  verify  this  remaining 
balance  for  the  reason  that  the  prospects  of  further  collections  are  so  hmited. 

Distinct  checking  accounts  at  two  banks  are  still  being  conducted  to  facilitate 
the  handling  of  collections.  The  balances  in  these  accounts  form  a part  of  the 
trust  fund  cash  balance  shown  in  exhibit  C. 


Bonding  and  Insurance: 

We  examined  a continuation  certificate  indicating  that  bonding  of  the 
treasurer  in  the  sum  of  S10,000  is  stfil  in  force,  having  been  renewed  to  August 
1,  1932. 

We  were  informed  that  workmen's  compensation  insurance  had  been  dis- 
continued on  the  advice  of  the  city  sohcitor. 

General  pubhc  habihty  insurance  was  found  to  be  in  force,  as  usual,  the 
policy  being  written  to  expire  on  August  28,  1932.

Theie  have  been  three  regular  meetings  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital 
Aid  Association  and  one  annual  meeting,  held  duiing  the  yeai,  with  Mis.  Olive 
Briggs  presiding.  There  has  been  an  average  attendance  of  12,  showing  a 
slight  gain  over  last  year. 

The  Sewing  Committee,  with  Mis.  Grace  Keeler  as  Chairman,  has  been 
active  as  usual  with  the  cutting  and  distributing  of  the  many  articles  needed  to 
carry  on  the  work  of  the  Hospital.  The  church  organizations  and  various 
classes  have  all  contributed  generously  of  their  time  to  the  finishing  of  the  work.

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SEVENTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  to  the  Municipal  Council, 

Attleboro,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen : 

In  this  report  of  health  department  activities  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1931,  an  attempt  is  made  to  present  a review  of  the  measures  employed  in 
conserving  the  health  of  our  citizens  by  preventing  unnecessary  suffering,  illness, 
and  death. 

The  phases  of  local  public  health  work  showing  signs  of  marked  improve- 
ment are  described,  and  mention  is  made  of  those  services  which  are  in  need  of 
further  development.  Prevailing  local  health  conditions  during  the  past  year 
are  pictured  in  the  appended  tables  ot  vital  statistics  and  communicable  diseases. 
This  report  also  includes  a financial  record,  the  reports  of  sub-departments,  and 
certain  specific  recommendations. 

ORGANIZATION 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  organization  since  the  last  report.  The 
routine  work  of  the  department  has  received  necessary  attention,  the  clinics 
have  shown  a satisfactory  growth,  and  the  financial,  nuising,  educational  and 
■clerical  work  of  the  department  has,  we  feel,  been  carefuUy  administered. 


THE  CITY'S  HEALTH 

The  community  furnishes  evidence  of  a relatively  good  health  lecord  for 
the  year.  Mortality  statistics  compare  favorably  with  previous  annual  figures. 
Contagious  diseases  have  shown  less  than  a normal  incidence  with  an  unusually 
small  number  of  cases  reported  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  Epidemics  have 
been  fortunately  avoided.  We  have  noted  with  satisfaction  and  relief  that  for 
many  successive  weeks  in  the  summer,  fall,  and  early  winter,  periods  occurred 
during  which  no  homes  were  quarantined  for  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria. 

In  recording  certain  outstanding  features  of  the  year’s  work,  it  may  be  mention- 
ed that  these  aie  the  results  sought  by  the  department  in  its  aim  to  supply 
the  people  with  information  and  service  relating  to  health,  and  the  prevention 
and  control  of  diseases.  Marked  progress  has  been  made  in  health  educational 
work  carried  on  in  the  clinics,  and  in  the  homes.  Within  the  last  few  months 
there  has  been  a gi-eater  effort  made  than  in  any  previous  year  to  immunize 
children,  especially  those  in  the  pre-school  group,  against  diphtheria. 

Another  noteworthy  advance  that  gives  promise  of  future  improvement  in 
local  public  health  work  was  the  entiance  of  the  city  into  the  Health  Conserva- 
tion Contest.  The  data  obtained  in  preparing  for  this  contest  affords  an  oppor- 
tunity for  thought,  and  plans  concerning  certain  items  which  are  in  need  of 
immediate  attention. 

The  Health  Camp  had  during  the  past  year  the  most  successful  season  in 
its  history. 

OUTSTANDING  VITAL  STATISTICS 

In  Attleboro  during  1931  there  were  269  deaths;  131  deaths  occurred  in 
males,  138  were  females. 

The  crude  death  rate  based  on  the  estimated  population  of  21 ,982  was  12.2  per 
1000.  The  largest  number  of  deaths  in  any  one  month  occurred  in  March  when  there 
were  28.  Including  non-residents  there  were  32  deaths  from  pulmonary  tubercu- 
losis, 20  from  cancer,  45  from  heart  disease,  and  15  deaths  from  the  different 
forms  of  pneumonia. 
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COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

An  analysis  of  communicable  disease  incidence  shows  average  figures  for 
the  first  half  of  the  year,  with  an  unusual  low  morbidity  during  the  last  six  months. 
The  total  number  of  contagious  diseases  reported  was  455;  341  cases  were  reported 
up  to  July  with  114  reported  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  Eight  cases  of  diph- 
theria were  repoited  with  no  deaths.  There  has  been  one  death  in  the  last  four 
years  from  diphtheria.  Measles  cases  reported  totaled  57  with  no  deaths. 
151  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  reported  with  one  death;  most  of  these  cases 
occurred  in  March  and  April  and  only  seven  were  reported  in  the  latter  half  of 
the  year.  Fourteen  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  six  cases  of  mumps  were 
reported.  There  was  an  incidence  of  39  cases  of  German  measles,  and  26  cases 
of  chicken  pox.  Six  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  were  reported  with  no  deaths. 
Local  pulmonary  tuberculosis  cases  showed  a slight  decrease  over  recent  years. 
Sixty-nine  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported.  Excluding  non-resident  cases 
reported  from  the  Bristol  County  Hospital,  gives  us  a total  of  seven  local  cases. 

The  usual  visitation  and  care  of  all  quarantined  cases  was  observed,  and 
practically  all  cases  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  hospitalized. 


POPULAR  HEALTH  EDUCATION 

There  has  been  a rapid  advance  and  real  progress  in  the  care  of  human 
health  in  this  country  within  recent  years.  This  development  has  been  due 
to  many  comparatively  new  discoveries  in  the  realm  of  preventive  medicine, 
and  their  more  or  less  successful  application. 

Epidemics  of  small-pox,  bubonic  plague,  yellow  fever,  typhoid,  typhus, 
scarlet  fever,  and  diphtheria  may  now  be  controlled  and  greatly  limited.  The 
greatest  gains  undoubtedly  have  been  made  in  the  prevention  of  childhood 
diseases.  Asa  result  of  further  research  and  study  of  other  diseases  now  going  on 
throughout  the  world,  we  may  expect  in  the  next  few  years  a similar  reduction  of 
many  illnesses  with  which  mankind  is  today  afFicted. 

Our  great  difficulty  among  health  workers  in  these  days  is  getting  the  proven 
measures  of  disease  prevention  applied.  Much  knowledge  pertaining  to  disease 
control  is  available.  The  people  must  be  taught  how  to  make  use  of  it. 

A properly  organized  health  department  finds  its  duties  more  and  more 
concerned  with  much  needed  education  in  public  health.  As  the  laws  of  health 
and  hygiene  are  better  understood,  the  control  of  disease  becomes  a simpler 
and  more  effective  procedure.  When  health  education  is  extended  to  arouse  an 
increasing  interest  in  health,  a public  demand  will  be  created  for  better  health 
standards. 

Our  program  of  health  education  during  the  past  year  has  included  the 
publication  and  distribution  of  literature  and  reports,  as  well  as  newspaper 
publicity  through  articles  and  paid  advertisements.  A thorough  house-to-house 
canvass  of  the  whole  city  was  carried  out  as  a part  of  our  diphtheria  prevention 
program.  Several  extra  nurses  were  employed  in  this  work  of  giving  first  hand 
information,  and  advice  by  direct  talks  with  parents  in  their  homes. 

The  health  camp  as  usual  has  furnished  daily  instruction  to  its  quota  of 
forty  boys,  who  not  only  learn  but  also  live  health  habits  during  the  camp  season. 
The  teaching  of  these  boys  is  continued  through  the  winter  in  special  weekly 
class  meetings  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

The  department  nurse,  through  daily  contacts  with  families  where  there 
are  patients  ill  with  communicable  diseases,  is  able  to  point  out  and  emphasize 
the  important  measures  to  be  observed  in  disease  prevention. 


HEALTH  CONSERVATION  CONTEST 

The  city  was  entered  in  the  1930  Inter-Chamber  Health  Conservation, 
conducted  by  the  Insurance  Department  of  the  United  States  Chamber  of  Com- 
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merce  and  cooperating  health  organizations.  Our  city  was  placed  in  group 
five  competing  with  other  cities  of  20,000  to  50,000  population.  There  was  a 
total  enrollment  of  208  with  31  cities  in  our  group.  The  purpose  of  this  contest 
is  “to  induce  communities  to  effect  improvements  and  to  awaken  community 
interest  in  reaching  a reasonable  measure  of  public  health  efficiency.” 

While  our  score  of  nineteen  in  a list  of  thirty-one  cities  was  perhaps  creditable, 
a higher  score  might  have  been  gained  had  it  not  been  for  difficulties  experienced 
with  an  unfamiliar  fact  finding  schedule  which  will  not  present  similar  difficulties 
again.  An  important  advantage  in  this  contest  has  been  gained  in  the  appoint- 
ment by  the  local  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  a Health  Committee  which  will 
continue  to  become  better  acquainted  with  our  local  health  problems. 

An  analysis  of  the  local  health  service  by  the  Field  Director  of  the  Contest 
with  his  suggestions  for  future  improvement  is  given  in  part:- 

“This  city  made  a very  creditable  score  as  a new  entrant  in  the  1930  Health 
Contest.  There  were  several  items  on  which  no  definite  information  was  given, 
which  prevented  the  city  from  having  as  high  a score  as  it  might  have  had  if 
figures  had  been  given  on  items  calling  for  statistics. 

I.  The  city  met  all  requirements  for  medical  examination  of  pre-school  children, 
for  vaccination  against  small-pox,  diphtheria  immunization  and  medical  examina- 
tion of  school  children,  nurses  visits  to  tuberculosis  cases,  to  other  communicable 
disease  cases  and  to  pre-school  children,  registration  of  infants  and  pre-school 
children,  registration  of  infants  and  pre-school  at  medical  conferences,  visits  to 
tuberculosis  clinics,  and  for  reduction  in  death  rates  for  typhoid,  small-pox, 
diphtheria,  tuberculosis  and  diarrhea  and  enteritis. 

II.  The  deficiencies  were:  sewerage  connections,  very  much  below  95%;  milk 
consumption,  low,  tuberculin  testing  of  cows  and  pasteurization  of  milk,  each 
below  100%;  diphtheria  immunization  of  the  pre-school  group,  health  teaching 
in  schools,  less  than  forty  minutes  per  week;  visits  to  school  children,  prenatal 
cases  and  infants;  use  of  laboratory  facilities  and  registration  of  prenatal  cases  at 
medical  conferences.  No  data  on  V.  C.  or  dental  dines,  nothing  done  on  an 
adult  periodic  health  examination  program,  and  popular  health  educational 
program  somewhat  incomplete.  Reductions  in  maternal  and  infant  mortality 
were  not  sufficiently  great  to  qualify  for  a full  score.  The  budget  for  public 
health  is  well  up  to  the  average  for  cities  of  the  size  of  Attleboro  but  it  is  only 
about  65%  of  the  amount  considered  necessary  to  provide  reasonably  adequate 
public  health  service.’ 


SUGGESTIONS 

I.  That  the  diphtheria  immunization  program  for  tie  preschool  be  ex- 
tended so  as  to  equal  or  to  exceed  the  program  already  carried  out  for  the  school 
children. 

II.  That  health  teaching  in  the  schools  be  allotted  more  time  on  the  curri- 
culum. (Some  states  require  for  all  schools  a minimum  of  one  hour  a week  for 
health  teaching.) 

III.  That  efforts  be  made  to  have  a greater  percent  of  the  milk  supply 
pasteurized  and  encouragement  be  given  those  responsible  for  endeavoring  to 
get  aU  dairy  cows  tuberculin  tested. 

IV.  That  as  fundamental  safeguards  to  the  public  health  more  general 
connection  with  the  public  water  supply  and  public  sewerage  systems  be  urged. 

V.  That  as  soon  as  practical,  dental  services  be  provided  for  the  school 
children. 

VI.  That  provision  be  made  for  full-time  dairy  and  inspection  service. 
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DIPHTHERIA  PREVENTION 

The  rapid  decline  in  diphtheria  due  largely  to  immunization  is  one  of  the 
triumphs  of  preventive  medicine.  Reports  from  all  over  the  country  show  that 
the  tendency  is  downward,  and  that  absolute  control  of  diphtheria  is  now  possible.' 

This  year  the  department  has  conducted  its  most  effective  campaign  of 
diphtheria  prevention  since  the  work  was  started  here  in  1923.  Several  nurses 
were  employed  to  carry  out  a plan  of  systematic  house-to-house  visitation. 
The  whole  city  including  the  sparsely  settled  portions  was  thoroughly  covered. 
South  Attleboro  which  was  canvassed  last  year,  was  visited  again  after  Dodge- 
ville  and  Hebronville  had  been  visited.  A careful  follow-up  of  all  objectors, 
and  delinquents  was  instituted.  Free  transportation  to  and  from  the  clinic 
was  provided.  The  nurses  employed  in  the  campaign,  some  of  whom  have  had  a 
few  years  of  practical  experience  in  this  work,  carried  on  an  extensive  educational 
program  instructing  parents  about  diphtheria,  pointing  out  the  importance 
of  having  all  children  protected,  especially  the  babies  and  younger  children, 
and  arranging  for  transportation. 

A child  census  of  different  age  groups  was  taken  by  the  workers,  and  data 
secured  for  use  in  follow-up  work  by  the  department  nurse.  A record  form 
used  by  each  worker  included  street  and  number,  name  of  family,  number  of 
children  under  six  years  of  age,  number  between  six  and  ten,  and  of  those,  the 
number  immunized  and  the  number  not  immunized  was  recorded.  The  attitude 
of  each  family  toward  immunization  was  also  noted. 

Each  Saturday  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  two  physicians,  two 
nurses,  and  a clerk  were  kept  busy  at  the  clinic,  which  had  a record  attendance. 
702  children  received  complete  protection  in  the  clinic  this  year  with  three  doses 
of  toxin  antitoxin  or  toxoid.  It  is  difficult  to  determine  the  exact  number,  but 
many  other  children  were  probably  made  immune  by  private  physicians  in  their 
offices.  421  of  those  treated  were  in  the  preschool  group.  It  is  estimated  that 
approximately  66.6%  of  the  children  in  the  city  are  now  protected  against 
diphtheria.  60.8%  of  children  under  six  years  of  age  are  now  immunized.  As 
this  preventable  disease  is  more  common  and  has  a greater  fatality  in  children 
under  six  years  of  age,  it  is  obvious  that  more  attention  must  be  given  and  more 
stress  applied  to  the  immunization  of  infants  and  the  younger  childhood  group. 
Between  four  and  five  hundred  children  are  added  to  this  group  annually,  nearly 
all  of  whom  are  susceptible  to  the  disease.  It  is  quite  evident  then  that  we  must 
protect  about  four  hundred  or  more  preschool  children  each  year  if  thorough 
service  is  to  be  rendered.  All  children  should  be  immunized  against  diphtheria 
during  the  first  year  of  life.  If  such  a custom  is  universally  adopted,  diphtheria 
will  soon  be  as  rare  among  us  as  small-pox. 

The  record  of  the  clinic  in  diphtheria  prevention  for  the  year  is  shown  in 
figures  together  with  1 1 year  records  of  rates  per  100,000  and  cases  arranged  in 
age  groups.

ATTLEBORO 

HEALTH  CAMP 

Established  1923 

The  results  obtained  by  the  1931  camp  in  its  ninth  season  were  a source  of 
gratification  to  all  those  interested  in  its  activities.  The  record  weight  gain  of 
382  pounds  for  forty  boys  during  the  six  weeks  period  was  phenomenal.  The 
camp  regime  and  health  teaching  was  supervised  in  a commendable  manner. 
It  was  the  camp’s  most  successful  year.  The  objective  of  the  health  camp  may 
be  summarized  as  an  effort — 

I.  To  select  from  the  community  a group  of  forty  children  of  seven  to 
fourteen  years  most  in  need  of  treatment;  each  individual  of  which  is  manifestly 
underweight,  undernourished,  and  generally  under  par,  as  compared  with  the 
usual  standards  set  for  normal  healthy  children. 

II.  To  determine  if  possible,  after  a careful  physical  examination  and 
observation  of  home  conditions,  the  underlying  cause  or  causes  of  the  trouble, 
for  a reason  exists  in  each  instance.  If  remediable  physical  defects  are  found. 
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such  as  defective  teeth,  they  are  corrected;  if  diseased  tonsils  are  present  and  this 
is  a common  condition,  they  are  removed.  The  applicant  is  made  free  to  gain. 

III.  To  teach  as  the  camp’s  instructional  objective  each  child  to  assume  a 
reasonable  amount  of  responsibility  for  his  own  health,  to  improve  his  extreme 
lack  of  good  nutrition,  and  proper  posture  and  to  be  assured  that  he  is  correctly 
informed  concerning  good  manners,  and  personal  and  community  hygiene  to  a 
degree  that  might  be  expected  of  any  intelligent  child  of  his  age. 

A considerable  amount  of  necessary  detail  in  preparation  for  the  camp 
requires  that  the  work  of  selection  be  started  by  the  department  early  in  the 
\"ear.  This  preliminary  work  of  careful  selection  is,  we  feel,  an  essential  part  of 
the  w^hole  camp  program. 

The  illustrations  shown  on  another  page  give  some  idea  of  the  improvement 
obtained  in  general  nutrition  and  posture. 

The  report  of  the  Supervisor  follows: 


REPORT  OF  CAMP  SUPERVISOR 

I herewith  submit  my  seventh  report  as  supervisor  of  the  Attleboro  Health 
Camp. 

The  usual  number  of  forty  boys,  of  whom  fifteen  had  had  previous  health 
camp  experience  at  the  Attleboro  Health  Camp,  arrived  at  camp  July  6th,  to 
remain  for  a period  of  six  weeks.  The  boys  were  a representative  underweight 
group,  ranging  from  8-20%  underweight  according  to  the  Baldwin  Wood  Age 
Height  Table.  On  the  whole,  the  boys  were  heavier  than  the  group  last  year, 
the  median  weight  being  76  pounds  as  compared  with  65  pounds  last  year.  The 
median  age  was  ten  years  and  the  height  55  inches. 

The  entire  camp  season  was  marked  by  either  extremely  hot  or  rainy  weather. 
Both  of  these  conditions  are  trying  because  of  the  lack  of  shade  and  the  scattered 
outlay  of  the  camp  buildings.  Located  as  the  camp  is  on  a practically  barren 
slope,  the  buildings  are  afforded  no  protection  from  the  sun  and,  during  a con- 
tinued hot  spell,  are  often  oppressively  hot.  Little,  if  anything,  can  be  done  to 
relieve  this  situation.  The  problem,  however,  arising  from  rainy  weather  could 
in  party  be  solved  by  the  erection  of  a recreation  building  where  the  boys  could 
w'ork  and  play  on  rainy  days. 

In  spite  of  the  weather,  the  gains  for  the  season  were  unusually  good,  the 
aggregate  gain  exceeding  any  previous  year’s  record  by  12  1-2  pounds.  One 
boy  made  the  phenomenal  gain  of  19  3-4  pounds,  two  others  attaining  16  pounds. 
The  weekly  distribution  of  gains  was  as  follows.

this  year,  Aliss  Helen  Allard  and  Miss  Gladys  Gibbons,  both  graduates  of  Salem 
Normal  School  and  teachers  of  experience.  Miss  Allard,  in  addition  to  acting 
as  camp  reporter,  had  charge  of  dramatics  and  basketry.  Miss  Gibbons  con- 
ducted classes  in  health  education  and  nature  study.  Miss  Josephine  Turner 
of  Reading,  a graduate  of  Nissen  School,  replaced  Miss  Edith  Burkland  and  had 
charge  of  corrective  posture  work  .and  toy  making.  Mr.  John  MacDonald,  a 
resident  of  Attleboro  and  a student  at  Colgate  College,  taught  restic  wood  work 
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and  camprcaft  as  well  as  having  general  supervision  of  the  boys  at  night.  The 
success  or  failure  of  any  camp  is  in  a large  degree  dependent  upon  the  counselors. 
These  counselors,  because  of  the  excellent  preparation  that  each  had  for  his 
respective  duties  and  because  of  their  interest  and  enthusiasm,  were  able  to  give 
the  boys  an  unusually  well  rounded  and  enriched  program.  The  other  members 
of  the  staff  were  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Turner  of  Attleboro,  who  served  in  the  capacity 
of  cook,  and  her  assistant.  Miss  Hazel  Handy,  also  of  Attleboro. 

During  the  six  weeks  in  camp  the  boys  acquired  considerable  knowledge 
and  skill  in  the  various  crafts  taught  at  camp.  An  exhibition  of  their  handwork 
the  closing  night  made  a very  creditable  showing.  This  phase  of  the  camp  pro- 
gram has  become  increasingly  important  in  that  it  has  provided  an  outlet  for 
creative  effort  and  has  helped  to  solve  the  problem  of  keeping  the  boys  quiet. 

It  has  been  a pleasure  to  have  been  associated  with  the  Attleboro  Health 
Camp  for  so  many  years.  During  the  time  the  camp  has  developed  and  improved 
in  many  of  the  details  of  organization  and  program.  One  of  the  most  encour- 
aging outcomes,  I feel,  has  been  the  building  up  of  an  understanding  and  apprecia- 
tive attitude  on  the  part  of  the  parents  and  boys  in  regard  to  the  aims  and  ideals 
of  the  camp. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  for  your  continued  loyalty  and 
support.

OUR  MILK  SUPPLY 

Efforts  will  be  made  very  soon  to  further  improve  and  safeguard  our  milk 
supply.  Despite  the  lack  of  funds  for  proper  inspectional  service  and  for  the 
enforcement  or  proposed  local  regulations,  certain  measures  will  of  necessity  be 
adopted  and  after  proper  notice  to  producers  and  dealers  they  will  be  put  into 
effect. 

An  insistent  demand  for  safer  milk  here  will  have  the  support  not  only  of  the 
local  health  department,  and  the  State  Department  of  Public  H ealth,  but  also 
that  of  the  consumer  public,  and  many  of  the  milk  dealers  and  producers  as  well. 

Little  more  than  one-half  of  our  local  supply  is  now  safeguarded  by  pasteuri- 
zation. There  is  rapidly  accumulating  and  convincing  evidence  that  pasteuriza- 
tion is  the  only  practical  method  of  insuring  a safe  milk  supply.  Attempts  will  be 
made  to  increase  the  proportion  of  pasteurized  milk  sold  here,  and  to  have  past^er- 
ized  all  milk  excepting  a small  amount  of  the  highest  grade  of  raw  milk. 

It  is  believed  that  the  present  producers  of  the  better  grades  of  raw  milk 
will  soon  see  the  necessity  of  still  further  safeguarding  their  product  by  pasteuriza- 
tion. 

It  is  also  planned  to  carry  on  during  the  coming  year  an  educational  program 
in  reference  to  the  value  of  pasteurized  milk. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 

Milk  and  Food  Inspection 

For  several  years  the  department  has  requested  that  a sufficient  appropria- 
tion be  allowed  for  the  appointment  of  a full-time  milk,  food  and  sanitary  inspect- 
or. It  can  be  repeated  now  with  emphasis  that  this  is  the  department’s  greatest 
need.  The  field  worker  in  the  health  conservation  contest  after  a survey  of  the 
city’s  health  service  concluded  his  report  with  the  suggestion  “that  provision 
be  made  for  a full-time  dairy  and  inspection  service.” 

In  the  next  few  years,  possibly  in  the  next  few  months,  certain  radical 
changes  must  be  made  and  measures  put  into  effect  to  improve  our  local  milk 
supply.  More  rigid  inspection  will  be  made  of  our  dairies,  lunch  carts,  markets, 
bakeries,  restaurants,  and  other  places  where  food  is  sold. 

The  city  laboratory  should  be  enabled  to  offer  available  laboratory  and 
diagnostic  service  to  physicians  as  an  encouragement  to  them  in  reporting  cases 
of  communicable  diseases.  The  laboratory  should  also  render  better  service  to 
the  milk  producers  and  dealers.  Further  delay  in  these  services  may  easily 
lead  to  serious  consequences. 


Dental  Clinic 

Adequate  provision  should  be  made  for  the  care  of  teeth  of  our  school  and 
preschool  children.  The  dentist  today  is  indispensable  in  any  organized  child 
health  program.  It  is  again  suggested  that  as  soon  as  practicable  some  workable 
plan  be  submitted  to  the  Mayor  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Health 
Officer. 

Sewerage  System  and  Water  Supply  Connections 

The  planning  of  a sewerage  system  for  South  Attleboro  and  the  more  general 
connections  of  homes  with  the  municipal  sewerage  system,  and  with  our  public 
w^ater  supply  are  matters  which  should  receive  deserved  attention. 

Isolation  Facilities 

The  Sturdy  Hospital  should  provide  adequate  facilities  for  the  proper  tempor- 
ary care  and  isolation  of  patients  ill  with  communicable  diseases  who  may  un- 
expectedly be  admitted  to  that  institution  or  wffio  may  become  thus  afflicted 
while  patients  or  residents  in  the  hospital. 

Provision  for  the  local  hospitalization  of  contagious  disease  cases  is  needed, 
and  would  result  in  better  control  and  a lessened  mortality  of  these  diseases. 


CONCLUSION 

At  this  time  when  the  possible  effect  of  economic  distress  and  unemployment 
on  public  health  is  being  freely  discussed  a brief  review  of  the  favorable  results 
obtained  in  the  prolongation  of  life  over  the  last  half  century  furnishes  confidence 
in  the  future. 

In  this  country  fifty  years  ago  the  life  expectancy  at  birth  was  about  forty- 
three  years.  The  average  life  span  has  now  increased  to  fifty-eight  years,  and  it  is 
reasonably  supposed  that  this  figure  may  still  be  lengthened.  Some  of  the  reasons 
for  these  changes  in  life  expectancy  are  obvious.  e all  know  that  modern 
surgery  has  saved  many  lives.  Deaths  in  childhood  from  preventable  diseases 
have  been  greatly  reduced.  Almost  complete  control  of  typhoid  fever,  diphtheria 
and  small-pox  is  now  possible.  The  tuberculosis  death  rate  is  at  present  only  one 
third  of  that  at  the  beginning  of  this  pentury.  More  and  more  lives  of  the  younger 
generation  are  spared,  and  middle  age  is  attained  b}"  a larger  proportion.

It  is  evident  then  that  the  so  called  degenerative  diseases  of  man  common  in 
later  life  are  increasing  as  a larger  number  of  people  live  to  the  age  when  cancer 
and  heart  disease  are  most  common.  The  human  machine  wears  out,  but  much 
is  being  done  to  lengthen  its  usefulness. 

In  the  face  of  this  world-wide  depression  encouraging  reports  of  health 
conditions  throughout  the  country  are  available.  Mortality  statistics  compiled 
by  the  larger  insurance  companies,  which  include  reports  from  over  one-third  of 
the  population  of  the  whole  country,  assure  us  that  the  death  rate  for  the  first 
six  months  of  1931  was  lower  than  that  for  the  same  period  of  1928.  The  health 
situation  is  hopeful  despite  other  adverse  conditions. 

Standards  in  health  work  are  changing  as  are  standards  in  other  fields. 
Frequent  modifications  in  policy  are  essential  to  keep  up  with  the  advancement 
in  the  rapidly  growing  field  of  public  health.  We  must  be  ready  to  apply  all  of 
the  available  measures  for  the  prevention  of  disease. 

The  channels  into  which  future  efforts  in  public  health  should  be  directed 
are  clearly  defined.  We  need  first  of  all  a more  complete  local  organization  to 
furnish  those  facilities  which  constitute  an  effective  service.  An  organization 
not  only  of  the  health  department  but  of  the  various  non-official  agencies,  and  of 
individuals  interested  in  public  health.  More  attention  should  be  directed  to- 
ward maternal  welfare,  and  toward  infants  and  preschool  children.  More 
money  must  soon  be  expended  locally  in  making  municipal  improvements  in 
public  health.  If  spent  now  with  cheaper  labor  and  materials  it  will  do  double 
duty,  and  it  will  make  our  city  a more  healthful  place  in  which  to  live.

REPORT  OF  MILK  INSPECTOR  AND  AUTHORIZED  AGENT 

1 herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Inspector  of  Milk  and  Author- 
ized Agent  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  City  of  Attleboro,  from  January  1, 
1831  to  December  31,  1931.  I wish  to  thank  you  and  the  members  of  your  de- 
partment for  the  cooperation  given  me  during  the  past  year. 

I have  carried  on  the  same  standard  of  inspection  as  in  preceding  years,  this 
being  the  cooperative  method,  and  have  continued  to  gain  the  confidence  and 
cooperation  of  all  producers  and  I feel  that  they  are  becoming  more  keenly 
interested  in  their  product  than  in  previous  years.  This  may  be  due  to  competi- 
tion or  education  in  this  line  of  work.  During  the  inspection  of  the  farms  I find 
that  the  majority  have  applications  to  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  so 
that  their  cows  might  be  tuberculin  tested.  I feel  that  if  this  test  is  carried  out 
properly  and  regularly,  it  is  one  of  the  greatest  steps  toward  safeguarding  our 
milk  supply.  I find  that  there  are  a number  who  have  made  applications  as 
early  as  January,  1930,  and  are  waiting  to  have  their  herds  tested. 

All  suggestions  made  by  me  such  as  care  of  barns,  cleaning  of  cows  before 
milking,  handling  of  milk  after  milking,  the  cleaning  of  equipment  and  utensils, 
various  methods  of  cooling,  and  care  before  bottling,  have  been  carried  out. 

Due  to  present  conditions,  the  amount  of  milk  sold  is  below  that  sold  in 
jjreceding  years,  but  I would  say  that  the  percentage  of  pasteurized  milk  has  been 
increased,  this  proving  that  the  public  is  dem'anding  that  milk  be  pasteurized 
for  its  own  protection. 

A representative  from  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture,  Mr.  Arthur 
Hillman,  was  in  Attleboro  for  four  days  in  December,  making  an  inspection  of 
the  milk  produced  in  this  city.  The  test  made  was  the  sediment  test  which 
determined  the  cleanliness,  and  the  reductase  test  which  proved  the  keeping 
quality.  After  making  these  tests  he  spent  one  day  in  the  inspection  of  dairies. 

The  inspection  of  milk  for  the  health  camp  was  carried  on  as  usual  to  deter- 
mine the  quality.  It  was  found  to  be  of  a high  quality  pasteurized  product,  the 
fat  content  being  high  and  the  bacteria  count  low.  The  gains  in  weight  have 
steadily  increased  and  this  is  a very  good  recommendation  for  the  use  of  pasteur- 
ized milk. 

This  year  we  have  been  faced  with  an  unusual  condition,  that  is  the  price 
of  milk  being  sold  as  low  as  eight  cents  a quart.  This  condition  has  been  harmful 
to  the  producers  because  they  seem  to  be  the  ones  to  carry  the  load,  their  price 
being  cut  to  compete  with  this  low  price. 

As  you  know,  in  this  city,  the  producers  and  dealers  have  organized.  The 
purpose  at  present  is  to  stabilize  the  price  of  milk  to  the  producer  and  the  con- 
sumer. Although  the  price  of  milk  is  of  no  interest  to  us,  I think  that  the  organi- 
zation will  be  of  great  advantage  to  us  in  time  to  come,  by  that  I mean,  in  educa- 
tional work,  and  I feel  that  any  suggestions  that  we  may  make  will  be  greatly 
appreciated  and  carried  out  as  to  the  quality  of  their  product. 

Only  a small  amount  of  sewer  extension  was  put  in  this  year  and  all  houses 
properly  connected. 
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All  nuisances  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  department  have  been  investi- 
gated and  letters  have  been  sent  out  calling  the  attention  of  these  matters  to  the 
owners,  and  in  all  cases  requests  were  complied  with. 

Restaurants,  lunchcarts,  markets,  wayside  stands,  have  been  inspected  and 
any  suggestions  and  requests  which  have  been  made  were  carried  out.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  NURSE 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Health  Department  Nurse  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1931. 

There  is  a satisfaction  derived  from  the  old  saying  “An  ounce  of  prevention 
is  worth  a pound  of  cure,”  and  after  all,  that  is  the  objective  of  this  department — 
prevention  of  disease.  ■ 

Diphtheria  prevention  clinics  are  held  each  Saturday  during  the  months  of 
October,  November  and  December.  Prior  to  the  opening  of  the  clinics  and  during 
the  above  mentioned  months  time  is  given  over  to  a house-to-house  canvass 
throughout  the  city  proper,  Hebronville,  Dodgeville,  and  South  Attleboro. 
Extra  nurses  doing  part-time  work  have  been  a great  aid  in  carrying  on  this 
intensive  campaign.  The  object  of  this  drive  is  to  explain  to  each  mother  why 
children  six  months  of  age  and  over  should  be  protected  against  diphtheria. 
It  is  gratifying  to  observe  the  enthusiasm  manifested  by  the  parents  and  to  note 
the  comparative  ease  with  which  signatures  are  obtained  for  the  immunizing  pro- 
cedure. Transporation  has  been  provided  each  Saturday,  to  and  from  the 
clinics,  for  mothers  with  babies  and  small  children  from  all  parts  of  the  city. 

The  result  is  an  absolute  minimum  of  the  disease  and  it  is  significant  that 
in  no  instance  where  a child  has  been  protected  against  diphtheria  has  a case 
developed. 

This  marks  the  ninth  year  of  the  Attleboro  Health  Camp  for  boys.  Forty 
of  the  most  underweight  and  undernourished  boys  are  selected  for  enrollment 
in  this  camp.  Before  entering  camp,  dental  defects  must  be  corrected,  diseased 
tonsils  and  adenoids  removed,  and  the  boys  are  free  to  gain.  The  Lions  Club 
provides  a year’s  membership  for  these  boys  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  for  posture 
exercises  and  regular  gymnasium  work  is  enjoyed  each  Saturday  morning. 

Tuberculosis  may  always  be  with  us,  but  it  is  considered  a preventable 
disease.  Regular  visits  have  been  made  on  all  tuberculosis  cases.  The  general 
condition  of  every  tuberculosis  patient  in  this  city  is  known  to  me.  Contact 
and  suspicious  cases  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  tuberculosis  clinic  which 
is  held  at  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  every  Wednesday  from  4 to  6 P.  M. 
Active  cases  are  hospitalized  and  patients  are  followed  up  closely  in  their  homes 
when  discharged  from  the  hospital.  Suspicious  cases  are  X-rayed.  Several 
children  with  tuberculosis  of  other  forms  have  been  admitted  to  the  State  Pre- 
ventoriums at  Lakeville  and  Westfield. 

Houses,  in  which  contagious  disease  cases  were  reported,  have  been  pla- 
carded by  me  and  the  mothers  instructed  in  technique  to  be  carried  out  in  the 
home  as  a means  of  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease  to  other  members  of  the 
family.  Such  cases  are  visited  on  the  average  of  three  times  a week.  \\  here 
conditions  are  such  that  fair  isolation  is  not  warranted,  daily  visits  are  made. 
In  specific  cases  where  the  proper  care  of  the  contagious  disease  could  not  be 
afforded  in  the  home,  the  patients  were  taken  to  the  Providence  City  Hospital. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  with  appreciation  the  fine  interdepartmental  co- 
operation of  the  Lions  Club,  School  Physician,  School  Nurse,  District  Nurses, 
Family  W elfare  Department,  Public  Welfare  Department,  Doctor’s  Club,  and 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital.

Gentlemen 

In  compliance  with  the  City  Ordinance,  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  herewith 
respectfully  submit  the  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1931. 

THE  BURDEN  OF  RELIEF 

During  the  past  year,  this  department  has  been  strained  by  increasing 
pressure.  Each  month  showed  an  increase  over  the  preceeding  month.  This 
department,  although  mastering  all  the  resources  at  our  command,  were  unable 
to  cope  with  the  most  serious  unemployment  situation  that  relief  agencies  have 
ever  had  to  face. 

Hundreds  of  able-bodied  men  and  women  were  without  employment  and 
many  of  them  and  their  families  had  to  be  cared  for.  Ever  since  the  first  of  the 
year  the  case  load  has  been  growing  and  relief  expenditures  mounting  from  month 
to  month.  December,  the  final  month  of  the  fiscal  year,  shows  the  number  of 
families  under  our  care  to  be  120  per  cent  greater  than  a year  ago,  and  expendi- 
tures are  increased  over  100  per  cent. 

The  load  in  Attleboro  has  been  growing  so  fast  and  heavily  that  the  staff 
has  been  overwhelmed  with  work  during  the  year.  For  three  years  the  de- 
partment has  been  considerably  undermanned,  and  consequently,  incapable 
of  carrying  out  the  service  program  that  we  feel  we  should  in  this  socially-minded 
age,  when  we  are  expected  to  concern  ourselves  not  only  with  relief  giving,  but 
with  what  is  more,  that  of  family  rehabilitation. 

In  June  this  Board  requested  additional  clerks  for  the  department.  No 
action  was  taken  in  our  earnest  request  for  a staff  needed  to  cope  properly  with 
the  situation  which  the  volume  of  work  warranted,  resulting  from  the  present 
business  depression.  The  efficiency  of  the  department  operations  was  greatly 
effected  by  the  result  of  lack  of  foresight  and  action  on  the  part  of  the  City  Council 
in  their  failure  to  provide  a force  of  workers  needed  in  the  department  to  cope 
properly  with  the  situation.  The  volume  of  business,  due  to  the  pressure  of  un- 
employment, has  been  so  great  during  the  year  that  the  Almoner  has  been  com- 
pelled to  assist  in  the  keeping  of  records  and  bookkeeping,  so  that  the  visiting 
and  proper  investigating  of  cases  has  been  curtailed.  J'he  volume  of  work 
caused  by  the  depression  calls  for  a force  of  workers  more  than  double  the  present 
staff. 

On  July  1,  1931,  there  became  operative  a law  passed  by  the  Legislature  in 
1930  to  provide  Old  i^ge  Assistance  to  persons  seventy  years  of  age  or  over. 
This  law  calls  for  a separate  bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance.  This  extra  burden  was 
placed  upon  the  Board  here,  without  any  provisions  for  extra  clerical  or  visiting 
staff.  Although  this  law  required  the  addition  of  at  least  two  additional  clerks, 
none  was  provided  for  until  October  1st,  when  a provisional  clerk  for  a period  of 
three  months  was  provided.  \A  e believe  that  with  an  additional  clerical  force  of 
two  in  July,  such  a foundation  should  have  made  possible  a satisfactory  adminis- 
tration of  the  law  providing  adequate  assistance  be  given  to  aged  persons.  For 
deserving  citizens  who  are  in  need  of  relief  and  support,  Cities  and  Towns  are 
required  to  give  adequate  assistance.  'This  law  also  calls  for  separate  quarters 
for  the  administration  of  Old  Age  Assistance.  The  efficiency  of  the  department 
operations  has  been  greatly  effected  by  inadequacy  of  the  quarters. 
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There  has  been  for  years  need  of  a more  spacious  office.  During  the  last 
year  a plea  for  larger  quarters  has  been  made  without  result.  The  cramped 
conditions  have  become  almost  unbearable.  The  congestion  in  the  hallways 
of  the  building  have  seriously  effected  the  efficiency  of  other  departments  and 
has  caused  undue  hardship  on  the  staffs,  with  the  multitude  of  persons  crowded 
in  the  small  area  every  day.  ' 

In  October,  the  finance  committee  of  the  City  Council  insisted  upon  a new 
policy  in  the  department  in  not  recommending  appropriations  previous  to  the 
contracting  of  bills.  This  policy  increased  the  departmental  work  over  100  per 
cent.  This  policy  also  increased  the  congestion  in  the  hallways  until  the  atmos- 
phere has  become  most  devitalizing  to  the  workers  in  practically  every  department 
in  City  Hall.  In  rendering  the  report  for  1931  it  will  be  observed  that  the  ex- 
penditures have  increased  from  approximately  $47,000.00  in  1930,  to  $117,150.34 
in  1931. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  aided  in  1930  was  1,020.  In  1931,  the  whole 
number  of  persons  aided  was  2,300.  The  whole  number  of  cases  aided  in  1930 
was  264,  and  the  number  in  1931  was  509.  It  must  be  remembered  that  many 
■of  these  families  are  aided  weekly,  the  year  around.  Our  city  infirmary  shows 
about  the  same  number  of  inmates  as  1930,  an  average  of  13.  It  is  not  necessary 
for  us  to  emphasize  the  reason  for  the  ever  increasing  number  that  have  to  be 
aided. 

First,  there  is  the  depression  in  our  leading  industry,  although  this  is  not 
confined  to  Attleboro.  . . ... 

Second,  sickness  whereby  the  worker  is  deprived  of  any  income  except  in 
such  cases  where  they  have  been  wise  to  joih’fraternal  orders  or  societies  in  which 
the  sick  benefits  received  have  kept  them  away  from  the  Welfare  Department. 

Third,  because  there  is  no  other  place  to  go  for  financial  assistance  in  a 
depression  of  the  present  magnitude. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  Board  respectfully 'renews  its  request  that  serious  consideration  be 
given  to  the  imperative  need  of  suitable  quarters  to  make  possible  the  proper 
functioning  of  the  department.  The  Board  also  respectfully  renews  its  request 
that  serious  consideration  be  given  to  the  imperative  need  of  additional  clerical 
assistants  in  the  office.  Two  additional  full  time  clerks  and  stenographers  are 
needed  if  good  social  case  work  is  expected. 

Invest^ation  of  family  relationships  requires  more  time  than  the  Almoner 
and  Visitor  has  at  his  command.  Be  cannot,  therefore,  effect  the  necessary 
adjustments  and  properly  investigate  special  problems  in  every  case  when  he  is 
compelled  to  stay  in  the  office,  bookkeeping  and  filing  records.

Report  of  City  Forester 

To  I'is  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  Municipal  Council 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Forestry  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1931. 

During  the  winter  months  the  work  of  destroying  gypsy  moth  eggs  with 
creosote  was  carried  on. 

In  the  early  summer  months  the  trees  along  the  roadsides  were  sprayed  to 
destroy  gypsy  moth  catapillars  where  they  appeared  numerous. 

Brush  was  cut  on  all  country  roads,  particular  attention  was  given  to  corners 
and  bad  curves. 

I was  able  to  do  more  of  this  kind  of  work  on  account  of  having  the  help  of 
the  unemployed  which  was  furnished  by  Mr.  Hardy  through  the  \\  elf  are  Depart- 
ment, and  which  I greatly  appreciate. 

The  men  were  of  great  help  removing  trees  which  became  necessary  through 
change  of  the  street  line.

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Report  of  Park  Commissioners 

To  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners, 

Attleboro,  Mass. 

Gentlemen:- 

1931  has  been  a year  of  patch  and  repair  work  due  to  the  fact  that  the  pro- 
ceeding three  years  our  efforts  have  been  centered  on  new  and  permanent  work 
such  as  completing  stone  wall  and  fence  around  pond,  grading  and  seeding  around 
the  G.  A.  R.  and  S.  W.  Veteran’s  Monuments,  adding  about  five  acres  of  new 
lawn  to  the  general  maintenance  of  park  work.  This  makes  a total  of  sixteen 
acres  of  lawn  that  has  to  be  cut  every  week  in  summer. 

New  two-inch  water  pipe  laid  to  shelter  building,  ball  field  and  tennis  courts* 

Roof  on  Newell  Shelter  repaired  and  woodwork  given  a coat  of  paint.  Casino 
building  given  two  coats  of  paint.  The  bleachers,  bathhouse,  and  pool  were  also 
painted. 

All  settees  repaired  and  given  a coat  of  paint,  the  two  flag  poles  in  the  park 
were  also  painted.  Honor  Roll  on  Common  given  two  coats  of  paint  and  one 
new  pane  of  glass  put  in.  The  flag  pole  on  Common  needs  repairing  before  it  is 
painted  next  year.  The  estimated  cost  of  same,  one  hundred  dollars 

The  space  inside  fence  at  the  pond  about  four  feet  wide  and  one-half  way 
around  the  pond  was  filled  in  with  loam  this  spring  and  planted  with  perennials. 
This  with  pink  flowering  dogwood  and  tulips  planted  on  the  island  should  make 
the  pond  a beauty  spot  next  year. 

About  one  hundred  and  fifty  trees  at  the  park  and  all  the  trees  on  the  Common 
and  Angell  Park  were  given  a good  trimming,  wounds  and  cavaties  treated  and 
painted. 

All  holes  in  roadway  filled  with  crushed  stone  and  tar,  oiled  and  sanded. 
Walks  at  Capron  Park  and  Angell  Park  given  a dressing  of  crushed  stone  dust. 

The  appearance  around  the  Casino  was  greatly  improved  by  taking  out 
the  old  shrubs  and  cedars  that  had  been  there  since  1900.  The  lawn  in  front  of 
casino  was  regraded  and  sodded.  New  evergreens  were  planted,  and  walks 
approaching  casino  lined  with  Poliantha  or  dwarf  roses.  Old  tar  concrete  re- 
moved and  new  cement  floor  laid  in  place  of  tar.  Pipe  railing  erected  on  three 
sides  of  casino  to  prevent  people  and  children  from  crossing  lawn  in  approaching 
or  leaving  the  building. 

The  playground  and  swimming  pool  certainly  proved  very  useful  and 
beneficial  this  year.  A great  many  children  that  used  to  go  to  the  seashore 
during  the  school  vacation  stayed  home  this  year,  and  so  we  had  more  children 
using  the  playground  equipment  than  usual,  also  many  young  men  between 
sixteen  and  twenty,  not  having  any  work  and  not  knowing  what  to  do,  came  to  the 
park  to  spend  the  day.  These  young  men  were  given  the  use  of  the  ball  field, 
tennis  courts  and  horse-shoe  games  whenever  this  did  not  interfere  with  the 
regular  playground  schedule. 

The  band  concerts,  altho  three  less  than  last  year,  were  very  well  rendered 
and  attracted  bigger  crowds  than  ever  before. 

Starting  May  18th  of  this  year,  the  City  Welfare  Department  has  sent  to  the 
park  every  week  from  ten  to  thirty  men  to  work  in  the  park  one  to  three  days  a 
week.  These  men  grubbing  over  about  four  acres  of  very  rough  and  stony  land, 
thereby  making  it  possible  to  save  about  3,000  yards  of  loam  for  the  city  and  park. 
These  men  also  helped  to  cut  about  400  oak  trees  into  cord  wood,  the  same  turned 
over  to  the  City  Welfare  Department  for  distribution  to  the  needy  of  our  city. 
About  1.500  tons  of  stone  have  been  carted  away  from  grubbed  area  with  plenty 
more  to  cart. 
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If  we  are  to  have  the  same  conditions  for  1932,  the  next  work  to  do  would 
be  to  pull  out  stumps  from  cut  down  trees,  then  strip  all  loam  from  area  that 
requires  filling  one  to  three  feet.  Stack  same  in  piles  for  future  use,  then  fill 
in  with  gravel  and  subsoil  to  subgrade.  In  order  to  do  this  as  it  should  be  done, 
would  suggest  extra  appropriation  for  a new  or  used  dump  truck,  so  as  to  have 
two  trucks  on  the  job  in  order  that  the  work  could  be  carried  out  to  the  best 
advantage  for  the  city.  Also  extra  appropriation  to  purchase  500  loads  of  peat 
to  be  mixed  with  loam  as  it  is  stacked.  After  laying  in  stacks  for  a couple  of 
years  this  treatment  would  make  splendid  soil  for  proposed  rose  and  flower 
garden  as  per  your  planning  for  the  three  acres  of  land  in  the  center  of  the  park. 

If  there  isn’t  any  money  available  for  this  extra  appropriation,  rather  than 
work  to  disadvantage  I would  suggest  that  for  the  year  1932  we  omit  fireworks 
and  band  concerts  and  use  that  money  for  the  500  loads  of  peat  and  a used  or 
new  dump  truck. 

As  Superintendent,  I wish  to  thank  the  Park  Commissioners  for  their  co- 
operation and  support  at  all  times,  the  play-ground  supervisors  for  their  interest 
in  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  children  using  the  playground  and  swimming 
pool.  Also  the  Police  Department  Chief  and  Officers  for  the  efficient  way  they 
handled  the  big  crowds  of  people  and  automobiles  on  different  occasions  without 
any  accident  to  autos  or  pedestrians.

To  the  Commissioners  of  Capron  Park  :- 

The  annual  report  of  Capron  Park  Playground  for  the  past  season  of  1931, 
contains  some  rather  satisfactory  aspects.  One  of  the  most  gratifying  of  these 
has  been  the  increased  attendance.  The  following  figures  include  only  those 
children  directly  engaged  in  some  form  of  supervised  activity  during  playgound 
hours:  girls — 10,355;  boys — 14,785.  The  attendance  at  the  Hunton  Pool  pro- 
claims its  popularity;  well  deserved  not  only  because  of  the  thought  and  care  of 
its  donor  in  its  planning,  but  also  because  of  the  untiring  efforts  of  Mr.  Anderson 
in  keeping  it  absolutely  clean  and  sanitary.  Two  mornings  a week  in  the  pool, 
special  Red  Cross  instruction  classes  were  held  for  beginners,  many  availing 
themselves  of  this  opportunity  for  free  lessons.  Aside  from  that,  the  hours  were 
9:00-11:45  A.  M.,  free  period  for  boys;  2:00-3:30  P.  M.,  supervised  period  for 
girls;  and  3:30-4:45  supervised  period  for  boys,  the  attendance  totalling  as  follows: 
girls,  4,270;  boys  5,721. 

Two  years  ago  the  Automobile  Rating  and  Accident  Bureau,  acting  with 
the  Supervisors,  instituted  at  the  Park,  a safety  campaign.  This  policy  has 
continued  through  successive  summers  and  again  the  Supervisors  are  happy  to 
report  no  serious  accidents  beyond  a few  minor  cuts  and  burises  given  First 
Aid  treatment  on  the  grounds.  This  is  worthy  of  note  considering  the  great 
number  of  automobiles  at  all  times  in  the  Park  and  the  fact  that  they  are  driven 
across  the  ball  field  and  other  play  areas  to  the  tennis  courts.  Suitable  badges 
for  the  five  boys  and  five  girls  chosen  to  act  as  Playground  leaders  were  furnished 
by  the  above  mentioned  Bureau. 

Despite  the  intense  heat  of  the  summer,  baseball  was  as  popular  as  ever 
with  the  boys;  two  leagues  being  formed.  Junior  and  Senior,  running  a daily 
schedule  of  games.  At  the  close  of  the  season  the  winning  teams  were  taken  to 
Boston  and  given  a chance  to  see  a Big  League  game,  thanks  to  the  generosity 
of  the  Park  Commissioners. 

The  boys  also  took  a keen  interest  in  quoits  and  horseshoe  pitching,  some 
closely  contested  matches  and  tournaments  being  held,  both  of  the  elimination 
and  round  robin  type.  A horseshoe  tournament  was  held  for  the  adults,  too, 
bringing  together  some  expert  players. 
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The  boys  also  had  supervised  instruction  in  Soccer,  football  fundamentals,, 
basketball,  Volley  ball,  and  archery. 

Tennis  still  holds  paramount  place  in  the  sports  program  of  the  boys  and 
girls  and  of  the  adults.  The  courts  have  been  in  constant  demand  from  daylight 
to  dark  every  clear  nay.  Both  round  robin  and  elimination  tournaments  were 
held  for  the  children,  culminating  in  the  finals  the  last  week  to  decide  the  Play- 
ground championship.  Teams  were  formed  among  the  adult  players  which 
played  several  teams  from  nearby  cities,  beside  the  regular  tournaments  held 
to  decide  the  city  champions  in  singles  and  doubles  matches. 

Paddle  tennis  becomes  more  popular  every  year,  so  great  being  the  demand 
for  it  this  season  that  the  playing  time  had  to  be  cut  down  to  fiReen  minutes 
for  each  group  of  players,  whether  playing  singles  or  doubles. 

Volley  ball,  captain  ball,  Newcomb,  and  basket  ball  were  played  by  the 
older  girls,  while  low  organization  games,  as  singing  games,  motion  songs,  bat 
ball,  and  variations  of  tag,  were  enjoyed  by  the  younger  children,  including  both 
boys  and  girls. 

For  quiet  recreation  periods,  games  of  checkers,  Camelot,  Parchesi,  dominoes, 
and  puzzles,  were  loaned  to  the  Playground.  The  Attleboro  Public  Library,  too, 
gave  some  old  books  from  which  some  attractive  scrapbooks  were  made.  They  also 
sent  to  the  Park  a large  number  of  books  for  circulation,  and  as  an  aid  in  the 
story  hour  period. 

The  handicraft  program  was  comprised  of  classes  in  sewing,  weaving,  basket- 
ry, leathercraft,  papercraft,  and  painting.  Under  the  heading  of  sewing  may  be 
mentioned  the  work  done  in  embroidery,  Italian  hemstitching,  and  crochet.  The 
work  varied  in  difficulty  with  the  ability  of  the  girls,  some  of  the  articles  being 
hot  dish  holders,  handkerchiefs,  doilies,  mats,  scarfs,  bridge  sets,  pillows,  towels, 
aprons,  dresses,  doll’s  clothes,  bed  spreads,  and  bags  for  many  different  purposes, 
as  sewing  bags,  clothespin  bags,  shoes,  and  laundry  bags. 

The  boys  joined  the  girls  in  the  weaving  and  basketry  classes,  making 
bed  lights,  table  and  floor  lamps  with  reed  shades,  trays,  waste  baskets,  sewing 
baskets,  many  kinds  of  fruit  and  flower  baskets,  ginger  ale  and  coaster  sets,  and 
window  boxes. 

The  leathercraft  classes  were  also  formed  of  both  boys  and  girls,  and  here  too, 
some  excellent  articles  were  made,  including  knife  sheaths,  belts,  archery  equip- 
ment, scout  equipment,  book  covers,  table  mats,  large  pocket  books,  underarm 
cases’  coin  purses,  bill  folds,  loose  leaf  note  books,  book  ends  and  desk  sets.  The 
papercraft  was  of  more  simple  construction  for  the  younger  children. 

The  regular  Thursday  noon  weenie  roasts  in  the  grove  were  continued 
the  past  summer  and  proved  even  more  popular  than  before,  each  one  having 
an  attendance  of  a hundred.  Dinner  hikes  were  also  planned  to  nearby  places 
within  easy  hiking  distance  and  where  a camp  fire  could  be  built. 

The  annual  field  day  was  held  the  third  week  in  August  with  a record  attend- 
ance even  for  these  looked-forward-to  events.  The  finals  were  played  off  in  the 
various  Playground  championships  during  the  morning  while  the  other  sports 
and  athletic  events  were  held  on  the  ball  field.  During  the  noon  hour  a camp 
fire  was  built  in  the  grove  for  those  who  brought  their  lunch.  In  the  afternoon 
children  and  parents  were  entertained  with  a performance  of  magic  by  Mr. 
Daniels,  after  which  the  swimming  events  were  held  in  the  pool. 

In  closing  the  supervisors  wish  to  thank  the  Commissioners  and  Park  Super- 
intendent for  their  splendid  support  and  cooperation  at  all  times.

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Report  of  Dog  Officer 

Attleboro,  December  15,  1931. 
To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council: 

I herewith  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  as  Dog  Officer  for  the  year  1931 . 

During  the  past  year  I have  traveled  3641  miles  as  Dog  Officer  and  have 
occupied  653  hours  in  that  pursuit.  I have  also  been  called  upon  to  destroy  159 
dogs,  owners  unknown,  within  the  limits  of  this  city. 

The  City  Clerk  presented  me  with  a list  of  361  delinquent  dog  tax  payers. 
I found  it  necessary  to  prosecute  12  owners  that  had  failed  to  comply  with  chapter 
relating  to  dogs.  There  are  at  present  1601  dogs  licensed  in  this  city  exclusive  of 
kennel  licenses. 

The  appropriation  for  the  department  I have  found  very  inadequate.  I 
have  expended  $658.00  from  February  18  to  September  15,  of  the  current  year. 
In  view  of  the  present  conditions  I have  gratuitously  agreed  to  serve  the  remainder 
of  this  year  without  compensation  at  a considerable  loss  to  myself.  Now  in 
justice  to  myself  and  it  seems  to  me,  the  City  of  Attleboro,  1 shall  respectfully 
recommend  that  the  sum  of  $300.00  be  added  to  the  appropriation  for  the  year  of 
1932  whether  it  is  to  be  expended  by  myself  or  my  successor.

CRIME 

For  a city  as  large  as  ours,  and  on  account  of  the  unsettled  conditions  of 
the  country  on  account  of  the  business  depression,  the  amount  of  crime  is  sur- 
prisingly small.  The  ranks  of  criminals  today  are  largely  made  up  of  young  men 
scarcely  out  of  their  teens,  and  the  Courts  are  up  against  a perplexing  situation 
as  to  the  best  way  to  handle  their  cases. 

During  the  months  of  April  and  May  we  had  a series  of  house  and  store 
breaks  in  the  south  part  of  the  city.  'Two  juveniles  under  the  age  of  17  were 
responsible  for  most  of  them  and  they  were  sentenced  to  the  Industrial  School 
for  Boys  at  Shirley.  The  Highland  Country  Club  was  entered  during  the  night 
and  a large  amount  of  valuable  articles  stolen.  This  was  the  work  of  juveniles 
also  who  were  apprehended  and  sent  to  a State  Institution. 
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Two  chain  store  breaks,  a break  at  Sillman’s  shoe  store  and  two  safe  smash- 
ing jobs  remain  yet  to  be  solved,  also  a hold-up  in  a chain  store  in  South  Attle- 
boro. Outside  of  the  above  mentioned  crimes  the  rest  have  been  of  a petty 
nature  and  in  the  main  fairly  good  order  has  prevailed. 

TRAFFIC 

This  branch  of  the  service  I believe  is  at  the  present  time  fairly  well  regulated 
and  handled.  The  new  set  of  traffic  rules  adopted  by  the  Council  in  1930  have 
been  enforced  without  fear  or  favor.  The  citizens  have  been  careful  in  obeying 
them  so  that  a very  few  prosecutions  in  the  District  Court  were  necessary.  As 
far  as  possible  Police  Officers  were  in  attendance  in  vicinity  of  the  schools  when 
the  children  were  being  dismissed,  and  in  some  cases  when  the  children  are  going 
to  the  schools.  I regret  my  inability  to  be  able  to  place  an  officer  at  all  the 
junior  grade  schools,  and  hope  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  this  needed 
protection  can  be  given.  I am  proud  to  state  that,  the  automobile  fatalities  in 
Attleboro  this  year  have  been  considerably  reduced,  from  four  in  1930  to  one  in 
1931,  notwithstanding  the  addition  of  a new  ‘‘speedway”  in  the  southern  part 
of  the  city.  The  new  traffic  hghts  on  Washington  Street  and  Newport  Avenue 
have  been  now  installed  a considerable  time,  yet  they  seem  to  get  out  of  commis- 
sion very  easily,  and  quite  a few  accidents  have  been  narrowly  averted  when  the 
north  and  south  bound  traffic  and  the  east  and  west  were  given  the  “go  signal” 
at  the  same  time. 

LIQUOR  ENFORCEMENT 

The  enforcement  of  the  liquor  laws  is  an  important  part  of  the  duty  of  police 
officers.  This  year  as  in  previous  years  it  was  given  more  than  ordinary  attention. 
Suspected  places  were  placed  under  a close  watch  and  when  the  proper  time 
arrived  the  place  was  raided.  In  regard  to  liquor  control,  I believe  that  Attle- 
boro is  much  better  than  any  city  of  same  size  in  the  Commonwealth. 


WELFARE  WORK 

Each  year  the  volume  of  welfare  work  increases  and  the  problem  of  the 
proper  manner  of  handling  of  juvenile  delinquents  is  becoming  a serious  proposi- 
tion. Miss  Olive  MacKinnon,  Agent  for  the  S.  P.  C.  C.,  has  worked  in  the  fullest 
cooperation  with  the  police,  and  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  her  un- 
tiring effort  in  this  work  during  the  past  year. 


EQUIPMENT 

The  motor  equipment  consists  of  a Studebaker  Sheriff  model  Touring  car, 
three  Model,  A Ford  Runabouts,  three  Indian  Motorcycles  and  a Cadillac  Patrol 
Wagon. 

The  Patrol  Wagon  is  now  thirteen  years  old,  it  has  rendered  good  service 
and  is  now  about  all  done  for  the  work  required.  It  might  well  be  replaced 
by  a lighter  vehicle  that  could  give  just  as  good  service  and  be  more  economical 
to  maintain. 

The  touring  car  is  of  1927  model  and  is  about  ready  to  fall  apart,  this  vehicle 
should  have  been  replaced  by  a new  one  a year  ago. 

The  Ford  runabouts  are  only  good  for  one  year  in  the  kind  of  service  re- 
quired from  them,  especially  over  the  roads  they  are  obliged  to  travel.  They  must 
be  turned  in  for  new  ones  same  as  in  former  years. 

The  motorcycles  are  in  good  condition,  two  of  them  are  only  a year  old  while 
the  third  has  seen  two  years  of  service.  I believe  it  would  be  sound  economy 
to  exchange  the  two  year  old  one  for  a new  model. 
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The  equipment  carried  by  the  officers  is  in  good  condition  and  of  the  most 
modern  type.  There  is  a riot  gun  carried  in  each  patrol  car  on  every  tour  of 
duty. 

THE  POLICE  FORCE 

The  Police  Department  consist  of  a Chief,  Lieutenant,  two  Sergeants,  twenty- 
one  Patrolmen,  and  five  Reserve  Officers.  This  is  the  most  in  numbers  it  has 
ever  been.  The  Officers  performed  their  duties  faithfully  and  well,  and  con- 
ducted themselves  in  a manner  that  reflects  credit  on  the  Department,  with 
one  possible  exception.  The  Officer  who  violated  the  rules  bore  such  an  ex- 
emplary character  previous  to  this  time  that  it  was  decided  not  to  bring  any 
charges  against  him.  He  was  given  seven  days  punishment  duty  and  a stern 
reminder  that  another  violation  of  the  same  kind  would  mean  dismissal  from  the 
Force. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

Again  I recommend  the  erection  of  a building  for  a Police  Station,  with 
suitable  housing  capacity  for  the  motor  apparatus.  For  some  time  past  two 
of  the  Ford  motor  patrols  have  to  be  left  out  in  the  open  air,  as  the  space  formerly 
occupied  by  them  in  the  Water  Barn  owned  by  the  city  is  taken  up  by  the  addi- 
tion of  another  truck  for  the  Water  Department. 

I recommend  the  installation  of  a Recall  Gamewell  system:  this  would  be 
a considerable  expense  but  the  results  obtained  would  more  than  repay  its  in- 
stallation and  upkeep. 

I recommend  the  installation  of  a photograph  outfit  and  Anger  print  bureau 
with  a thoroughly  trained  officer  to  properly  conduct  the  same.  This  bureau 
would  help  very  materially  in  the  solution  of  crimes  and  increase  the  number  of 
arrests  of  offenders. 

I recommend  the  equipping  of  the  Ford  patrols  with  a short  wave  radio 
receiving  set  that  would  enable  them  to  receive  messages  broadcast  from  the 
State  Headquarters  at  Framingham.  Should  a serious  crime  occur  in  the  city 
it  could  be  relayed  to  the  cruising  cars  in  about  three  minutes  from  the  time  it 
was  reported  at  Headquarters. 


CONCLUSION 

I wish  to  thank  His  Honor,  Mayor  Stephen  H.  Foley,  the  Municipal  Council, 
Judge  Ralph  C.  Estes  and  the  Associate  Justices  of  the  Fourth  District  Court, 
ClerK  Edwin  F.  Thayer,  Probation  Officer  John  H.  Nerney  and  employees  of 
said  Court,  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  City  Hall  officials,  newspaper  men 
and  ail  others  that  in  any  way  assisted  the  Department  during  the  >ear  just 
closed.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
Year  Ending  December,  1931 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Attleboro, 

Gentlemen 

The  Trustees  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  respectfully  submit  their 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1931. 

The  circulation  of  books  for  this  year  has  greatly  exceeded  any  year  during 
the  history  of  the  Library;  an  increase  over  last  year  of  13,749  and  an  increase 
over  the  highest  circulation  of  any  year  of  5,120.  This  volume  has  been  handled 
efficiently  by  our  regular  staff,  but  will  of  course  be  reflected  in  depreciation  of 
books  by  replacement  and  bindery. 

The  total  number  of  books  now  in  the  library  is  32,549. 

The  Librarian’s  report  is  attached  hereto  and  gives  complete  information 
relative  to  the  operations  for  the  year. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  is  also  enclosed  and  gives  complete  data  relative  to 
invested  funds  and  income. 

In  presenting  our  budget  to  you  for  the  current  year,  we  have  scaled  down 
all  anticipated  expenses  to  the  minimum  and  in  order  to  relieve  the  situation  a 
little  will  draw  upon  our  invested  funds  to  the  amount  of  $500.00  for  books. 

The  outstanding  work  for  this  year  was  the  opening  of  a library  service  to  the 
Attleboro  hospital.  Our  assistant  librarian  has  given  two  days  each  week  to 
this  work  and  while  it  was  a sacrifice  to  the  working  staff  on  duty,  this  has  been 
compensated  for  by  the  great  benefit  which  it  has  been  to  the  hospital  and  its 
patients. 

The  work  of  the  Librarian  and  her  assistants  has  not  been  confined  to  the 
mere  circulation  of  books,  but  much  assistance  has  been  given  in  looking  up 
information  for  special  consignments  and  translations.  We  feel  deeply  grateful 
to  the  staff  for  their  loyalty  and  cooperation  who  have  given  unstintingly  of  their 
time  and  service  to  make  the  library  an  organization  of  which  Attleboro  may  well 
be  proud. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  presented  gifts  to  the 
library  and  to  those  who  in  many  other  ways  assisted  during  the  year.

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THE  ATTLEBORO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
A Statement  of  Operations 
1931 

“The  library  meets  its  educational  responsibilities  to  society  in  the  degree 
that  the  public  learns  from  the  library  what  social  values  are,  becomes  curious 
about  ‘the  other  side’  of  political  and  economic  question  and  comes  to  rely  upon 
the  library  assistants  for  advice  which  is  as  free  from  propaganda  as  any  sort  of 
fallible  human  beings  are  able  to  give.” 

A\’hether  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  has  in  any  measure  lived  up  to  the 
ideals  expressed  in  the  above  quotation  is  for  those  outside,  rather  than  inside  to 
judge.  That  is  has  in  some  measure,  at  least,  recognized  its  responsibilities  to 
the  community,  and  has  been  able  to  satisfy,  if  only  partially,  the  demands  made 
upon  it  is  attested  by  the  following  summary  of  statistics. 

5 YEAR  PROGRESS 

In  the  five  years  1927-1931  inclusive,  the  library  has  loaned  for  home  use 
695,039  volumes,  which  represents  a turnover  of  over  20  times  its  entire  book 
stock,  purely  reference  material  such  as  dictionaries  and  encyclopedias,  not 
excepted.  This  number  of  books  loaned  in  five  years  is  more  than  32  times  the 
present  population  of  the  city.  New  books  formed  but  a small  part  in  this 
circulation,  for  during  the  same  period  only  10,401  books  were  added  to  the 
collection,  and  4,402  of  them  were  replacements  of  duplicates.  The  cost  in 
terms  of  city  appropriation  amounted  to  $86,326 . 00,  an  average  of  a little  over 
$17,000  per  year. 

HARD  TIMES— MORE  READERS 

The  past  year  has  been  the  most  active  in  the  history  of  the  library,  both 
in  the  number  of  books  circulated  and  in  the  number  of  persons  using  the  reading 
rooms.  The  record  of  147,221  volumes  loaned  exceeds  that  of  1930  by  13,739. 
Of  these  a little  less  than  1-3  were  non-fiction  with  poetry,  drama  and  essays  the 
most  called  for.  Books  of  travel,  fine  arts  and  design,  business  and  technical 
studies  rank  next  in  popularity,  in  the  order  named. 

The  increased  pressure  of  a growing  circulation  is  in  itself  one  of  the  major 
problems  of  library  administration.  Greater  circulation  means  an  increase  of 
wear  on  the  collection  and  while  many  of  the  books  must  be  withdrawn  as  no 
longer  fit  for  use,  a still  greater  number  may  be  salvaged  for  months  and  even 
years  by  proper  attention  to  rebinding  and  repair.  Lack  of  funds  has  prevented 
the  rebinding  of  approximately  500  books  and  there  are  double  that  number 
awaiting  supplies  and  assistants  to  mend  them. 

BOOK  STOCK 

The  librarj'^  now  has  a collection  of  33,681  volumes,  which  include  books  for 
recreation,  for  information,  and  for  reference,  for  both  adults  and  children. 
Of  these  2,012  were  added  in  1931 — a little  over  one  fourth  were  juveniles. 

d'he  collection  includes  books  in  6 different  languages.  There  were  77  new 
titles  added  during  the  past  year  chiefly  in  the  French,  German  and  Swedish 
.sections. 

“Free  material”  in  the  form  of  pictures,  clippings,  brochures,  and  leaflets 
issued  bv  various  travel,  publishing  and  commercial  agencies,  forms  an  increasing- 
ly asefui  asset  to  the  library’s  resources. 

Always  grateful  for  contributions  of  books,  magazines,  pictures  or  fundsj 
the  library  has  been  fortunate  in  the  receipt  of  gifts — amounting  to  357  volumes 
during  the  past  year. 
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HOSPITAL  SERVICE 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  hospital  authorities  the  library  undertook  a plan 
of  furnishing  and  distributing  books  to  the  patients  and  staff  on  the  Sturdy 
Memorial  Hospital.  Equipment  and  storage  space  were  furnished  by  the  hospital 
which  has  cooperated  in  every  way  to  make  the  service  a success.  The  library 
furnishes  books  and  an  assistant,  Miss  Dorothy  Hannaford,  who  visits  the  wards 
and  private  rooms  twice  weekly.  Since  the  service  was  started  in  February 
3,278  books  and  magazines  have  been  circulated,  in  the  95  days  on  which  visits 
were  made.  At  present  the  book  collection  comprises  233  books,  91  of  which 
were  purchased  especially  for  the  work,  37  are  gifts  and  the  remainder  loaned 
from  the  central  library.  It  is  hoped  that  this  work  may  not  be  discontinued 
from  lack  of  funds. 

FUTURE  PROJECTS 

Every  institution,  especially  one  in  direct  contact  with  many  individuals  of 
different  interests  is  eager  to  serve  those  interested  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

The  resources  of  the  public  library  are  for  the  use  of  all  residents  of  the  city, 
and  the  personnel  is  trained  to  interpret  those  resources  to  all  who  seek  informa- 
tion or  the  recreation  that  is  available  in  a carefully  selected  book  collection. 

It  is  the  custom  to  build  up  certain  sections  each  year.  The  year  1932, 
in  so  far  as  funds  will  permit,  will  stress  books  dealing  specifically  with  subjects 
related  to  Attleboro  industries. 

LIBRARY  EXTENSION 

The  library  maintains  four  branch  stations  each  open  one  afternoon  and 
evening  per  week — exceptions  being  made  for  those  located  in  school  buildings. 
These  stations  are  located  at  South  Attleboro,  Washington  School,  Dodgeville 
School  and  Hebron ville  Community  House.  Book  collections  are  changed  at 
regular  intervals  and  requests  for  specific  titles  filled  whenever  possible.  The 
circulation  from  these  four  stations  totalled  31,778  volumes,  19,991  of  which  were 
juvenile.

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To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council 
Gentlemen 

I have  the  honor  to  respectfully  submit  the  seventeenth  annual  report  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  of  the  city  of  Attleboro,  Massachusetts,  for  the 
calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1931. 

The  past  twelve  months  have  found  this  department  doing  its  share  in 
meeting  that  portion  of  the  economic  crisis,  recognized  as  being  world-wide, 
which  has  come  upon  our  city.  Circumstances,  which  by  their  very  serious- 
ness have  helped  to  control  municipal  policies,  in  our  commonwealth,  should 
be  carefully  taken  into  consideration  in  weighing  the  results  of  our  efforts.  The 
soundness  of  our  basic  policies  of  operating  the  department  have  been  sorely 
tested  and  not  found  wanting.  The  importance  of  the  department  in  helping 
to  build  up  the  financial  standing  of  our  city  cannot  be  overlooked,  nor  can  the 
importance  of  that  standing  in  times  like  these  be  underestimated  one  iota  in 
developing  the  problems  we  have  to  face. 

The  record  of  activities  as  outlined  herein  is  convincing  of  the  sturdiness 
of  the  efforts  the  department  personnel  has  put  forth  during  the  year.  The 
results  obtained  and  in  process  are  not  affected  by  calendar  limits.  The  need 
for  at  least  maintaining  our  pace  and  if  possible  accelerating  it  in  order  that  full 
justice  may  be  done  all  of  the  parties  interested  in  our  municipal  affairs  is  still 
with  us. 

The  progress  we  have  made  in  developing  our  water  department  is  note- 
worthy. The  grave  seriousness  presented  by  circumstances  and  conditions 
in  the  Wading  River  project  and  the  utter  lack  of  a complete  report  from  the 
engineer  in  charge  should  be  taken  cognizance  of  by  the  city  government  and 
remedied  without  delay.  Lack  of  sufficient  winter  weather  to  give  us  a natural 
ice  supply  in  the  coming  j'-ear  is  apt  to  give  us  more  than  normal  draught  during 
the  hot  weather  on  our  water  suppy.  The  pressing  need  for  having  available 
the  larger  pumping-unit  at  the  W ading  River  station  cannot  be  stressed  too 
heavily. 

The  value  of  aid  received  under  Chapter  90  in  the  construction  of  the  North 
Main  Street  project  will,  I am  informed,  amount  to  $24,801.32,  half  of  which, 
upon  a completion  of  payment,  will  have  been  received  from  Bristol  County, 
while  the  other  half  will  represent  payment  through  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works.  It  is  a pleasure  to  record  that  practically  all  of  the  work  performed 
by  the  city  forces  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1930  and  the  fore  part  of  1931 
on  this  project  was  allowed  by  the  Commonwealth  after  investigation  and  the 
department  was  complimented  upon  the  work  as  performed.  ’ 

The  consolidated  advantages  in  our  development  of  all  of  the  construc- 
tion of  Commonwealth  Avenue,  bearing  in  mind  costs  and  results,  are  worthy  of 
special  mention. 

On  Pine  and  Emory  Streets  full  advantage  was  taken  of  circumstances  at 
hand  in  aiding  our  unemployment  relief  which  the  results  have  indeed  more 
than  justified.  This  major  highway  development,  along  with  our  usual  main- 
tenance operations,  permits  the  city  a solid  plank  for  its  relief  program  in  1931. 

Each  year  brings  closer  the  positive  need  for  extending,  improving  and 
bringing  up  to  date  our  sanitary  sewer  system  and  its  disposal  plant.  Progressive 
departmental  efforts  were  bent  to  take  full  advantage  of  season  and  weather  in 
carrying  out  economically  the  work  as  designed. 

The  most  serious  drawback  to  our  highway  progress  at  present  is  the  seeming 
inability  of  the  street  railroad  company  to  handle  equitably  its  proper  share 
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of  street-car  track  removals  in  their  completeness.  With  the  mileage  present 
in  our  geographical  confines,  a fair  solution  should  be  arrived  at  in  the  interests 
of  the  public  safety  and  convenience.  Conditions  on  Park  Street  for  instance 
warrant  immediate  decision. 

Beginning  on  May  20th  a constantly  increasing  stream  of  hand  labor, 
ma^tly  unskilled,  was  turned  over  to  this  department  by  our  aid  department 
to  be 'worked.  This  was,  of  course,  in  conjunction  with  a plan  worked  out  by 
His  Honor  the  Mayor,  that  this  department  lend  very  serious  attention  to  the 
scheme  of  allowing  the  city  an  investment  on  some  of  the  money  expended  through 
the  welfare  department.  The  conditions  traceable,  of  course,  to  the  existing 
depression  are  unprecedented  in  this  generation. 

It  must  also  be  understood  when  the  figures  submitted  are  studied  that  a 
great  deal  of  additional  work  had  to  be  performed  by  the  entire  personnel  of  our 
department  in  order  that  satisfactory  results  could  be  obtained  from  this  help 
under  the  existing  conditions,  no  payment  being  made  in  money  for  the  work 
performed. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  most  of  our  public,  and  particularly  our  tax-payers,  are 
not  in  a position  to  realize  easily  some  of  the  advantages  that  have  been  gleaned 
out  of  these  depression  conditions,  I feel  duty  bound  to  inform  them  that  ap- 
proximately 26,2.37  welfare  man  hours  were  supervised  by  this  department. 

I also  believe  it  only  fair  that  they  should  know  that  much  of  this  labor  was 
placed  where  dollars  and  cents  could  actually  be  saved.  All  of  it  was  placed 
advantageoush’,  and  its  comparative  efficiency,  measured  by  the  detailed  report 
accompanying  these  statements,  is  very  much  higher  in  our  department  for  the 
period  between  May  20th  and  December  31st,  1931,  than  is  reasonably  expected 
from  untrained  labor  by  experienced,  thinking  people.  I hold  no  brief  for  the 
perfection  of  the  work  performed  by  these  men  but,  in  fairness  to  everyone  con- 
cerned, I submit  that  the  ratio  of  accomplishments  obtained  is  worthy  of  praise. 


PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT  OFFICE 

The  depression  which  has  been  extended  now  over  a considerable  period, 
has,  during  the  past  year,  added  either  directly  or  indirectly,  a great  deal  of 
work  to  that  already  performed  by  our  regular  office  force.  While  everybody’s 
business  has  suffered,  the  bulk  of  that  loss  in  this  community,  seems  to  have  been 
transferred  to  the  Welfare  Department,  the  Public  Works  Department  and  other 
departments  employing  the  untrained  labor. 

Starting  the  year,  our  regular  force,  composed  of  Mrs.  M.  I.  Sharkey,  aided 
by  the  Misses  M.  M.  Masse  and  B.  H.  Carney,  seemed  to  sense  without  instruc- 
tion, the  abnormal  conditions  which  were  growing  on  our  city  and  by  this  very 
knowledge  spurred  themselves  in  a manner  extraordinary  in  time  and  effort  to 
cope  with  these  conditions.  Our  rank  and  file,  could  they  but  reahze  the  hard 
work  and  detail  facing  this  force,  would,  I am  sure,  appreciate  the  special  efforts 
put  forth  by  them. 

By  and  large,  our  people  seem  to  recognize  the  department  as  one  which 
expends  a considerable  portion  of  our  public  funds.  Few  of  them  seem  to  realize 
that  we  also  operate  efficiently  on  the  income  side  of  their  budget  through  our 
water  department.  The  responsibility,  of  course,  that  accompanies  this  part 
of  our  duti^  carries  with  it  a great  deal  of  office  work. 

I- or  private  reasons  Mrs.  ^I.  I.  Sharkey  agreeably  severed  her  active  con- 
nection^ here  on  October  24th,  with  her  annual  vacation  carrying  complete 
pyerance  to  November  7th.  Upon  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Sharkey  the  young 
ladies  remaining,  moved  up,  and  the  third  place  in  the  office  was  taken  by  Miss 
r.loise  M.  Phelan. 

I o ''*f>-opprate  ^\■ith  and  receive  co-operation  from  other  offices  of  the  city 
ha.s  not  only  been  our  duty  but  a pleasure  beyond  words.  I believe  there  is 
con.sidf'rable  red  tape  connected  with  the  administration  of  city  affairs  which 
could  be  eliminated  without  impairing  at  all  the  efficiencv  obtained  as  measured 
by  re-sults. 
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ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 

Our  engineering  department  has  included  during  the  year  in  its  personneL 
Mr.  Robert  W.  Mawney,  in  charge  of  the  office,  aided  by  Mr.  Russell  Tennant 
on  the  outside  work  and  on  the  inside  work  by  Mr.  Ernest  W.  Doyle.  In  addi- 
tion to  these  men,  as  time  and  conditions  warranted  it,  survey  parties  were  built, 
numbering  among  their  members  at  different  times  of  the  year,  Robert  G.  Maw- 
ney, Gunnar  S.  Benson,  Joseph  H.  Gilbert,  Jr.,  Herbert  Whittemore  and  Edward 
L.  Veaudry.  Two  of  these  local  young  men  are  carrying  on  engineering  studies 
at  Northeastern  University.  A third  was  a recent  graduate  from  an  engineering 
course  at  Brown  University.  The  other  two  are  local  veterans,  both  married. 
Study  of  the  unusual  conditions  controlled  to  a considerable  degree  the  effective 
combinations  obtained  from  this  force  in  working  out  our  problems  to  obtain 
the  results  herein  recorded. 

Among  other  items,  under  street  acceptances,  engineering  work  was  carried 
out  on  Lincoln  Avenue,  45  feet  wide  and  730  feet  long,  Elmwood  Avenue,  40 
feet  wide  and  1030  feet  long,  Curtis  Avenue,  40  feet  wide  and  958  feet  long, 
Bushee  Street,  40  feet  wide  and  915  feet  long.  Major  Street,  40  feet  wide  and 
583  feet  long,  also  the  relocation  of  Park  Street  southerly  from  the  intersection 
of  Park  and  Emory  Streets,  45  feet  wide  and  1323  feet  long,  preparatory  to 
construction  operations  which  will  not  only  include  this  portion  of  Park  Street 
but  be  carried  along  as  far  as  Bishop  Street. 

Our  force  handled  the  engineering  detail  work  in  laying  5,284  square  yards 
of  granolithic  sidewalks  placed  during  the  year,  as  well  as  a total  of  3,700  feet 
of  granite  curb  and  905  feet  of  circular  curbing  at  sixty-nine  street  intersections 
also  eigthy-three  two-foot  returns  for  driveways,  besides  the  relining  of  curb  on 
some  of  our  construction  projects  in  a total  of  7,230  linear  feet.  Plans  were 
made  to  cover  the  work  which  was  under  the  Betterment  Act  and  preparation 
made  for  record  at  Taunton  and  assessments  for  the  collector. 

Surveys,  plans,  designs  and  inspection  for  sewer  construction  were  supplied 
for  Elmwood  Avenue,  Kilby  Street  and  Park  Street  aggregating  1,358  linear  feet. 
This  calls  for  record  plans  which  were  made  up  and  assessments  provided  for 
same.  Data  was  supplied  for  thirty-nine  additional  sewer  service  connections 
and  additional  estimates  were  made  for  work  projected. 

Under  our  several  different  accounts  it  was  necessary  in  the  laying  of  8,611.05 
feet  of  water  pipe  to  conduct  engineering  investigations  and  this  detail,  with  the 
replacements  of  825.87  linear  feet,  making  a total  of  9,436.92  linear  feet  of  water 
pipe  laid  for  the  year,  added  commensurably  to  our  work.  Locations  were 
given  for  eleven  new  hydrants.  Under  our  regulations  it  may  be  understood 
that  petitioners’  plans  and  profiles  and  easements  when  necessary  were  checked 
prior  to  the  starting  of  this  work  and  the  essential  engineering  records  kept 
during  and  after  the  completion  of  the  work. 

In  conjunction  with  the  special  projects,  considerable  work  had  to  be  handled 
in  projecting  drainage  developments  as  required  on  Elmwood  Avenue  and  Dennis 
Street,  Commonwealth  Avenue,  Curtis  Avenue,  at  the  Horton  & Angell  property 
on  Bank  Street,  Emory  Street,  Park  Street,  on  School  and  Mulberry  Streets  in 
conjunction  with  Pine  Street  where  work  was  begun  and  previous  work  was 
finished,  and  on  Bank  and  Leroy  Streets.  This  added  3,983  feet  of  drain  lines, 
carrying  thirty-six  new  catch  basins  and  six  manholes.  Some  of  these  basins 
are  combination  manhole  and  basin  structures.  Five  old  stone  culverts  which 
had  collapsed  were  replaced  with  modern  pipe  culverts.  Again,  on  our  high- 
way surfacing  projects,  the  rough  grading,  sub-grading,  base  and  surfacing  work 
called  for  survey  and  detail  which  absorbs  considerable  time  and  effort. 

In  order  to  economically  accommodate  our  force,  it  was  found  necessary 
to  purchase  a light  Ford  pick-up  truck  which  was  placed  at  their  disposal.  On 
our  contract  work,  essential  inspection  was  required  by  the  superintendent  and 
supplied  from  this  force. 

The  records  of  our  several  council  committees  on  streets,  lights,  bridges, 
sewers  and  drains,  and  other  matters,  will  indicate  a great  deal  of  time  and  study 
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from  this  department  on  numerous  matters  which  arose  but  which  have  not  yet 
reached  the  stage  of  prosecution.  The  value  of  preliminary  study  by  the  respon- 
sible officers  in  charge  of  our  public  works  should  not  be  underestimated  when 
charting  our  expenditures. 


RESURFACING 

Distributing  our  expenses  under  resurfacing  does  not  really  place  accurately 
before  our  people  the  facts  concerning  the  work  obtained.  I believe  most  people 
can  readily  understand  this  when  they  appreciate  the  fact  that  it  was  here  a 
great  deal  of  welfare  labor  was  employed.  The  increasing  number  of  welfare 
men  available,  as  a matter  of  record,  may  be  said  to  have  controlled,  particularly 
as  the  weather  grew  unseasonable,  the  work  projects  undertaken.  hile  it 
might  seem  to  the  layman  a simple  question  to  hand  a man  a pick  and  shovel 
and  expect  a day’s  work,  the  successful  development  of  this  labor  by  dozens  calls 
for  serious  thought  and  attention.  A new  psychological  problem  is  now  present 
and  must  not  be  neglected. 

It  should  never  be  forgotten  that  wherever  possible  benefit  of  a permanent 
nature  is  highly  desirable  in  planning  so  that  as  conditions  improve,  the  tax- 
payer may  have  the  deserved  satisfaction  of  knowing  he  is  collecting  on  an  in- 
vestment of  his  expenditures,  even  though  recorded  under  welfare  items. 

It  is  indeed  difficult  to  obtain  the  best  results  as  outlined  herein  without 
deep-rooted  and  sincere  one  hundred  percent  co-operation  from  all  of  the  officers, 
departments  and  branches  of  the  government  involved  in  the  problem  of  carrying 
these  men  from  the  time  of  their  application  for  help  to  their  restoration  as 
independent  citizens. 

To  the  resurfacing  operations,  which  include  considerable  heavy  grading, 
especially  outside  of  the  traveled  way  as  far  as  the  street  line  on  the  streets  as 
listed,  Hawthorne,  Alder,  Brown,  Linden,  Water  and  South  Main  Streets,  and 
Lincoln  Avenue,  2,534  1-2  man  hours  were  contributed  by  welfare  workers. 

North  of  Bank  Street  bridge,  after  the  approach  work,  which  was  taken 
care  of  under  a special  account,  was  completed  and  the  drainage  arrangements 
were  handled,  2,764  square  yards  of  improved  road  surface,  penetration  in  type, 
replaced  the  run-off  of  light  construction  mixed  top  which  accommodated  the 
existing  grade  condition  at  the  Woodlawn  Cemetery. 

On  Park  Street  between  Torrey  and  Emory  Streets  a major  operation 
was  taken  care  of  in  constructing  the  vehicular  way  to  its  true  design  and  section, 
with  stone  penetration  amounting  to  2,044  square  yards,  after  sewer  work  was 
completed  therein. 

Our  equipment  having  been  busily  engaged  for  the  advantage  of  our  local 
help  and  the  warm  season  of  the  year  being  well  extended  into  the  fall,  a nasty 
condition  existing  just  northerly  of  the  Dodge ville  Bridge  on  South  Main  Street 
as  far  as  the  schoolhouse  was  improved.  This  was  graded  to  a balanced  section 
and  a stone  penetration  road,  consisting  of  1,042  square  yards,  was  completed. 

Circumstances  warranting  it,  the  season  was  then  forced,  and  the  remarkable 
November  weather  taken  advantage  of  by  filling  in  with  stone  penetration  that 
portion  of  South  Main  Street  between  the  old  switch  location  at  Dodgeville  to  a 
point  in  the  vicinity  of  Locust  Street.  There  were  1,205  square  yards  of  stone 
penetration  placed  on  this  work  and  the  operations  were  maintained  in  a compact 
manner  so  that  a violent  turn  of  the  weather  would  do  us  minimum  damage. 
I>oth  of  these  South  Main  Street  jobs  were  accomplished  under  traffic  and  aided 
rriaterially  the  public  convenience  as  they  eliminated  conditions  which  were 
highly  unsatisfactory  without  undue  cost.  All  of  these  penetration  jobs  as 
described  herein  were  valuable  in  keeping  our  force  expanded  efficiently. 

On  \N  ater  Street,  between  the  river  bridge  and  West  Street,  1,550  square 
yards  of  penetration  were  placed  in  the  fall  in  an  excellent  manner  so  that  the 
maximum  benefit  of  the  vehicular  way  .available  was  utilized  and  gravel  sidewalks 
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were  outlined  and  graded.  This  work  was  positively  essential  and  should  be 
carried  to  completion  southerly  from  the  bridge  in  the  coming  year  with  proper 
drainage  provisions  being  made  prior  to  the  start  of  the  surfacing.  The  bridge 
run-off  was  balanced  temporarily  with  rolled  mixture  and  it  was  while  engaged 
in  the  middle  of  this  work  that  the  rear  axle  on  our  sixteen-year  old  steamroller 
broke.  Immediate  steps  were  taken  to  repair  the  machine.  The  job  was  such 
as  at  that  time  seemed  to  be  expensive,  even  though  it  was  distributed  properly 
to  those  accounts  which  had  through  the  year  gleaned  immediate  benefit  by  the 
use  of  this  machine. 

Besides  this  yardage  of  stone  road,  which  apparently  amounts  to  a reason- 
ably permanent  expenditure,  grading  and  gravel  surfacing  was  given  a sizeable 
amount  of  attention.  Grading  and  gravel  surfacing  on  Lincoln  Avenue,  a new 
street,  reshaping,  gravelling,  rolling  and  surface-treating  Linden  Street  for  its 
complete  length,  placing  an  important  surfacing  experiment  on  Summer  Street, 
major  grading  and  surfacing  on  Hawthorne  Street  with  such  aid  as  has  been 
described,  changing  Alder  Street  from  a lane  within  its  acceptance  limits  to  a 
street  properly  graded  with  treated  gravel  surface;  and  beginning  some  work  on 
Bushee  Street  after  recording,  and  prior  to  the  availability  of  a special  account, 
were  a few  of  the  grading  and  gravelling  jobs  taken  care  of.  Several  other  small 
jobs  were  performed,  and  these,  while  not  amounting  to  much  in  money,  because 
of  the  use  of  facilities  provided,  were  an  investment  to  the  city. 

Work  on  Crandall  Court  is  an  excellent  example  of  this  group  of  streets. 
In  South  Attleboro  on  Brown  Street,  in  the  locality  of  the  old  Brown  farmhouse 
on  the  southerly  side  of  the  street,  excavation  was  made  to  remove  an  extremely 
hazardous  condition  with  help  provided;  and  an  earnest  request  made  for  a 
proper  and  adequate  layout  for  this  street,  rapidly  becoming  important  in  the 
development  of  the  locality  in  which  it  is  situated. 

Statistics  for  the  resurfacing  sub-division  accompany  this  report. 


DRAINS  MAINTENANCE 

While  the  number  of  catch  basins  in  the  highway  drainage  system  here  in 
the  city  constantly  increases  annually,  the  allotment  to  maintain  and  care  for 
them  recedes  rather  than  expands.  It  is  difficult  to  understand  the  reasoning 
in  the  allocation  because  the  hard  study  and  work  necessary  to  complete  the 
tasks  reasonably  chargeable  to  the  maintenance  of  our  drains  under  these  cir- 
cumstances with  the  annual  growth  described  has  limits. 

This  year  it  was  necessary  to  reconstruct  a catch  basin  and  repair  a broken 
pipe  connection  at  Pine  and  Carpenter  Streets,  prior  to  turning  the  area  over 
for  the  large  construction  program  which  went  on  there. 

Also,  a serious  condition  was  eliminated  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Brook 
and  Holman  Streets  by  doing  away  with  a small  decrepit  catch  basin  and  re- 
placing it  with  a full  size  structure  with  the  necessary  connections  direct  to  the 
covered  part  of  Thacher  Brook. 

At  the  foot  of  the  hill  on  Olive  Street  where  a new  drain  had  been  placed 
in  a previous  year  the  settlement  was  checked  up  and  paving  placed  to  improve 
an  existing  condition.  On  the  west  side  of  Thacher  Street,  between  Prairie 
Avenue  and  Linden  Street,  it  was  found  necessary  to  set  a new  sidewalk  culvert. 
Other  incidental  repairs  as  noted  by  the  cleaning  and  inspection  crew  were  taken 
care  of.  Thacher  Street  needs  a drainage  system.  Olive  and  Robert  Streets 
also  must  have  drainage  soon. 

On  Bank  Street  the  work  which  was  begun  last  year  was  carried  through 
January  1st  into  this  year,  completing  within  the  limits  of  the  funds  available 
the  drainage  essential  prior  to  improving  the  highway  up  to  Veery  Road.  This 
work  was  completed  as  economically  as  possible,  having  only  the  necessary 
structures  constructed  at  this  time  but  our  design  was  so  planned  as  to  accommo- 
date, when  funds  were  available,  the  proper  caring  for  catch  basins  at  the  corner 
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of  ^>e^y  Road,  Tanager  Road  and  Upland  Road  with  the  necessary  pipe  lines 
connecting  same.  It  seems  indeed  too  bad  that  this  work  as  projected  could  not 
be  afforded  at  the  present  time  as  it  will  be  necessary  when  all  of  these  cross-town 
streets  are  accepted,  surfaced  and  treated. 

The  usual  spring  and  fall  cleaning  was  carried  out  with  special  attention 
being  paid,  in  addition  to  the  regular  basins,  to  those  basins  whose  capacity 
or  position  warranted  it.  Besides  the  surface  conditions  which  control  factors 
of  this  kind,  the  overhead  conditions,  such  as  hard,  heavy  rainfall,  etc.,  must  be 
carefully  kept  in  mind  so  that  trouble  during  such  periods  can  be  avoided.  It  is 
with  pleasure  that  we  report  the  year  past  as  being  practically  free  from  complaints 
of  this  kind. 

The  most  positive  recommendation  within  our  power  is  made  herewith 
in  advocating  the  real  establishment,  legally  and  properly,  of  the  original  water- 
mark elevation  at  the  Dodge ville  pond.  This  would  permit  immediate  improve- 
ment in  our  residental  localities  on  both  the  east  and  west  sides.  It  would  re- 
move complaints  from  those  people  whose  land  in  being  flowed  in  such  a manner 
as  they  feel  is  contrary  to  results  expected  from  the  establishment  of  the  legal 
high  water  mark.  Further  than  this,  a reduction  in  the  elevation  which  is  being 
used  as  a dam-crest  would  supply  just  so  much  more  expeditious  relief  in  the 
Ten-Mile  River  drainage  area  in  eliminating  damage  hazards  from  flood  waters 
for  manufacturing  plants  abutting  the  river  in  the  center  of  the  city.  I believe 
it  may  be  properly  said  that  the  parties  who  own  property  bordering  the  Ten- 
Mile  River  and  are  particularly  interested  have  a direct,  primary  responsibility 
in  any  change  made  and  in  its  resulting  effects  on  them.  Action  without  delay 
is  warranted  in  my  opinion. 

From  the  standpoint  of  public  duty  I believe  the  city  government  should 
insist  on  the  re-establishment  and  maintenance  of  this  water  mark  because  of 
the  direct  effect  it  has  upon  Thacher  Brook  and  its  tributary  pipe-lines  draining 
the  east  side  of  the  city  as  well  as  water-courses  and  pipe-lines  on  the  west  side 
of  the  city.  To  aid  us  in  carrying  out  this  part  of  our  highway  maintenance 
twenty-one  welfare  man  hours  were  available.  It  must  be  understood  that  this 
work  requires  training  and  experience.  The  few  small  general  charges  properly 
distributable  have  also  been  taken  care  of  in  the  accompanying  statistics. 


STREET  SWEEPING  AND  STREET  CLEANING 

Under  our  Street  Sweeping  sub-division  of  highway  maintenance  two 
patrolmen  were  employed  full  time  including  a vacation  of  two  weeks  each. 

The  small  equipm3nt  and  tools  needed  were  purchased  and  the  correct 
portion  of  our  overhead,  yard,  barn  and  garage  charges,  amounting  to  but  a few 
dollars,  still  such  as  would  cover  the  debris  removal,  were  included  in  our  gross 
total. 

The  necessity  for  replacing  our  rubbish  cans  which  have  been  badly  battered 
and  are  practically  worn  out  should  have  the  immediate  attention  of  our  govern- 
ment in  1932.  All  of  the  receptacles  now  in  use  are  several  years  old. 

Under  Street  Cleaning  we  have  taken  care  of  our  usual  duties  up  to  the 
limits  of  the  funds  available.  In  the  early  spring  the  gutters  have  been  hoed 
and  debris  and  dirt  removed  and  on  all  of  those  streets  where  no  curbing  exists 
our  road  scrapers  have  re  lined  the  gutters  and  removed  surplus  sods,  weeds 
and  other  material  which  might  interfere  with  the  flow  of  surface  water  in  its 
pursuit  of  egre.ss  from  the  highway. 

4 his  scraper  work,  of  course,  with  a tractor-drawn  machine  has  annually 
added  to  the  width  of  our  outside  roads  and  should  not  be  neglected  for  the  sake 
of  a few  dollars  because  of  its  investment  benefits  in  widening,  at  low  costs,  the 
used  vehicular  way  on  treated  country  roads. 

Instructions  have  been  given  during  the  spring  and  fall  cleaning  to  insist 
on  the  cleaning  out  and  examination  of  culverts  as  the  gangs  passed  on  the  different 
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routes.  Obstructions  not  made  fast  which  have  been  placed  in  the  gutters  are 
returned  to  the  people  who  have  seemed  to  be  responsible  for  them.  In  spite 
of  our  constant  notices  many  people  insist  upon  blocking  our  gutters  without  legal 
permission  and  in  such  a way  as  to  constitute  a hazardous  obstruction  which  may 
cause  injury  and  damage  to  persons  or  property  engaged  in  lawful  use  of  our 
highways.  I believe  the  enforcement  of  the  law  applicable  to  these  circum- 
stances should  indeed  have  the  sturdy  support  of  our  city  government  and  of 
interested  parties,  thus  insuring  maximum  protection  to  highway  users. 

Observation  of  the  results  in  our  streets  after  night  storms  of  serious  in- 
tensity certainly  would  be  convincing  to  any  who  might  doubt  the  reasoning 
outlined  herein  as  to  the  jolts  and  shocks  which  people  in  machines  are  subjected 
to  after  a heavy  snow  covers  over  some  of  the  material  in  question. 

The  consistency  with  which  the  street  cleaning  sub-division  has  shrunk  in 
ten  years,  from  1921  to  1931,  even  tiough  the  odds  against  which  we  must  work 
in  this  phase  of  street  maintenance  have  more  than  quadrupled  is  the  most 
sincere  kind  of  a compliment  to  our  department.  This  year,  on  at  least  two 
occasions,  in  addition  to  the  regular  work,  our  curbed  gutters  were  cleaned  with 
the  aid  of  welfare  help,  the  total  applicable  to  street  cleaning  being  2278  1-2  man 
hours. 


PATCHING 

Accompanying  this  report  is  a concise  record  of  our  expenditures  under  the 
street  patching  account.  It  must  be  understood  that  final  judgment  should  not 
be  passed  on  the  operations  covered  under  this  work  until  one  is  thoroughly 
cognizant  with  the  complete  conditions  which  control  the  expenditure. 

Calling  for  more  skill  than  is  usually  appreciated,  only  90  1-2  man  hours 
from  the  welfare  department  were  included  as  being  helpful  to  the  results  ob- 
tained. When  we  realize  the  road  mileage,  with  the  several  different  widths 
included  therein,  and  which  masses  a grand  total  in  square  yards,  running  from 
gravel  through  different  kinds  of  macadam  blanketed,  and  with  cheaper  treated 
roads  backed  up  by  a small  percentage  of  improved  stone  roads,  I am  sure  contem- 
plation of  the  problem  forces  the  opinion  that  our  units,  bearing  in  mind  the 
type  and  kind  of  traffic  which  is  here,  are  indeed  more  than  reasonably  economical. 

Practically  full  benefit  as  to  rental,  and  an  additional  saving  besides,  from 
the  Forest  Street  siding  and  storage  tank,  by  using  same  in  conjunction  with 
handling  our  bituminous  patching  material  was  obtained.  The  carry-over  aided 
in  an  excellent  showing  for  material,  which  includes  of  course  many  different 
types  and  kinds.  Prices  of  stone  and  bituminous  patching  material,  in  bulk 
and  in  barrels,  for  the  account  have  been  protected  in  gross  by  this  set-up. 

We  must  not  omit  mention  of  the  necessity  for  many  detours  made  essential 
by  our  expanded  road  construction  program,  located  in  different  sections  of  the 
city  and  calling  for  extra  patching  work. 

Advantages  wherever  obtainable  from  other  work  were  co-ordinated  to  be 
of  aid  to  this  account. 

Included  herein  we  have  a practical  report  of  the  labor  and  material  charge 
which  have  been  written  off. 


SIDEWALK  MAINTENANCE 

Our  cement  sidewalk  contractor,  Robert  MacDonald  & Son  of  Pawtucket, 
Rhode  Island,  fixed  up  a number  of  places  which  were  reported  during  the  year  as 
requiring  granolithic  replacement,  the  total  of  which  work  amounted  to  $296,88 
Our  accounting  also  indicated  bituminous  material,  sand,  gravel  and  stone 
dust  in  amounts  such  as  were  used  with  other  miscellaneous  material  on  this 
work.  Oftentimes  the  opportunity  was  present  from  other  work,  after  the 
charges  had  been  absorbed,  of  aiding  in  our  sidewalk  maintenance  work.  It 
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must  be  said  that  the  importance  of  support  in  extending  our  improved  side- 
walks, besides  replacing  our  broken-up  tar  walks,  falls  short  of  the  required 
government  ratio  its  importance  warrants. 

On  this  work,  therefore,  it  may  be  understood  that  advantage  vras  taken  of 
1,611  1-2  man  hours  from  the  welfare  department  when  available.  I believe 
the  department  should  be  supported  in  continuing  work  on  this  basis,  even  though 
the  grading  is  heavy,  as  the  benefit  without  doubt  has  a high  degree  of  permanency 
and  the  field  in  this  city  is  a large  one,  well  able  to  stand  continuous  and  well- 
directed  attacks  on  conditions  as  they  exist. 

ROAD  OIL  AND  TAR 

The  general  policy  of  utilizing  to  the  full  advantage  the  reasonable  cost 
of  bituminous  road  oil  and  binder,  as  well  as  tar  products,  has  been  taken  ad- 
vantage of  to  the  limit  allowable  and  planned  to  be  of  more  value  for  the  winter 
season  in  reducing  other  maintenance  costs.  A total  of  103,051  gallons  of  the 
several  different  kinds  of  material  has  been  purchased  and  distributed  in  all 
parts  of  the  city  as  required.  Included  in  this  list  were  45,  65,  and  85%  liquid 
asphalts,  Standard  Binder  “B”  and  ‘‘C”  and  a light  liquid  Barber  product  in 
conjunction  with  asphalt  cold  patches  under  experiment.  Of  course,  our  cold 
tar  applications  and  some  K.  P.  which  could  be  properly  classified  on  special 
w'ork  were  used  as  required.  We  continued  to  use  with  convenience  a good  grade 
of  sand  obtained  in  one  part  of  the  city  from  the  Morse  Sand  and  Gravel  Company 
and  on  the  other  side  from  the  Courtois  Sand  and  Gravel  Company  bank  in 
South  Attleboro.  Results  proved  to  be  very  excellent. 

Traffic  conditions,  not  as  they  were  in  1910  or  1920,  but  as  they  exist  today, 
cannot  be  forgotten  when  thinking  of  the  expenditures  required  to  cover  this 
particular  account  and  it  is  with  pride  that  w^e  can  record,  not  only  the  mainte- 
nance as  we  have  outlined  it,  but  a consistently  sound  improvement  on  several 
miles  of  our  outside  streets.  Large  trucks  seem  to  go  everywhere  today  and 
busses  are  rapidly  falling  into  the  same  radius  of  operations,  the  season  for  both 
now  being  twelve  full  months  in  the  year,  a situation  directly  different  than  was 
formerly  the  case  fifteen  and  less  years  ago. 

Statistics  for  the  expenditures  listed  under  this  account  amount  to  $11,137.07 
and  a total  of  399  welfare  man  hours  was  utilized  when  available  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  year.  In  this  work  of  course,  training  in  covering  is  very  essential. 

BRIDGES,  FENCES  AND  CULVERTS 

Under  Bridges,  Fences  and  Culverts  the  operations  properly  recorded  are 
indeed  extensive  in  maintaining  our  structures  within  the  city  limits  not  taken 
care  of  by  any  other  account  or  any  other  agency. 

The  largest  work  taken  care  of,  as  the  accompanying  detail  record  and 
statistical  sheet  will  indicate,  was  at  the  Hebronville  overpass  bridge  on  South 
Main  Street.  This  work  had  to  be  planned  and  co-ordinated  so  that  traffic 
would  not  be  interfered  with  and  so  that  the  efforts  of  our  forces,  dove-tailed 
with  those  of  the  N.  Y.  N.  H.  & H.  Railroad  Company,  this  company  having  some 
work  to  be  done  on  the  iron  and  timber  beneath  the  structure  before  we  could 
proceed.  This  included  of  course  the  necessary  treated  beam  replacements, 
it  must  be  recognized  that  with  the  constantly  increasing  stream  of  traffic  on  this 
much-u.sed  route  to  points  south,  this  and  other  bridge  structures  are  receiving, 
without  question,  a great  deal  more  wear  and  tear  than  was  ever  expected  at  the 
time  of  their  design  and  construction.  An  expenditure  of  $225.06  for  labor  and 
$943.49  for  material  is  noted  to  cover  this  bridge  repair. 

4 he  foot-bridge  at  Hebronville  was  overhauled  at  the  relatively  small  cost 
of  $43.37,  this  work  being  done  in  conjunction  with  the  railroad  company,  whose 
interests  were  in  the  iron  part  of  the  structure.  A guard  fence  was  repaired 
when  broken  in  the  locality  of  these  two  bridge  structures. 
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Other  guard  fences  at  Bridge  Street,  Brown  Street,  County  Street,  Dexter 
Street  bridge,  Hodges  Street,  Holden  Street,  Knight  Avenue,  Lindsey  Street, 
Mechanics  Street  bridge,  and  one  other  on  Mechanic  Street,  Mendon  Road 
slopes.  North  Alain  Street,  Olive  Street,  Pike  Avenue,  Pleasant  Street,  Read 
Street,  South  Alain  Street,  Summer  Street,  Thacher  Street,  Thurber  A venue. 
Tiffany  Street,  \^’ashington  Street  and  Wilmarth  Street  were  maintained  and 
repaired.  In  the  coming  year  it  will  be  positively  necessary  to  properly  over- 
haul and  rebuild  in  more  detail  a number  of  these  guard  fences. 

^^’e  also  had  minor  small  bridge  repairs  at  Cliff  Street,  Thurber  Avenue, 
also  Lindsey  and  Thacher  Street  railroad  overpasses,  and  Washington  Street  Bridge 
sidewalk.  Other  work,  record  of  which  must  not  be  omitted,  is  the  replacement 
of  stone  culverts,  many  of  which  had  collapsed  or  fallen  under  the  burden  of 
modern  traffic,  one  on  Plighland  Avenue,  at  the  westerly  foot  of  the  first  hill  west 
of  Washinton  Street,  another  the  first  culvert  on  Park  Street  just  southerly 
from  Alaple  Street,  a third  at  Pike  Avenue  near  Adlers,  while  three  others  were 
placed  in  Union  Road  in  order  that  the  highway  could  be  kept  open  for  traffic. 
This  work  bearing  in  mind  its  range  and  importance  was  necessary,  interesting, 
economical,  beneficial  and  progressive.  The  statistical  record  is  detailed  in  the 
accompanying  report. 

For  Pond  Street  printed  notices  for  the  public  benefit,  indicating  the  closing 
of  the  structure  by  the  railroad  company  for  repairs,  were  taken  care  of. 

TEN  MILE  RIVER  AND  THACHER  BROOK 

Sincere  efforts  were  maintained  to  keep  Thacher  Brook  clean  from  its  source 
to  its  confluence  with  the  Ten  Mile  River.  The  rubble  walls,  where  it  is  enclosed 
between  Falmouth  and  Park  Streets,  were  mortar-chinked  and  it  was  cleaned 
its  entire  length.  All  of  this  work  was  done  at  a reasonable  price  and  in  such 
a fashion  as  to  eliminate  complaints. 

Unceasing  vigilance  on  the  part  of  our  police  force  and  interested  residents 
and  manufacturers  is  the  price  which  we  must  pay  for  keeping  this  important 
stream  clear  of  all  debris,  ranging  from  buckets  and  grass  to  old  Fords,  until  such 
times  as  the  city  sees  fit  to  inclose  the  stream  for  its  entire  length. 

The  Ten  Alile  River  cleaning  was  carried  as  far  as  we  were  permitted  under 
the  law.  It  ha  been  reported  definitely  before  and  should  be  constantly  born 
in  mind  that  the  activities  of  this  department  as  they  apply  to  this  stream  must 
be  strictly  limited  within  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth  and  it  must  be  further 
remembered  that  to  the  abutting  property-owners  belongs  a grave  responsibility 
for  the  stream  conditions  which  cannot  be  given  away,  all  reports  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 


HIGHWAY  AUTO  MAINTENANCE 
AND 

EQUIPMENT,  MAINTENANCE  AND  REPAIR 

Here  I feel  that  in  presenting  the  problems  of  the  department  it  might  be 
of  interest  to  establish  as  of  December  31,  1931,  a list  of  the  trucks  and  cars 
owned  by  the  department  and  operated  by  the  highway  division.  The  list  is 
shown  on  the  accompanying  statistics. 

Of  course  it  goes  without  saying  that  the  .$654 . 33  which  is  recorded  as  being 
chargeable  against  the  maintenance  of  this  fleet  cannot  be  considered  as  the  total 
amount  expended  on  this  basis.  The  difference  between  this  amount  and  the 
regular  charges  distributed  elsewhere  has  been  picked  up  in  the  main  through 
charges  assimilated  for  transportation  on  our  major  construction  projects  such 
as  Pine  Street,  Emory  Street,  Commonwealth  Avenue  and  our  smaller  con 
struction  jobs  such  as  Elmwood  Avenue,  Curtis  Avenue,  Major  Street,  Bushee 
Street,  etc.,  and  also  on  some  sewer  and  drain  projects  which  had  the  advantage 
of  service  from  these  units. 
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What  a marvelous  tribute  the  history  of  our  two  oldest  Mack  trucks,  pur- 
chased in  1921  and  in  constant  service  eve  - since,  is  to  the  manufacturer  and 
those  firms  which  supplied  the  materials  used  by  him  and  also  to  the  personnel 
engaged  in  working  the  units  constantly  over  this  long  span  of  years,  winter  and 
summer,  night  or  day,  as  the  occasion  demanded. 

I know  of  no  private  business  which  has  to  contend  constantly  with  the  un- 
usual conditions  ever  present  in  the  duties  which  our  work  in  the  highway  divi- 
sion presses  upon  all  of  our  motor  units.  Positive  and  unfailing  replacement 
without  question  would  be  good  business  and  our  projected  expansion  with  motor 
replacement,  based  particularly  on  the  need  for  properly  housing  and  repairing 
same,  should  begin  without  delay. 

The  same  principles  outlined  above  should  be  applicable  to  our  other  equip- 
ment. 


CRUSHERS 

Tons  upon  tons  of  stone  were  crushed  at  the  North  Avenue  plant,  the  gross 
amount  being  built  up  by  the  handling  of  material  from  stone  walls  on  Common- 
wealth Avenue  and  North  Main  Street,  in  addition  to  our  normal  sources  of 
supply.  Also  the  culled  cobbles  from  our  other  special  work  helped  swell  the 
total.  This  gave  us  some  advantage  in  the  number  and  cost  of  our  units  in 
places  where  it  could  be  applied. 

At  South  Attleboro  no  opportunity  was  lost  to  strengthen  and  support  the 
work  which  for  this  year  was  mainly  taken  care  of  at  the  North  Avenue  plant. 

A total  of  190  1-2  welfare  man  hours  were  utilized  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  on  the  stone  account. 

This  account  carried  a labor  expenditure  amounting  to  S250.18  and  material 
charges  totaling  $370.69,  the  material  purchased  being  such  as  was  necessary 
to  the  successful  operating  of  our  plants. 

At  the  North  Avenue  cr  isher  the  bins,  more  than  twelve  years  old,  had  to 
be  practically  rebuilt  and  the  elevator  and  belting  renewed,  the  cost  of  replace- 
ment, repair  and  maintenance  at  North  Avenue  being  $550.73  while  at  South 
Avenue  only  $70.14  was  spent,  as  not  only  the  annual  tonnage,  but  the  relative 
life  of  the  parts,  except  for  the  large  second-hand  bins,  is  less  than  that  of  North 
Avenue. 


ROAD  ROLLERS 

Under  our  current  maintenance  account  for  road  rollers,  inspections  and 
minor  repairs  were  taken  care  of  in  the  fore  part  of  the  year,  having  to  do  in 
part  with  the  old  maintenance  steam  roller  and  the  quarters  therefor.  The 
large  item  for  the  year  was  made  necessary  by  the  assuming  in  this  account  of  a 
proportionate  part  of  a charge  for  a broken  axle,  the  allotted  payment  for  material 
in  this  case  amounting  to  $137.31,  with  an  additional  welding  work  charge  of 
$36.00  which  was  done  in  connection  with  this  major  job. 

On  our  gasoline  roller,  small  repairs,  such  as  placing  a scarifier  lifting  arm, 
new  fan  belt  and  a few  other  minor  parts  were  taken  care  of. 

For  the  work  performed,  by  the  machines  we  have,  the  charges  have  been 
kept  rnore  than  reasonably  small.  To  aid  materially  in  placing  our  down-town 
street  intersections  1 am  firmly  convinced  we  should  have  a fairly  heavy  make, 
quick  action,  tandem  roller  in  addition  to  the  two  three-wheel  units  now  in 
service. 


VACATIONS 

Our  vacations  as  listed  under  the  lughway  division,  bearing  in  mind  the 
law  controlling  some  and  the  extensive  range  of  our  work  under  present  conditions, 
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have  been  taken  care  of.  Co-operation  from  the  personnel  in  lapsing  by  agree- 
ment from  the  latter  part  of  one  year  into  the  early  part  of  another  has  been 
worked  out  for  the  benefit  of  the  city. 

INSURANCE 

Our  insurance  policies,  including  not  only  fire,  but  compensation  and  con- 
tractors’ liability,  teams,  etc.,  have  had  to  be  taken  care  of  as  ordered  and  in  the 
amounts  as  rendered,  the  department  having  nothing  to  do  with  the  rates  estab- 
lished. For  the  information  of  those  interested  wish  to  advise  it  is  our  under- 
standing that  fire  and  theft  on  our  fleet  or  motor  cars  is  taken  care  of  by  a policy 
controlling  same  operated  through  the  mayor’s  office  for  the  city’s  protection. 

SIGNS,  CLOCK  AND  NUMBERS 

The  usual  charges  make  up  the  item  of  $194.49  spent  under  the  Signs, 
Clock  and  Mumbers  sub-division,  the  bulk  of  this  amount  being  for  the  mainten- 
ance and  upkeep  of  the  city  clock.  Such  expenditure  as  was  essential  had  to  be 
utilized  in  numbering  houses  in  accordance  with  the  control  thereof,  thus  per- 
mitting only  a small  balance  available  for  street  signs.  A study  was  made  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  year  of  street  signs  and  samples  obtained  of  different  types 
with  the  idea  that  this  account  would  receive  some  support  in  the  coming  year 
from  the  city  government  in  building  up  and  improving  our  street  signs  within 
the  city  limits.  While  this  has  been  urged  by  the  department  times  without 
number,  progress  in  a sizeable  fashion  is  impeded  by  lack  of  standardization  and 
appropriation. 

Destructive  tactics  by  some  of  our  junior  citizens,  wreaking  vengence  for 
unknown  wrongs,  on  improved  street  signs  should  be  stopped.  I feel  sure 
nothing  will  accomplish  this  result  except  serious  police  action  as  we  in  the  depart- 
ment, in  co-operation  with  the  police,  have  on  more  than  one  occasion,  made 
serious  efforts  to  overcome,  without  court  record,  this  tendency  in  some  of  our 
youngsters. 


INCIDENTALS 

Only  a few  minor  charges  amounting  to  $24.73  are  listed  under  Incidentals 
in  our  highway  accounts  as  our  distribution  was  maintained  to  a very  high  degree. 

SNOW  AND  ICE 

Our  Snow  and  Ice  account  is  now  included  in  the  budget  under  highway 
maintenance  and  operation.  For  1931  the  amount  expended  was  $3,706.41. 
Within  this  figure  our  highways  and  sidewalks  were  plowed.  The  truck  mileage 
was  increased  so  that  complaints  from  our  accepted  streets  relative  to  the  highway 
plowing  were  indeed  rare.  Our  sidewalk  mileage  while  increased  slightly  has 
included  such  service  as  it  is  possible  to  give,  bearing  in  mind  on  the  one  hand  the 
restrictions  placed  upon  us  and  on  the  other  hand,  the  need  for  permitting  our 
people  and  particularly  our  children  the  benefits  they  can  obtain  from  sincere 
efforts  wrought  under  such  difficulties  as  one  finds  in  this  latitude  during 
the  snow  season.  To  please  our  public  in  this  respect  and  under  the  adverse 
conditions  is  not  an  easy  task  but  when  the  mileage  and  work  are  considered  and 
funds  available  and  expended  are  balanced  against  them,  I believe  the  results 
obtained  are  worthy  of  the  efforts. 

Besides  the  regulation  snow  work,  sanding  is  taken  care  of  and  overhead 
charges  for  the  functioning  of  this  portion  of  our  work  are  also  included  in  the 
expenditure  recorded,  also  repairs,  painting,  etc.,  for  our  gear. 

Our  trained  personnel  responded  to  the  emergency  calls  and  took  care  of 
such  work  as  required  experience  and  training  and  resistance  to  the  heart-breaking 
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attacks  which  only  the  rugged  blizzards  of  a New  England  winter  with  their 
wide  range  of  temperature  and  weather  can  deal. 

If  our  public  would  pause  for  a moment  and  look  back  over  periods  of  five> 
ten,  fifteen  and  twenty-five  years  and  investigate  their  expenditures  and  snow 
fall  and  other  pertinent  facts  having  to  do  vdth  the  snow  problem  and  balance 
the  facts  obtained  against  the  crying  demand  of  snow  removal  of  the  present  age 
and  at  the  same  time  remember  the  tax  bill,  I am  quite  sure  those  of  us  -who  have 
matured  through  New  England  winters  could  appreciate  fully  the  improvement 
now  present  in  our  own  community. 


SIDEWALKS  AND  CURBING 

The  initial  sub-division  of  Sidewalks  and  Curbing  for  the  first  time  this 
year  had  allotted  in  our  budget  under  highway  maintenance  and  operation  a 
sum  of  813,000.00. 

The  sidewalk  work  was  advertised  for  contract  and  the  very  low  price  of 
81.58  per  square  yard  for  the  granolithic  sidewalks  in  place  and  81.80  for  drive- 
ways, earned  the  award,  being  submitted  by  Robert  ^JacDonald  & Son  of  Paw- 
tucket, R.  I.  This  work  as  laid  out  proceeded  with  dispatch  and  the  low  price 
was  generall  recognized  by  our  public  as  an  excellent  chance  for  an  investment 
in  cement  sidewalks. 

The  result  was  that  more  than  the  usual  number  of  petitions  were  received 
and  the  city  government  saw  fit  to  honor  a great  many  of  these,  providing  86,000.00 
additional  for  this  work  and  for  the  granite  curbing.  This  7”  x 18”  standard 
granite  curb  was  placed  with  gutters  by  our  own  forces.  A list  of  the  streets 
upon  which  sidew’alks  were  placed  under  this  account  is  included  in  this  report, 
as  well  as  the  list  indicating  the  curbing  work. 

Legal  arrangements  were  made  to  include  in  this  list  of  expenditures  the 
final  pa>Tnent  due  the  contractor  on  the  date  as  outlined  in  the  contract  on  our 
records  covering  granolithic  sidewalks.  In  the  latter  half  of  the  year  owing  to 
the  calendar  bookkeeping  there  were  some  charges,  particularly  those  finally 
decided  upon  after  an  audit  which  should  be  taken  care  of  rather  than  interfered 
with  by  amending  our  system  of  bookkeeping.  A total  of  304  1-2  man  hours  of 
welfare  labor  were  utilized  on  the  city’s  portion  of  labor  under  this  account. 

A summary  of  this  work  has  been  outlined  according  to  measurements  in  a 
prior  part  of  this  report.  The  assessable  value  of  work  ordered  under  the  Better- 
ment Act,  chargeable  against  this  account  for  this  year  amounts  to  83,905.97 
for  curbing  and  83,743.22  for  ganolithic  sidewalks. 

It  should  be  recorded  herewith  that,  acting  on  petitions  from  the  interested 
parties  filed  within  thirty  days  of  the  assessment,  the  city  government  may 
distribute  a betterment  tax. 

The  immediate  value  and  the  tendency  toward  permanency  of  granolithic 
walks  and  granite  curbing  is  generally  recognized,  even  to  the  extent  that  one  piece 
of  work  is  often  the  salesman  for  many  that  follow. 


NEW  EQUIPMENT 

This  year  the  department  recommended  for  New  Equipment  an  amount 
of  86,000.00,  with  full  knowledge  of  the  conditions  which  we  faced.  The  item  was 
finally  reduced  in  our  budget,  however,  to  a figure  of  8500.00.  It  may  be  readily 
understood  therefore  that  our  recommendations  and  the  purposes  for  wRich 
they  were  intended  were  not  acceptable  and  such  being  the  case,  strenuous  effort 
was  made  to  avoid  any  new  equipment  expenditure  whatsoever,  it  being  our  hope 
that  this  policy  would  permit  of  a saving  which,  as  of  itself,  and  with  the  funds 
we  might  hope  for  in  the  coming  year,  would  provide  the  essential  new  equipment 
which  we  desired. 
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For  this  reason  our  largest  item  under  New  Equipment  covers  the  purchase 
of  a new,  small,  snow-plow  unit  complete  for  our  BG  Mack.  This  unit,  being 
both  fast  and  powerful,  has  been  able  to  give  material  benefit  in  increasing  our 
speed  in  breaking  out  some  of  our  outside  roads. 

Miscellaneous  and  essential  hand  tools  in  small  amounts  which  were  positive- 
ly necessary  account  for  the  balance  of  the  expenditures  hereunder. 

NORTH  MAIN  STREET  AND  COMMONWEALTH  AVENUE  WIDENING 

As  the  year  began,  drainage  in  the  vicinity  of  Sheffield’s  property  was  being 
carried  on  in  detail  and  completed,  and  other  winter  work,  as  was  outlined  in  the 
1930  report,  i.  e.,  grubbing,  rock  excavation  ahead  of  the  drainage,  removing 
stone  walls  for  crushing,  removing  trees  and  stumps,  placing  a head  wall  at  the 
Sheffield  drain  outlet  and  building  catch  basins,  was  continued. 

Early  in  the  year  the  report  came  through  to  the  mayor’s  office  concerning 
an  allotment  under  Chapter  90  as  requested  from  the  Commonwealth  and  the 
County.  As  the  season  progressed  and  the  opportunity  presented  itself  that 
portion  of  the  work  on  North  Main  Street  which  this  department  could  do  with 
hand  labor  was  completed.  Engineers  from  the  state  department  of  public 
works  came  in  and  checked  up  the  record,  making  very  slight  changes  in  the 
alignment  and  grade  and  laying  out  the  project  to  a point  slightly  northerly 
from  the  Commonwealth  Avenue  intersection.  I have  not  been  able  to  find 
out  why  they  did  not  plan  to  construct  to  the  North  Attleboro  boundary  line. 
Inquiry  from  Mr.  Coffin  brought  the  reply  that  he  was  acting  under  orders. 
Inquiry  from  the  district  engineer  failed  to  bring  a definite  answer,  while  inquiry 
from  Mr.  Dean,  the  chief  engineer,  brought  the  reply  that  if  funds  were  available 
after  the  portion  of  the  work  as  laid  out  was  well  under  way  toward  completion 
it  could  be  reasonably  expected  that  an  extension  would  be  granted  permitting 
the  work  to  go  to  the  North  Attleboro  boundary  line. 

Preliminary  work  having  been  taken  care  of  and  efforts  having  been  made  at 
adjustments  along  the  right-of-way,  a contract  was  advertised  by  the  state  at 
the  city’s  expense  with  a closing  date  set  for  August  8,  1931.  Eighteen  bids 
were  received  by  the  state  I was  informed,  submitting  figures,  which,  after  being 
opened,  were  studied  by  the  mayor  in  conjunction  with  the  state  board.  The 
low  bidder  was  Perini  and  Ampollini  submitting  figures  as  listed  in  the  acccom- 
panying  statistical  data. 

The  contract,  after  being  recommended  and  approved  by  the  state  board, 
was  filed  and  construction  work  was  started  on  August  24, 1931  and  was  carried 
through  in  a reasonably  expeditious  manner  and  in  such  a way  as  to  give  the 
public  minimum  inconvenience,  bearing  in  mind  the  importance  of  this  main 
artery  northerly.  In  conjunction  therewith  and  because  of  this  construction, 
water  services  were  lowered  or  renewed  where  required.  W here  necessary 
hydrants  were  reset  or  replaced  as  the  occasion  demanded.  In  this  way,  under 
our  main  line  maintenance  account,  five  hydrants  were  reset  due  to  the  new 
layout,  while  our  construction  account  carried  a hydrant  replacement  at  the 
corner  of  North  Main  Street  and  Commonwealth  Avenue,  a new  five-inch  valve 
opening,  three-way  Corey  hydrant  replacing  an  old  4”  Ludlow  hydrant. 

Circle  curbing  was  set  to  cover  the  intersection  of  Hazelwood  Avenue  and 
North  Main  Street.  \\  here  necessary  mail  boxes  were  replaced  and  a multitude  of 
other  incidental  details  were  taken  care  of  as  required.  The  final  closing  and 
the  record  of  this  account  on  North  Main  Street  will  be  reported  on  in  1932  after 
the  final  payment  on  the  contract  and  deferred  charges  are  taken  care  of. 

The  gross  amount  expended  on  North  Main  Street  for  the  current  year 
by  this  department  up  until  December  31,  1931  was  $33,477.36.  The  amount 
expended  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commonwealth  on  estimates  for  the 
contractor  was  $26,480.34,  while  the  total  expended  under  the  bonded  account 
as  of  December  31,  1931,  amounted  to  $37,065.27.  There  was  received  up 
until  December  31,  1931,  according  to  the  treasurer’s  record,  from  the  state 
the  sum  of  $8,275.10,  and  from  the  county  a sum  of  $8,275.11  was  reported. 
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At  a meeting  of  the  IMunicipal  Council,  as  I understand  it,  a vote  was  passed 
appropriating  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  the  payment  of  a claim  of  the  John  Dag- 
get-FrancisA.  Crandall  Home  for  Aged  Women  with  the  understanding  that  a 
properly  signed  deed  was  to  be  secured  when  the  payment  was  made.  This 
vote  was  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  May  25th,  1931,  after  being  passed  on  May 
19th,  1931,  and  I believe  was  carried  out  in  full,  the  legal  end  being  taken  care  of 
by  our  city  sohcitor.  This  payment  of  damages  was  voted  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  was  a change  in  alignment  in  front  of  the  property  due  to  the  re- 
location. 

On  Commonwealth  Avenue,  winter  work  as  outlined  above  for  North  Main 
Street  was  continued,  with  stone  wall  removals  and  rock  excavation 
being  combined  effectively  to  aid  our  crushed  stone  pile.  Just  easterly  from 
Richardson’s  a fill  in  layers  was  started  to  cover  the  extended  culvert  pipe, 
working  toward  finished  subgrade,  and  besides  usual  compression  it  was  open  to 
traffic  as  it  was  being  constructed,  thus  permitting  on  a sizeable  fill,  better  com- 
pression. 

It  may  be  clearly  seen  from  the  following  vote  that  the  city  government 
approved  the  construction  of  an  eight-inch  water  line  in  Commonwealth  Avenue 
for  a distance  approximately  up  to  the  boundary  line.  At  a meeting  of  the 
municipal  council  held  on  August  4th,  1931,'the  following  vote  was  passed  :- 

“Voted  that  the  sum  of  $6,500  be  appropriated  to  cover  the  cost  of  main 
line  water  extension  on  Commonwealth  Avenue  from  North  Main  Street  to  the 
city  line.” 

It  may  also  be  clearly  seen  that  the  order  directing  the  construction  of 
North  Main  Street  and  Commonwealth  Avenue  and  providing  the  funds  for 
same  omitted  the  mention  of  this  water  line,  so  that  properly  this  work,  which 
usually  would  be  done  ahead  of  the  road  construction  on  Commonwealth  Avenue, 
could  not  proceed  until  funds  were  provided  for  the  water  line  extension.  The 
vote  quoted  above  and  passed  by  the  Municipal  Council  on  August  4th,  1931, 
■ allowed  the  construction  of  this  water  line  on  Commonwealth  Avenue.  Work 
commenced  immediately  after  material  was  ordered  and  placed.  A contract 
was  awarded,  after  being  advertised,  to  strip  the  loam  on  the  taking  owned  by 
Mr.  Richardson  as  agreed,  said  contract  including  a stripping  of  material  which  it 
would  be  necessary  to  remove  from  the  proposed  position  of  the  water  line  to  be 
constructed,  thus  reducing  materially  the  price  chargeable  against  the  water  main 
construction  which  is  carried  under  our  main  line  water  account. 

The  drainage  as  laid  out  and  plani  ed  then  proceeded  easterly  from  the  large 
culvert  between  the  Richardsons’  houses,  including  necessary  manholes  and 
catch  basins  and  carrying  a stone  fill  where  essential,  for  sub-drainage.  Also  the 
drainage  system  westerly  from  the  box-culvert  beyond  Richardson’s  was  worked 
in  conjunction  and  co-ordination  with  the  water  line  trenching.  A stone  drainage 
back-fill,  graded  and  approved,  was  included  in  this  construction,  the  catch 
basins  and  manholes  required  were  built,  whereupon,  local  labor  having  performed 
their  part  of  the  work  available,  a contract  involving  the  road  grading  and  sur- 
facing was  advertised  on  September  23,  1931,  and  awarded  to  the  low  bidder, 
T.  J.  Quinn  and  Son  of  Ashton,  R.  I.,  at  the  unit  prices  as  listed  in  the  accom- 
panying statistics. 

The  season  had  advanced  considerably  but  a milder  fall  than  we  had  locally 
has  not  been  present  for  years.  As  a result,  our  Commonwealth  Avenue  road 
contract,  once  having  been  started,  proceeded  apace  and  was  finished  for  all 
practical  purposes  before  snow  arrived.  The  final  contract  payment,  of  course, 
under  the  withholding  clause  customary  in  the  standard  forms  of  the  Common- 
wealth, will  be  taken  care  of  when  due  in  the  coming  year.  The  closure  on  this 
contract,  in  addition  to  other  work  necessary  to  cover  agreements  with  Mr. 
Richardson,  will  also  be  reported  on  later,  mention  being  made  here  to  avoid 
misunderstanding.  There  will  also  be  the  usual  deferred  charges  which  have  to 
be  taken  up  covering  the  work  performed  by  our  municipal  payroll  and  equipment. 
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Standard  “Curve”  and  “Slow”  signs  were  set  in  the  interests  of  traffic  pro- 
tection as  needed.  The  local  gas  company  had  proceeded  up  the  westerly  side 
of  North  Main  Street  to  Commonwealth  Avenue  toward  the  end  of  the  Perini 
and  Ampollini  contract  but  was  kept  out  of  Commonwealth  Avenue  due  to  the 
lateness  of  the  season  and  the  interference  with  our  work.  This  was  done  after 
conmltation  with  local  authorities  and  arrangements  were  made  to  take  care  of 
the  matter  early  in  the  coming  spring. 

All  of  the  department  work  on  these  projects  has  received  from  the  people 
living  in  the  locality  co-operation  such  as  would  aid  greatly  the  progress  of  the 
work  once  it  was  started. 

The  initial  purpose  of  giving  as  many  of  our  local  men  as  possible  employ" 
ment  was  seriously  studied,  based  on  the  plan  that  the  labor,  once  employed) 
should  be  a profitable  investment  with  funds  available  on  work  done  on  order- 
In  about  the  middle  of  the  year,  when  large  numbers  of  welfare  laborers  were 
assigned  to  us,  their  advantageous  placing  forced  the  use  of  2,121  man  hours  on 
the  easterly  and  westerly  and  also  cross-drains  on  the  Commonwealth  Avenue 
project,  while  on  the  work  performed  by  this  department  on  North  Main  Street, 
only  seventy-eight  man  hours  from  the  welfare  source  were  worked.  This  is 
direct  evidence  that  our  work  on  North  Main  Street  was  done  in  the  first  half 
of  the  year,  while  that  on  Commonwealth  Avenue  took  place  later,  completing 
the  planned  schemes,  bearing  in  mind  the  orders  of  the  city  government  which 
were  passed  during  the  latterly  progress  of  the  Perini  and  Ampollini  contract. 

His  Honor  the  Mayor,  Stephen  H.  Foley,  made  a special  visit  to  the  public 
works  commission  office  of  the  state,  accompanied  by  the  writer,  and  was  informed 
by  Mr.  Lyman,  the  commissioner,  that  the  work  on  North  Main  Street  would  be 
continued  to  the  North  Attleboro  boundary  line.  Up  until  the  time  of  this 
writing  there  is  no  indication  in  the  field  that  this  is  to  be  a fact. 

I am  informed  that  no  damages  of  record  were  awarded  on  North  Main 
Street,  also  no  damages  were  awarded  on  Commonwealth  Avenue  and  that 
special  terms  and  agreements  were  made  with  IMr.  Richardson  where  the  land 
takings  took  place. 

The  City  Solicitor  on  request  informs  me  that  the  following  persons  have 
entered  suits  for  damages  resulting  from  this  work: 

1.  Walter  E.  and  Catherine  L.  Riley 

2.  John  J.  Maher 

3.  Alfred  M.  Richards 

It  should  be  remembered  that  an  order  was  passed  on  June  16th  by  the 
Municipal  Council  authorizing  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  a lot 
bought  by  the  city  for  drainage  purposes  at  Dean  Road. 

It  should  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  eighty 
dollars  was  paid  to  the  North  Purchase  Cemetery  Association  for  the  privilege 
of  using  their  drainage  system  already  constructed  to  relieve  the  locality  of  North 
Main  Street  and  Commonwealth  Avenue. 

At  Doctor  Holden’s,  Harry  Carpenter’s  and  William  Flynn’s  properties 
on  North  Alain  Street,  amicable  arrangements  were  made  for  performing  work 
within  the  Perini  and  Ampollini  contract  to  take  care  of  damage  resulting  from 
the  widening.  Some  of  the  other  abuttors  had  jobs  of  lesser  size  taken  care  of. 
The  complete  financial  report  of  this  work  can  hardly  be  expected  to  come  from 
this  office  as  a great  deal  of  the  funds  expended  therefrom  have  been  outside  the 
control  of  this  department. 

It  is  only  fair  to  record  here  that  a large  part  of  the  three  hundred  and  sixty 
cords  of  wood  which  this  department  delivered  to  the  public  welfare  department 
came  from  this  job.  I am  informed  by  the  almoner  this  wood  can  be  fairly 
estimated  as  worth  about  nine  dollars  per  cord. 
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LEROY  STREET  IMPROVEMENT 

The  Leroy  Street  Improvement  was  outlined  in  the  1930  report  when  the 
work  was  well  started.  At  the  beginning  of  1931  work  in  progress  on  this  im- 
provement was  continued  through  the  winter  months,  except  for  the  road  sur- 
facing and  some  of  the  sidewalk  work  and  grading,  which  went  into  the  summer, 
the  warm  weather  being  necessary  to  complete  this  work. 

An  appropriation  of  $5,000.00  voted  January  20,  1931,  on  recommendation 
from  this  department  and  supported  by  the  mayor,  was  carried  in  the  annual 
budget  and  became  part  of  it;  thus  a number  of  men,  including  tradesmen, 
were  kept  from  becoming  part  of  the  needy  unemployed  during  this  cold  quarter 
of  the  year. 

The  work  under  this  appropriation  in  this  locality  is  entirely  south  of  the 
Bungaj"  River.  The  work  northerly  from  the  river  under  drains  maintenance, 
grading  and  resurfacing,  etc.,  was  carried  on  at  about  the  same  time,  utilizing  the 
existing  organization.  Starting  at  the  northerly  corner  of  Leroy  and  Bank 
Streets  with  a combination  catch  basin  our  large  drain  pipe  line  went  into  a man- 
hole in  Leroy  Street  at  the  intersection  of  Leroy  and  Bank  Streets,  thence  easterly 
on  Leroy  Street  to  a point  just  beyond  the  planned  limits  of  this  improvement, 
ending  in  a manhole  with  a stub  ahead  for  future  construction  and  having  two 
other  basins  to  connect  to  the  last  manhole  and  one  on  the  southerly  corner  of 
Leroy  and  Bank  Streets  constructed  to  take  care  of  the  improvement  as  proposed. 
This  drainage  added  two  manholes,  three  catch  basins  and  gave  us  274.0  linear  feet 
of  18”  drain  with  58.2  linear  feet  of  10”  connections.  The  material  being  sandy 
and  also  rather  heavy  at  the  bottom,  the  work  turned  out,  with  the  weather 
combination  which  we  had,  to  be  ideal,  considering  the  season  of  the  year.  Ex- 
cellent progress  and  low  unit  costs  resulting  therefrom  gave  a worthy  benefit  to 
the  city. 

Wall  work  as  projected  was  completed  along  by  Brown’s  and  Bennett’s 
on  the  northerly  side  of  Leroy  Street,  the  necessary  steps  being  constructed  for 
entrance  to  the  houses,  curb  alignment  on  the  improved  street  layout  being 
completed  with  accessibility  to  driveways  provided  so  that  when  the  warm 
weather  came,  our  underground  structure  changes,  extensions,  improvements 
and  replacements,  also  our  super-structures,  walls,  steps,  etc.,  as  designed,  were 
completed  in  Leroy  Street  ready  for  street  surfacing. 

On  Bank  Street  the  heavier  wall  work  was  carried  out  as  nearly  as  possible 
in  accordance  with  the  arrangements  set  forth  in  the  order,  except  for  phases 
which  this  department  could  not  control,  as  for  instance,  the  party  wall  mentioned 
at  Kelley’s  and  grading  outlined  for  Kelley’s,  suit  having  been  entered  in  this 
case,  as  1 understand  it.  I further  understand  suit  was  also  entered,  after  our 
work  was  well  under  way,  by  the  owners  of  the  Brown  property  and  also  by  the 
owners  of  the  Pierce  ])roperty. 

Excellent  co-operation  has  been  received  from  the  other  abuttors  so  that  it 
has  been  a pleasure  indeed  to  extend  ourselves  to  be  fair  with  these  people  in 
giving  them  the  results  which  we  believe  they  should  fairly  have. 

\N  ith  the  passing  of  winter  the  walls,  drains  and  other  available  work 
having  been  brought  into  position,  thus  permitting  further  progress,  steps  were 
taken  so  that  a water  main  extension  was  carried  beyond  the  limits  of  this  work 
across  the  river  and  northerly  beyond  the  Bungay  River  bridge  approach,  a project 
which  was  being  worked  in  conjunction  with  this  improvement. 

\\  hen  this  work  was  out  of  the  way,  the  season  having  advanced  to  good 
weather,  the  subgrading  and  road  construction  on  Leroy,  Bank  and  Bicknell 
Streets  within  the  limits  of  this  project,  proceeded  apace  and  was  carried  on  very 
economically  by  utilizing  every  facility  the  department  had  at  hand,  thus  limit- 
ing total  costs,  and  allowing  us  to  complete  some  of  our  own  charges  on  this  work, 
carry  forward  some  grading  work,  construct  a drain  at  the  Horton  and  Angell 
property  and  comj)lete  resetting  curb  as  well  as  making  a beginning  on  replacing 
the  improved  walks  at  Bennett’s,  Levis’  and  Crook’s  on  Leroy  Street. 
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To  further  carry  on  the  work  as  proposed  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  an 
appropriation  for  $2,000.00,  which  was  voted  at  a meeting  of  July  7th,  1931,  allow- 
the  work  projected  to  proceed. 

Full  advantage  was  taken  in  some  of  the  grading  for  abuttors  in  the  use  of 
gravelling  material  available  from  other  work,  thus  aiding  in  keeping  down  costs. 
It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  there  are  places  on  work  of  this  kind  where  the 
full  advantage  on  the  grading  of  a winter  such  as  we  had  should  not  be  lost. 

With  full  knowledge  of  the  circumstances  entering  into  this  work  and  feeling 
justified  that  the  public  convenience  has  been  adequately  cared  for,  the  depart- 
ment is  in  hopes  of  clearing  up  some  of  the  odds  and  ends  which  remain  to  com- 
plete the  satisfaction  of  the  interested  abuttors.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Kelly 
suit  will  be  settled  in  the  near  future  and  thus  pave  the  way  for  clearing  up  other 
matters  pending  in  this  line.  Without  doubt,  in  the  coming  year  this  project 
can  be  wholly  cleaned  up. 

An  interesting  summary  of  the  work  already  done  is  included  in  the  accom- 
panying report.  The  sum  of  $2,820.92  was  carried  into  1931  from  funds  avail- 
able, which,  with  the  appropriations  listed,  made  available  for  the  work  a total 
of  $9,820.92,  of  which  the  sum  of  $9,345.35  was  expended  during  the  current 
year. 

While  the  bulk  of  the  work  done  this  year  on  this  project  was  going  on  it 
was  operating  on  the  basis  of  a job  relief  and  was  prior  to  the  extraordinary  welfare 
development  under  which  this  department  worked  so  many  men  in  cooperation 
with  our  other  departments  after  the  first  half  of  the  year  had  passed.  For  this  work 
only  eighty-eight  man  hours  of  welfare  help  were  thus  placed.  Despite  the 
seasons  and  handicap  from  inexperienced  help,  the  cost  of  this  work  is  still  well 
within  the  estimated  figures. 


EMORY  AND  PINE  STREET  IMPROVEMENT 

The  detail  as  outlined  in  the  1930  report  having  been  brought  well  under 
way,  early  in  the  current  year  operations  for  the  construction  of  Emory  Street 
were  started,  being  stepped  up  after  the  underground  structures  and  public 
utilities  companies  had  cleared  the  work  block  by  block. 

The  A.  B.  C.  street  railway,  formerly  owned  by  the  city  but  turned  over  to 
the  Interstate  Street  Railway  Company  a few  years  back,  was  removed  from 
Emory  Street  within  the  limits  of  the  work  by  the  above  mentioned  company 
on  demand  after  request  from  this  department. 

Practically  all  of  the  curbing  on  the  street  was  reset  and  the  pavement 
from  gutters  was  culled,  some  to  be  used  again  as  paving  stone  and  some  to  be 
used  again  as  crushed  stone.  Promptly  following  the  initiation  of  this  work,  addi- 
tional drainage  as  outlined  was  constructed  in  the  locality  of  Torrey  Street  and  the 
existing  structures  as  they  needed  it  were  overhauled  and  put  in  first-class  condi- 
tion. Besides  this,  a drain  intercepting,  on  the  southeast  end  of  the  street, 
surface  water  from  Park  Street,  was  designed  and  construction  started  to  eliminate 
at  once  the  unsatisfactory  condition  at  the  intersection  of  Park  with  Emory 
Street.  This  drain  not  only  is  an  intercepting  drain  for  the  Emory  Street  project, 
but  immediately  construction  starts  on  the  Park  Street  relocation,  becomes  a 
very  valuable  part  of  this  work  as  well. 

Besides  the  water  main  replacement  and  extensions  in  this  street  and  the 
forty-eight  water  services  which  were  gone  over  and  taken  care  of,  the  Attleboro 
Gas  Light  Company  was  requested  to  make  such  improvements  as  would  leave 
the  street  clear  for  at  least  five  years.  The  Attleboro  Steam  and  Electric  Com- 
pany, as  well  as  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  also 
received  notice  to  clear  the  way  so  that  they  would  not  interfere  with  the  street 
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surface  after  it  was  once  constructed.  Sewer  connections  under  examination 
by  our  engineers  were  also  considered;  thus  wherever  possible,  steps  were  taken 
to  protect  the  investment  on  this  street  improvement. 

It  must  be  recorded  here  that  subgrade  on  Emory  Street  was  for  the  most 
part  very  difficult  material  to  handle  so  that  for  the  unit  cost  recorded  we  have 
indeed  obtained  a worthy  result. 

Of  course  the  highway  division  forces  doing  this  work  were  enlarged  by 
local  help  put  to  work  at  the  regular  rate  and  being  organized  into  a gang  of  men 
who  not  only  were  competent,  after  training,  to  give  a good  day’s  work,  but 
seemed  to  enjoy  doing  so.  Constant  care  and  attention  is,  as  you  know,  re- 
quired on  work  of  this  kind,  and  particularly  in  a built-up  locality  such  as  Emory 
Street  is.  It  is  a pleasure  to  record,  however,  that  most  of  the  public  directly 
interested,  residents  of  the  street  and  property-owners,  co-operated  excellently. 
It  is  a further  pleasure  to  note  that  promptly  the  street  surfacing  was  completed 
and  we  had  started  to  repair  some  of  the  tar  sidewalks  which  were  not  in  good 
condition  at  all,  a great  many  people  in  this  section  who  were  able  to,  petitioned 
for  improved  cement  sidewalks,  and  thus  helped,  even  though  at  some  personal 
sacrifice,  to  raise  the  tone  of  the  appearance  of  the  street. 

At  the  easterly  end  of  the  street  where*  there  were  no  curbing  the  grading 
work  carried  us  to  the  street  outlines  and  gravel  sidewalks  with  stone  dust  treat- 
ment were  constructed,  in  addition  to  the  penetration  stone  road  surface  job 
which  was  placed  under  state  specifications  as  far  as  the  actual  road  metal  went. 
The  foundation  conditions  mentioned  above  required  special  treatment  in  a 
great  many  of  the  blocks  so  that  to  obtain  a satisfactory  result  was  not  simple. 
Many  people  familiar  with  the  wave-trace  effect  of  the  old  curbing,  now  re- 
lined, have  seen  fit  to  compliment  the  department  by  the  improvement  at  hand. 

A summary  which  clearly  encompasses  the  work  performed  is  at  hand  in 
this  report. 

Progressively  as  the  organization  came  toward  the  completion  of  Emory 
Street  they  were  stepped  along  into  Pine  Street.  In  this  work  the  timing  was 
planned  in  the  different  blocks  with  the  hope  that  minimum  disturbance  would 
be  done  to  business.  Several  interested  business  men  were  interviewed  as  the 
work  went  along  so  that  liaison  once  begun  could  be  maintained. 

hile  our  water  main  additions  and  replacements  were  being  carried,  our 
service  tests  being  made  and  our  hydrants  were  being  changed,  gated  or  improved 
as  required,  the  city  forester,  working  with  us,  removed  trees  and  stumps  which 
were  not  deemed  fit  to  remain  in  the  street.  The  gas,  electric  light  and  telephone 
companies  were  each  given  notice  to  protect  themselves  by  taking  proper  care 
of  all  structures  in  the  way  which  might  need  work  done  on  them  within  five  years^ 

Before  entering  Pine  Street  to  begin  our  road  work  this  department  repeatedly 
urged  the  Interstate  Street  Railway  Company  to  hasten  the  rail  removal  in  the 
street.  It  should  be  recorded  here  that  on  Pine  Street  the  street-car  rails  were 
heavy  girder  type  and  of  course  not  so  easily  handled  as  lighter  rail  structures. 
I have  always  felt  that  the  co-operation  received  from  the  railway  company, 
on  propositions  as  important  to  the  public  convenience  as  the  Pine  Street  im- 
provement was,  should  have  been  more  spontaneous  and  energetic.  I believe 
the  circumstances  warrant  this  opinion  in  regard  to  a going  public  service  corpora- 
tion despite  handicaps  ever  present  in  depression  times. 

Our  engineers  investigated  the  sewer  connections  in  this  locality  and  progress 
on  the  work,  including  its  numerous  details,  was  carried  on  excellently  until  a 
problem  at  School  Street,  having  to  do  with  whether  or  not  trees  in  the  street 
between  the  curbs  should  be  removed,  held  up  the  program.  This  department 
recommended  and  requested  action  on  this  matter  in  ample  time  to  have  it 
settled.  The  work  was  delayed  and  the  public  inconvenienced  pending  decision, 
t'osts,  of  course,  combined  with  the  public  safety,  control  the  action  of  this 
department  and  it  is  with  a great  deal  of  regret  that  we  report  hazards  forced 
upon  our  drain  maintenance  and  permanent  structures  by  maple  roots  seem  to 
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be  unreasonable.  In  view  of  existing  conditions  removal  would  have  been  an 
Investment,  bearing  in  mind  the  position  of  the  maples  in  question,  in  the  street 
between  the  curbs,  without  any  protection  being  supplied  against  them  to  proper- 
ly take  care  of  users  of  the  vehicular  way. 

Practically  all  of  the  curb  on  Pine  Street,  as  on  Emory  Street,  was  reset  and 
new  round  corners  placed  where  needed.  Paving  stones  also  underwent  the 
same  culling  as  on  Emory  Street  and  for  similar  reasons.  The  drainage  problem 
was  developed  at  Mulberry  and  Pine  Streets  by  building  the  necessary  basins 
and  carrying  the  pipe  line  down  the  northerly  gutter  of  Mulberry  Street  to  inter- 
cept the  Lafayette  Street  drain.  At  Maple  Street  we  had  already  improved 
conditions  with  an  extension  from  the  Lafayette  Street  drain  in  a previous  year. 
Repairs  and  replacements  were  made  in  some  of  the  structures  at  Carpenter 
Street  and  also  at  East  Street.  At  School  Street,  immediately  decision  was 
available,  new  drainage  was  constructed  intercepting  the  School  Street  drain 
at  Parker  Street  and  being  carried  down  into  position  on  the  northerly  side  of 
the  street  as  designed.  At  Pearl  Street  we  had  already  improved  our  drainage 
and  also  at  Dunham  street.  At  Gardner  Street  changes  were  necessary  to  im- 
prove an  existing  system  and  steps  were  taken  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  an 
intersection  and  return,  with  the  essential  drainage,  would  be  considered  at  the 
proposed  location  on  the  new  street  at  the  Elks’  property  from  Union  Street  to 
Pine  Street.  No  information  on  this  matter  being  available  from  the  responsible 
authorities  the  work  proceded  without  any  further  arrangements  concerning  this 
drainage  being  made. 

The  problem  of  foundation  for  road  metal  on  Pine  Street  was  considerably 
different  than  we  met  in  Emory  Street.  In  most  of  the  blocks  we  found  it  to  be 
quite  sandy  and  not  easy  to  tie  down  so  that  the  existing  road  top  was  used  and 
proved  to  be  extremely  valuable  in  tying  together  the  sand  base.  The  surfacing 
full  width  on  Pine  Street  seems  to  have  made  a great  deal  of  difference  in  its 
use  and  here  again  we  met  the  spirit  of  local  pride  which  exhibited  itself  in  the 
numerous  petitions  presented  for  improved  sidewalks.  Wherever  possible,  of 
course,  as  in  front  of  public  buildings,  this  department  co-operated  to  the  full  to 
obtain  the  worthy  results  which  the  residents  and  property-owners  desired  by 
taking  advantage  of  the  unusually  low  price,  which  our  sidewalk  contractor 
Robert  IMacDonald  and  Son  of  Pawtucket,  R.  I.,  made  to  place  cement  sidewalks’ 

Included  in  this  report  may  be  found  a summary  of  the  work  done  and  the 
expenditures  recorded  within  the  year.  It  must  be  understood  of  course  that 
when  work  of  this  kind  is  performed  by  a city  department  there  are  different 
charges,  particularly  covering  transportation,  insurance  and  other  overhead 
accounts  which  can  only  be  taken  care  of  as  they  arise  and  therefore  must  have 
provisions  made  to  meet  them. 

After  this  improvement  was  well  under  way  and  the  program  for  welfare 
groups  was  in  effect  1045  1-2  man  hours  were  utilized  from  th^is  source  on  the 
intercepting  drain  at  Park  Street,  also  at  the  School,  Maple  and  Torrey  Street 
drains  and  on  some  sidewalk  jobs. 


EDGEWOOD  AVENUE,  QUINTIN  AVENUE,  FISHER  AVENUE 
AND  BENNER  PLACE  CONSTRUCTION 

The  balance  of  $2,588.64  carried  over  under  this  account  was  utilized  to 
keep  men  employed  on  grading,  and  surfacing  and  take  care  of  truck  and  team 
charges  so  that  this  work,  aided  by  a transfer  from  the  Layout  of  James  Street 
account,  voted  July  21,  1931,  in  the  amount  of  $125.00,  could  be  completed. 
The  curbing  petitions,  upon  being  honored  by  the  city  government,  were  taken 
care  of  and  where  placed,  it  added  not  only  to  the  appearance  of  the  work,  but 
allowed  the  sidewalks  in  front  of  the  property  served  to  be  dressed  off.  The  work 
on  the  three

sizeable  project  in  its  completeness  and  within  the  funds  available. 
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gained  in  completing  the  project  from  the  use  of  1164  man  hours  of  welfare  help, 
most  of  which  was  recruited  from  South  Attleboro  in  accordance  with  the  plan 
developed. 

LAYOUT  OF  JAMES  STREET  ACCOUNT 

The  layout  of  James  Street,  authorized  in  August,  1930,  was  started  in 
the  late  part  of  that  year  and  work  was  started  to  construct  and  complete  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  as  planned  this  connecting  link  between  Carpenter  and  Maple 
Streets.  The  bulk  of  the  grading  was  practically  completed  in  the  year  1930. 
Deferred  charges  covering  truck  repairs,  coal  for  the  roller,  garage  and  yard 
charges,  were  assimilated  within  the  limits  of  the  job  and  taken  care  of  during  the 
current  year.  Besides  this,  of  course,  the  grading  was  continued,  gravel  sidewalks 
were  treated  with  stone  dust  and  granite  round  corners  were  set  at  the  end  of  the 
block.  Also  an  additional  treatment  of  tar  was  spread. 

The  expenditures  current  during  this  year  which  covered  all  of  the  details 
listed  above  and  slope  and  property  protection  amounted  to  8637.17.  This 
work  cleaned  up  the  job  for  all  practical  purposes  and  permitted  a transfer  of 
8125.00  voted  July  21,  1931,  to  be  made  from  the  Layout  of  James  Street  account 
to  the  Construction  of  Avenues  account.  It  is  our  understanding  this  money 
was  for  the  purpose  of  completing  work  on  Edgewood  Avenue,  Quintin  Avenue 
and  Benner  Place. 


HOLDEN  STREET  RIVER  BRIDGE 

On  February  9,  1931,  the  Engineering  Service  and  Construction  Company 
was  paid  a final  payment  of  8938.14,  their  work  having  been  completed  and 
inspected,  examined  and  approved  by  our  engineer  after  the  time  interval  stip- 
ulated elapsed. 

Of  the  88,500.00  appropriated  for  the  bridge  work,  including  drainage 
which  was  essential  and  approaches  this  company  received  the  sum  of  85,999.25. 
The  necessary  gravel  fills  projected  were  made  from  the  bridge  and  given  time  to 
settle  after  the  designed  drainage  structures  adjacent  to  the  bridge  were  com- 
pleted by  this  department.  In  September  twelve  hundred  and  five  square  yards 
of  improved  Massachusetts  standard  bituminous  macadam  was  placed  westerly 
from  the  structure.  The  easterly  approach  was  much  shorter  due  to  the  topo- 
graphy and  had  a total  of  five  hundred  and  sixty-six  square  yards  of  pavement 
which  was  completed  with  the  usual  miscellaneous  details. 

This  project  in  its  completeness  under  the  account  recorded  is  to  my  mind 
a very  substantial  improvement  obtained  at  an  extremely  reasonable  cost. 
Alany  of  our  public  leaders  and  property  owners  have  so  expressed  themselves. 
Deferred  charges  to  the  amount  of  810.11  will  balance  the  account  in  the  coming 
year. 

The  cost  of  the  designed  water  improvements  which  kept  pace  with  our 
work  can  be  noted. under  the  water  department  accounts.  In  connection  with 
the  work  done  under  this  account  the  gas  company  was  instructed  to  take  such 
essential  means  as  they  would  require  to  protect  their  sub-structures. 

On  the  grading  work  done  at  this  location  the  valuable  aid  of  the  welfare 
help  was  again  intelligently  used  as  may  be  seen  by  the  788  1-2  man  hours  worked 
by  this  force. 


MISCELLANEOUS  ACCOUNTS 

Pleasant  Street  Improvement — Deferred  charges  on  fence  and  yard  struct 
ures  amounting  to  819.36  were  taken  care  of  under  the  Pleasant  Street  Improve- 
ment account. 

Sidewalk  Curbing  for  Capron  Park,  Horton  Field  and  South  Attleboro 
School —I'.ngineering  and  highway  building” charges  amounting  to  814.14  were 
taken  care  of  under  the  account  labelled  Sidewalk  Curbing  for  Capron  Park, 
liorton  Field  and  South  Attleboro  School. 
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LAYOUT  AND  CONSTRUCTION  OF  PAYSON, 
FOURTEENTH,  BALTIC  AND  CLARENCE  STREETS 

Under  the  account  to  cover  the  construction  of  Payson,  Fourteenth,  Baltic 
and  Clarence  Streets  during  the  year  1930  we  obtained  full  construction  and 
surfacing,  but  the  tar  treatments,  while  started,  were  not  completed.  Also  irt 
places  there  were  sidewalk  work  and  other  minor  work  to  be  taken  care  of.  Besides 
this,  charges  for  the  department  equipment  as  in  its  maintenance,  repair  and 
improvement  have  been  deferred  in  part  to  the  coming  year  with  final  treatments 
to  be  completed  in  season. 

The  sum  of  $476.39  was  expended  as  classified  in  the  accompanying  statistics 
on  these  projects  as  mentioned.  Prior  to  this  year  a total  of  $3,248.66  was 
expended  on  work  accomplished. 

For  the  current  year  $151.82  was  expended  on  Payson  Street  sidewalk  work, 
also  a sum  of  $95.19  for  roadway  treatments,  while  for  the  full  account,  our 
truck,  road  roller,  coal,  yard,  garage  and  shed  charges  were  absorbed  in  the  amount 
of  $229.38. 


BANK  AND  WATER  STREET  BRIDGES 

There  was  available  under  this  account  at  the  beginning  of  the  current 
year  a sum  of  $467.63.  The  conditions  at  Bank  Street  on  the  northerly  side  where 
settlement  seems  to  be  constant  warranted  the  use  of  labor,  not  only  to  correct 
the  conditions  existing  preparatory  to  the  highway  improvement,  but  to  gainfully 
employ  help  as  permitted  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  for  which  the  labor  expendi- 
ture amounted  to  $374.57.  A material  expenditure,  mostly  for  gravel  fill  and 
gasoline  used  in  hauling,  with  a few  incidentals  charges  amounted  to  a sum  of 
$48.37.  In  November  the  balance  available  under  this  account  and  amounting 
to  $44.69  was  used  in  a similar  manner  to  balance  with  gravel  fill  a Water  Street 
approach.  Late  in  the  year,  prior  to  the  highway  improvement  on  Bank  Street, 
it  was  necessary  to  set  a few  pieces  of  curbing;  thus  the  maximum  benefit  was 
obtained  with  funds  available  on  work  as  designed  balancing  the  account. 


ELMWOOD  AVENUE  CONSTRUCTION 

The  preliminary  work  as  requested  having  been  provided  by  this  department 
for  the  city  government,  which  entertained  a petition  without  date  for  the  ac- 
ceptance of  this  street,  was  followed  by  an  order  of  acceptance  at  a council 
meeting  held  on  July  7th,  which  was  approved  by  the  mayor  on  July  13th.  This 
was  followed  by  a vote  of  the  council  on  July  21st  providing  the  sum  of  $4,000.00 
for  the  construction  of  the  street  in  question.  This  vote  of  the  council  was 
approved  by  the  mayor  on  July  28th,  and  provided  for  the  layout  and  construc- 
tion of  Elmwood  Avenue  as  a public  way. 

After  the  sewer  work  as  outlined  herein  was  completed  and  the  house  con- 
nections had  been  made,  operations  were  started  and  completed  which  provided 
for  the  surface  water  drainage  as  designed.  This  drain  consisted  of  408  linear 
feet  of  twelve-inch  pipe,  200  linear  feet  of  ten-inch  pipe  and  four  combination 
catch  basins  and  manholes. 

The  order  as  passed  provided  for  a layout  of  this  street  forty  feet  wide.  Two 
sidewalks  seven  feet  wide  each  came  out  of  this  width. 

In  conjunction  with  and  following  in  its  proper  sequence  the  drainage  work 
on  this  street,  grading  was  started  and  carried  along  at  a consistent  pace,  after 
which  the  road  was  gravelled  and  rolled.  Sidewalks  were  dressed,  graded  and 
outlined  and  the  street  was  really  in  excellent  condition  without  blanket  treat- 
ment at  the  close  of  the  year.  In  the  coming  year  of  course  it  will  be  necessary 
to  work  in  and  complete  finish  dressing  on  the  sidewalks  and  the  surface  treatments 
on  the  used  vehicular  way. 
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It  may  be  recorded  here  that  material  saving  was  made  in  dollars  and  cents 
by  utilizing  on  all  of  this  construction  work  as  available  a total  of  1,951 1-2  welfare 
man  hours.  The  grade  of  this  work  may  be  truly  measured  as  efficient  when  it  is 
understood  that  even  though  it  were  written  off  at  the  regular  rate  the  work  would 
still  be  well  within  the  estimated  cost.  This  computation  still  holds  fast  bearing 
in  mind  the  need  for  the  expenditures  in  the  fore  part  of  the  coming  year  wWch 
must  also  include  other  charges  that  are  usual  in  such  work. 

The  surfacing  here  will  have  completed  an  excellent  improvement  in  the 
locality  of  Capron  Park  where  the  city  water  service,  sanitary  sewer,  drainage 
and  road  construction  have  been  combined,  within  a reasonably  short  space  of 
time,  to  round  out  a real  high-grade  residental  section  in  our  city. 

CURTIS  AVENUE  CONSTRUCTION 

An  order  was  passed  by  the  Municipal  Council  on  July  21st,  1931,  for  the 
sum  of  $5,400.00  to  be  used  for  the  construction  of  Curtis  Avenue,  including  the 
drainage  as  planned.  Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Commonwealth  to 
handle  this  drainage  as  delivered  through  basins  and  pipes  to  their  existing  system 
at  Washington  Street  on  the  northwesterly  corner  of  the  intersection. 

The  project  took  its  place  on  the  calendar  in  position  for  construction  during 
the  current  year.  The  circumstances  controlling  this  project  were  such  that 
from  an  engineering  standpoint  in  was  considered  feasible  to  do  this  work  later 
in  the  year  than  other  work  pending.  The  work  taking  place  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  year  was  of  material  benefit  as  far  as  the  drainage  construction  went  in 
supplying  work  for  our  personnel.  Most  of  the  men  engaged  were  residents  of 
South  Attleboro  and  while  working  there  were  saved  transportation  charges. 
On  this  project  only  ten  and  one-half  man  hours  of  welfare  labor  were  used  and 
it  should  be  recorded  at  this  time  that  it  was  quite  evident  in  South  Attleboro 
the  situation  had  not  reached  its  peak  from  a welfare  labor  standpoint. 

With  our  part  of  the  work  well  under  way,  a contract  was  advertised  on 
November  2,  1931,  to  include  the  grading,  surface  treatments  and  a retaining 
wall  as  planned  and  was  awarded  to  the  low  bidder,  Frank  P.  Toner  of  North 
Attleboro,  who,  without  delay  moved  on  to  the  job  and  expeditiously  carried 
it  through  to  a successful  conclusion  at  a very  low  figure.  The  withholding 
clause  in  the  contract  does  not  allow  the  final  payment  on  this  contract  to  be 
made  until  early  in  the  coming  year.  This  should  be  borne  in  mind,  as  well 
as  the  need  for  final  sidewalk  grading,  dressing  and  an  additional  surface  treatment. 
Cost  statistics  on  the  work  as  outlined  accompaiiy  this  report. 

Close  supervision  was  maintained  throughout  the  construction  by  the  placing 
of  an  engineer  inspector  who  was  present  at  all  times  during  the  life  of  the  contract. 

The  placing  of  stone  bounds  and  other  miscellaneous  details  which  go  with 
the  work  of  course  have  been  taken  care  of.  Deferred  charges  accrued  will  be 
handled  in  the  coming  year  and  other  small  charges  will  be  cleaned  up. 

CONSTRUCTION  OF  MAJOR  STREET 

Petitions,  one  without  date  and  the  other  dated  November  4,  1930,  came  in 
on  Major  Street  between  James  and  Martin  Streets  for  a layout  forty  feet  wide 
for  a distance  of  five  hundred  and  eighty-three  linear  feet. 

This  project,  while  it  carried  a small  appropriation  of  two  hundred  dollars 
in  conjunction  with  the  order,  was  made  possible  only  through  the  very  material 
aid  received  from  the  welfare  department.  Here  again,  as  on  Elmwood  Avenue 
and  Jiu.shee  Street,  a permanent  improvement  was  thus  made  possible.  A total 
of  793  welfare  man  hours  were  used  in  the  grading  and  gravelling  work  and  before 
the  season  closed  the  street  was  in  very  excellent  shape  and  highly  satisfactory 
to  the  residents.  In  the  early  spring,  of  course,  finish  dressing  for  sidewalks  and 
blanket  tar  treatments  in  the  used  vehicular  way  will  be  taken  care  of  when  the 
proper  preparations  have  been  completed. 
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Toward  the  end  of  the  year  the  Municipal  Council  by  a vote  at  a meeting 
held  on  December  15th  transferred  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  from  the 
Elmwood  Avenue  Sewer  account  to  the  construction  of  Major  Street  and  in  this 
way  trucking  and  team  charges  were  taken  care  of  for  the  balance  of  the  year, 
also  charges  covering  supervision  of  the  work. 

CONSTRUCTION  OF  BUSHEE  STREET 

Originally  and  for  years,  Bushee  Street,  between  County  Street  and  Vern- 
dale  Avenue,  was  a private  way,  taken  care  of  under  the  personal  supervision  of 
the  late  Solon  Bushee.  Since  his  death  intermittent  agitation  of  interested 
property-owners  has  been  present  in  endeavoring  to  have  the  city  lay  out  the 
street. 

This  year,  acting  on  a petition  without  date,  from  several  of  the  residents 
and  property-owners,  an  order  was  passed  on  October  9th  and  approved  by  the 
mayor  on  October  13th,  laying  out  the  street  and  providing  for  its  improvement. 
The  adjusted  grade  line  as  accepted  made  necessary  the  lowering  of  an  existing 
water  main  pipe  line  for  a part  of  the  length  of  the  layout  and  it  was  also  necessary 
to  adjust  to  the  new  profile  and  sections  other  water  structures  such  as  hydrants, 
gates,  etc. 

While  this  work  was  being  carried  on,  grading  was  started  and  gravelling 
followed  it  up  so  that  going  into  the  mild  winter  a really  sizeable  improvement 
had  been  made  which  was  of  material  benefit  to  the  users  of  this  new  street. 

A large  part  of  the  operations  were  taken  care  of  by  the  use  of  labor  assigned 
from  the  welfare  department  in  much  the  same  manner  as  on  the  Elmwood 
Avenue  project.  Permanent  benefit  has  been  obtained  of  course  from  this  labor 
a total  of  2,918  welfare  man  hours  having  been  utilized  this  year  in  the  work. 
In  the  coming  year  finish  grading  and  surface  treatments,  as  well  as  the  sidewalk 
dressing,  will  be  necessary  before  we  can  finally  consider  the  job  finished.  It  is 
also  likely  that  the  city  government  will  make  a decision  governing  the  Lavigne 
and  probably  other  properties  which  may  have  been  damaged  by  our  grading 
work.  I am  under  the  impression,  however,  that  many  of  the  abuttors  signed 
releases  on  this  street  before  the  order  was  written  and  it  is  therefore  hoped  that 
there  will  be  reasonable  limitations  on  the  work  required  to  care  for  the  changed 
conditions. 

This  street  is  nine  hundred  and  thirty-five  feet  long  and  the  order  as  passed 
called  for  a width  of  forty  feet.  There  were  nine  hundred  and  fifty  cubic  yards  of 
excavation  removed,  six  hundred  and  seventy  cubic  yards  of  fill  and  four  hundred 
and  eighty  cubic  yards  of  gravel. 

PARK  STREET  RECONSTRUCTION 

In  December  of  the  current  year  arrangements  were  made  for  the  relocation 
and  reconstruction  of  Park  Street  between  Emory  and  Bishop  Streets.  It 
must  be  remembered  that  the  intercepting  drain  for  Emory  Street  had  been 
started  and  was  being  carried  forward  and  arrangements  had  been  made  by 
agreements  with  the  following  abuttors:

On  December  1,  1931,  the  sum  of  SI, 000. 00  was  provided  to  begin  this  work 
even  though  at  that  time  it  was  recorded  that  a sizeable  appropriation  in  the 
coming  year  would  be  positively  necessary,  not  only  to  carry  out  the  work  agreed 
upon  for  abuttors.  but  to  complete  the  actual  road  and  drainage  construction  as 
designed. 

Twenty  dollars  and  eighty-eight  cents  of  the  forty-ffve  dollars  and  sixty- 
eight  cents  expended  under  this  account  this  year  was  for  recording  the  land 
takings,  while  the  small  balance  was  utilized  to  cover  tree  removals,  the  wood 
from  some  going  of  course  to  the  welfare  department  for  use  at  the  city  farm. 
In  this  locality  a great  deal  of  the  available  wood  was  claimed  by  the  several 
abuttors  concerned. 

Co-operation  was  received  in  our  tree  removals  from  the  city  forester’s 
forces  which  had  been  enlarged  by  welfare  help  available. 

It  is  hoped  and  expected  that  we  will  be  able  to  carry  on  at  least  through 
some  of  the  winter  the  detail  work  required  by  our  agreements  with  the  several 
abuttors. 

CITY  SURVEY 

Ten  finished  plats  which  cover  about  thirteen  hundred  acres  were  delivered 
to  the  assessors  during  the  year.  Most  of  these  were  located  in  the  high  value 
section  in  the  center  of  the  city.  This  work  was  fitted  into  our  program  to 
advantageously  balance  our  other  co-ordinated  efforts.  Constantly  the  city 
survey  work  already  accomplished  is  utilized  in  our  other  work.  In  addition 
to  the  plat  work  extensive  surveys  were  undertaken. 

In  speaking  and  thinking  of  city  survey  notice  must  be  given  to  the  failure 
to  budget  the  work  completely  at  its  inception,  the  responsibility  for  which  does 
not  rest  with  this  department.  However,  notwithstanding  this  fact,  I believe 
a standardization  for  permanent  record  of  the  uses  to  which  this  work  might 
be  put,  not  only  in  the  Assessors’  Department,  but  in  other  departments,  would 
aid  materially  in  planning  if  done  by  agreement  with  full  knowledge  of  its  cost 
so  that  the  benefits  as  distributed  when  paid  for  would  accrue  as  a constantly 
increasing  municipal  investment.  A study  along  these  lines  is  convincing  as  to 
the  value  obtained.  This  being  recognized  I feel  sure  the  necessary  funds  should 
be  provided.  The  work  should  be  continued  to  completion  and  then  kept  up  to 
date. 


STREET  LIGHTING 

The  problem  of  street  lighting  within  our  geographical  confines  is  one  which 
in  my  opinion  has  never  had  the  free,  open  and  intelligent  discussion  which  I 
believe  is  warranted  in  any  expenditure  which  amounted  during  the  past  year 
to  $35,103.88. 

There  seems  to  be  among  our  people  a lack  of  understanding  concerning 
e.ssential  differences  between  good  lighting  for  the  general  public  and  lighting 
which  confers  special  privileges  to  the  few.  Everybody  favors  good  street  lights 
properly  placed  on  a public  way  whose  benefits  are  such  that  there  is  no  doubt 
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of  the  investment  value  obtained  by  the  public  for  the  money  expended.  On  the 
other  hand  there  have  been  times  when  street  lights  have  been  ordered  on  private 
ways  or  in  such  positions  that  the  public  obtained  practically  no  benefit  there- 
from, thus  forcing  the  conclusion  that  the  true  investment  value  of  the  money 
expended  for  the  cost  of  this  particular  kind  of  light  was  greatly  restricted, 
bearing  in  mind  the  public  benefit. 

It  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  it  is  practically  no  trouble  for  the  city 
government  to  order  a street  light  but  once  having  been  placed  its  removal  is 
difficult  and  its  annual  cost  can  be  considered  as  a fixture  in  the  municipal  budget. 

Our  street  lighting  bill  in  its  completeness  was  $35,103.88  for  the  year  1931. 
Our  highway  maintenance  and  operation  costs  for  the  year  totaled  $47,287.51. 
Comparably  it  may  be  seen  that  the  amount  this  city  pays  annually  to  the 
Attleboro  Steam  and  Electric  Company  for  street  lighting  has  built  itself  up  to  a 
point  where  it  became  approximately  seventy-five  percent  of  the  highway  main- 
tenance and  operation  costs. 

To  my  mind  this  is  an  unbearable  ratio  when  it  is  understood  the  lights 
work  on  regulations  and  only  at  such  times  as  the  highways  are  used  at  their 
minimum.  Much  of  the  expenditure  under  highway  maintenance  and  operation 
has  permanently  benefited,  without  additional  charge,  the  public  within  our 
city,  figuring  a permanency  period  in  excess  of  ten  years. 

Nothing  of  this  sort  can  be  said  for  the  street  lights,  as  they  are  charged 
for  as  used.  It  is  because  of  these  facts  that  this  department  has  consistently 
urged  an  adequate  reduction  in  our  municipal  street  lighting  bill.  It  is  the 
understanding  of  the  department  that  a committee  was  formed  in  the  city  govern- 
ment to  study  and  report  on  a problem  of  obtaining  the  service  of  a municipal 
lighting  plant.  It  can  be  truly  said  however  that  we  in  the  department  have  not 
had  available  any  report  concerning  either  the  activities  or  lack  of  them  as  recorded 
by  the  chairman  of  any  such  committee.  I believe  a record  of  a complete  and 
detailed  study  of  the  problem  should  be  obtained  and  filed  for  the  benefit  of  our 
taxpayers. 


WATER  AND  PUMPING-STATION  DIVISIONS 

The  practical  effect  of  the  depression  must  be  definite^  recorded  in  summing 
up  the  maintenance  and  operations  of  the  water  and  pumping-station  divisions. 
It  is  primarily  essential  to  note  that  for  the  revenue-earning  branch  of  the  depart- 
ment definite  importance  must  be  attached  to  the  record  indicating  for  the  first 
time  over  an  extended  period  of  years  a sizeable  decrease  in  revenue. 

It  must  further  be  noted  that  the  decrease  in  revenue  obtained  despite  the 
fact  that  sturdy  efforts  made  to  fight  the  depression  and  keep  men  employed 
were  responsible  for  a highly  developed  list  of  accomplishments  involving  labor 
and  expense.  This  is  traced  not  only  in  the  renewal  domestic  service  accounts 
but  also  in  our  main  line  and  special  accounts. 

Statistics  accompanying  the  report  indicate  that  new  services  placed  de- 
creased to  fifty-six  one-inch,  two  one  and  one-half  inch,  three  two-inch  services, 
in  addition  to  one  six-inch,  this  latter  being  a fire  service.  It  can  properly  be 
assumed  that  new  building  had  slackened  proportionately  from  these  records. 

To  accommodate  the  new  road  improvement  on  North  Main  Street  eight 
services  were  replaced,  the  charges  for  three  of  these  being  carried  under  the 
North  Main  Street  special  account,  while  the  remaining  five  were  carried  under 
our  regular  service  account. 

Before  the  surfacing  of  Emory  and  Pine  Streets,  another  section  of  our  new 
work  relief  program,  there  were  eighty-six  service  renewals  and  replacements 
which  were  taken  care  of  under  this  regular  water  account.  Other  service  re- 
placements in  various  localities  in  the  city  normal  to  our  regular  work  consisted 
of  forty-five  one-inch,  three  one  and  one-half  inch  and  two  two-inch  services. 
This  work  in  the  main  is  our  usual  work  as  stated.  The  detail  recorded  on  this 
work  is  in  our  accompanying  statistics. 
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The  annual  charges  for  new  meters  were  reduced  in  excess  of  twenty  percent 
indicating  changed  conditions.  The  stringent  effort  to  make  funds  available 
for  payroll  in  a progressive  manner  was  reflected  in  the  shop  and  barn  account 
where  practically  every  possible  sacrifice  to  keep  down  expenses  was  made,  our 
coal  bill  running*^  to  $135.99,  an  annual  lighting  charge  amounting  to  about  $64. 16, 
while  the  telephone  expenses  for  the  year  were  covered  by  an  expenditure  of 
$136.54  and  included  the  phone  charges  for  all  of  our  men  on  emergency  call  under 
the  economical  system  we  now  have  in  vogue.  In  addition  smaller  miscellaneous 
charges  under  this  account  amounted  to  $46.96. 

Similar  procedure  and  care  was  put  forth  to  maintain  our  buildings  at  the 
very  lowest  possible  figure  so  that,  while  the  expenditure  of  $161.67  is  small 
when  our  property  list  and  its  age  and  conditions  are  considered,  we  feel  that  our 
efforts  were  successful  for  the  current  year.  Continuation  of  this  policy  over 
too  long  a period  of  years,  however,  will  result  in  an  accumulation  of  work  which 
will  be  out  of  proportion  finally  to  the  other  usual  charges. 

Our  maintenance  material  charges  were  also  watched  closely  and  kept 
down  to  the  lowest  possible  ebb. 

The  tax  item,  covering  our  property  not  only  in  Attleboro,  but  in  other 
towns  where  water  works  structures  are  located,  is  not  within  the  control  of  this 
department,  this  year  the  figure  amounting  to  $318.66.  The  same  may  be  said 
of  our  insurance,  the  rate  on  our  fire,  compensation  and  contractors’  liability 
policies  being  entirely  outside  the  control  of  the  department  in  its  finality.  In 
discussion  however  with  insurance  men  it  is  with  pride  we  can  point  to  the  fact 
that  our  department  has  maintained  an  excellent  record  from  this  angle  in  all 
of  its  operations. 

To  consumate  adequately  the  duties  which  devolved  upon  us  our  Reo 
truck  bought  in  December,  1928,  our  Dodge  truck  bought  in  May,  1929,  our 
Ford  dump  truck  bought  in  January,  1926,  our  first  Ford  runabout  truck  bought 
in  June,  1929,  and  two  other  Ford  runabouts  of  more  recent  date,  one  bought  in 
December,  1929,  and  the  other  in  December,  1930,  were  kept  in  excellent  condi- 
tion so  that  the  public  reaped  a definite  advantage  in  their  normal  and  emergency 
service  and  at  a price  which  is  comparable  to  any  within  my  knoweldge. 

Minor  incidental  charges  amounting  to  $11.79  are  noted  and  no  expenditures 
of  record  for  expenses  within  Massachusetts  for  securing  information  to  improve 
department  service,  again  indicating  the  rigid  economy  forced  upon  the  depart- 
ment in  the  fight  of  the  executive  branch  to  remain  within  the  budget. 

Our  current  maintenance  payroll  amounting  to  $9,578.31,  when  the  pipe- 
line mileage,  service,  equipment  and  our  pumping-stations  with  the  service 
obtained  therefrom  are  considered,  is  a truly  remarkable  compliment  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  personnel,  and,  all  things  being  taken  into  consideration,  will 
comyjare  very  favorably  with  the  water  departments  of  other  communities  or  com- 
panies. 

Under  our  main  line  maintenance  account  for  the  $2,853.84  expended  thereon 
a vast  amount  of  work  was  accomplished.  Thirty-three  hydrants  were  repaired 
in  order  to  maintain  our  high  service  standard  while  in  instances,  as  a favorable 
opportunity  was  presented,  gates  were  cut  in  on  these  hydrants.  Our  new  road 
work  necessitated  not  only  hydrant  replacements,  as  at  the  corner  of  Pine  and 
Hchool  Streets,  and  Pine  and  Pearl  Streets,  but  also  the  relocation  and  in  some 
cases  the  extension  of  these  hydrants  which  would  permit  the  fire  service  they 
were  designed  for.  Attached  hereto  is  a statistical  list  which  will  outline  a great 
many  of  these  details. 

Our  joint  leaks  on  main  lines  were  reasonably  rare  and  allowed  us  to  feel 
that  the  policy  of  constant  alertness  which  is  being  impressed  upon  our  employees 
is  bring  its  own  reward.  The  usual  charges  on  equipment  and  small  supplies 
used  in  our  main  line  maintenance  have  been  taken  care  of  and  the  close  of  the 
year  finris,  out  of  the  total  expended,  a very  sizeable  proportion  which  has  been 
utilizefl  not  only  for  maintenance  in  the  immediate  present  but  permanently  in 
the  future. 
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On  Curtis  Avenue,  Bushee  Street  and  Hawthorne  Street,  the  water  pipe 
lines  were  lowered  to  accommodate  grading  operations  by  the  highway  division. 
On  Curtis  Avenue  the  use  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  man  hours  from  the 
welfare  department  was  taken  advantage  of,  while  forty-four  and  one-half  hours 
of  this  labor  was  utilized  in  the  same  manner  on  Bushee  Street,  namely  the 
lowering  of  water  mains.  1 believe  the  statistical  record  present  will  be  enlighten- 
ing in  enabling  those  interested  enough  to  study  it  to  grasp  a direct  knowledge 
of  the  scope  of  operations  our  men  have  dealt  with. 

Salient  features  having  to  do  with  the  pumping  of  our  water  supply  under 
existing  conditions  should  be  recorded  herewith. 

At  no  time  has  the  engineer,  Mr.  J.  J.  Van  Valkenburgh,  delivered  to  this 
department  a complete  and  final  report  which  would  properly  equip  us  to  assume 
charge  of  the  new  Wading  River  water  supply.  Continuous  use  of  the  supply  is 
conclusive  in  the  proof  that  major  changes  are  essential  if  we  are  to  obtain  enough 
water  for  our  daily  comsumption  from  the  Wading  River.  No  time  should  be 
lost  in  protecting  the  city  properly  by  taking  such  essential  steps  as  may  be 
required  to  positively  insure  an  ample  and  satisfactory  supply  from  the  Wading 
River. 

It  should  be  positively  recorded  herein  that  since  the  need  for  operating  the 
Wading  River  plant  is  essential  in  supporting  our  South  Attleboro  unit,  owing 
to  the  present  daily  comsumption  rate,  the  circumstances  surrounding  the 
troubles  which  have  been  present  since  this  new  system  was  cut  in  should  be 
made  public. 

More  particularly  in  the  warmer  months  considerable  dissatisfaction  seems 
to  arise,  most  of  which  is  traceable  to  a rusty  or  powerful  iron  condition  which 
exists  first  in  one  locality  and  then  in  another.  Prior  to  the  Wading  River 
operation  we  had  no  comparable  circumstances  of  this  kind  to  deal  with.  Since 
the  Wading  River  supply  has  come  on  it  is  clearly  apparent  that  in  spite  of  all 
the  available  adjustments  which  we  in  the  department  can  make  with  the  means 
at  our  command  satisfactory  service  and  supply  is  not  present  and  will  not  be 
until  all  of  the  causes  entering  into  the  complaints  have  been  recognized  and 
remedied. 

With  the  personnel  available  we  have  adjusted  our  pumping  hours,  carried 
out  flushing  in  much  greater  amount  than  has  been  necessary  heretofore,  opened 
up  and  carried  longer  more  bleeders  than  were  permissible  with  the  old  supply 
and  still  with  only  the  smaller  pump  operating  have  been  unable  to  obtain  the 
satisfaction  which  should  definitely  belong  to  the  department,  the  consumer  and 
the  taxpayer  for  the  price  paid  on  the  additional  water  supply  at  the  Wading 
River. 

It  is  not  unusual  to  uncover  in  the  pursuit  and  development  of  water  for 
municipal  purposes  circumstances  which  may  not  have  been  apparent  during 
the  initial  study.  It  is  unusual  however  when  engaged  in  work  of  this  kind  to 
omit  facing  facts,  particularly  when  the  ultimate  results  which  may  be  obtained 
are  so  highly  commendable  from  all  fair  angles  of  every  interest  enforced. 

I urge  and  recommend  positive  action  immediately  from  the  responsible 
city  government  in  taking  such  steps  as  will  remove  completely  and  without 
delay  the  causes  for  trouble  from  this  new  supply. 

This  department  has  never  been  in  favor  of  the  minimum  charge  for  thirty 
thousand  kilowatt  hours  which  was  set  in  the  electrical  power  contract  for  this 
new  water  supply  and  developments  since  its  daily  use  have  been  convincing 
of  the  correctness  of  our  reasoning. 

The  bulk  of  the  extra  costs  of  our  power  bill  which  is  included  under  “Fuel” 
is  traceable  to  the  Wading  River  operation. 

As  has  been  reported  here  before,  the  limits  of  the  Seven-Mile  plant  in 
South  Attleboro  are  definitely  established  and  we  know  this  plant  cannot  handle 
as  of  itself,  the  city  water  supply  problem. 

Charges  for  the  old  boilers  and  pumps,  with  the  other  charges  incidental 
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to  the  operation  of  the  South  Attleboro  station,  were  kept  within  very  small 
limits,  while  at  the  Wading  Kiver,  only  such  money  as  was  positively  necessary 
was  expended.  Close  observation  of  the  well-held  at  the  W ading  River  brought 
out  some  interesting  facts  and  the  city  government  saw  ht  to  have  the  existing 
wells  washed  out  in  an  effort  to  retain  capacity  supply  for  the  small  pump.  Even 
with  this  feature  available  and  other  facts  correlative,  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  prohibit  the  use  of  the  larger  pump  at  the  le  ading  River  station  for  reasons 
best  explained  in  the  well  investigation  report  obtained  by  the  city  government. 

In  the  water  division,  on  the  maintenance  and  operation  along  the  lines  and 
at  the  filter  beds,  1,593  1-2  man  hours  of  welfare  labor  were  utilized  after  the 
assignment  of  these  men  took  place. 

The  account  for  washing  out  the  wells  was  expended  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  mayor’s  office  and  is  not  included  in  our  statistics. 

Eight  water  services  were  put  into  use  in  North  Attleboro  in  accordance 
with  our  agreement  with  that  town. 

MAIN  LINE  EXTENSION 

During  the  course  of  the  year  an  appropriation  under  the  budget  for 
S10,000.00  to  cover  main  line  extensions  was  increased  by  a transfer  from  the 
account  “Reserve  Fund  for  Transfers”  by  a vote  of  the  Municipal  Council  on 
June  2nd  in  the  amount  of  $2,500.00  and  was  further  enlarged  upon  by  a vote 
of  the  city  government  on  August  4th  by  an  appropriation  of  $7,500.00,  so  that 
the  gross  amount  available  for  this  type  of  work  was  $20,000.00.  The  classified 
costs,  not  including  the  complete  overhead  or  other  matters  taken  care  of  by 
special  accounts  for  the  work  authorized  and  listed,  amounted  to  $17,894.06. 
This  work  consisted  of  the  laying  of  3,505’ — 10”  of  six-inch  water  pipe,  3,917’ — 1” 
of  eight-inch,  827’ — 10”  of  ten-inch  and  59’ — 8”  of  twelve-inch  water  pipe,  as 
detailed  below. 

Early  in  June,  as  stated  before,  the  $2, .500. 00  transfer  to  this  account  to 
enlarge  the  scope  of  the  work  as  projected  was  followed  by  an  additional  appro- 
priation of  $7,-500.00  which  was  primarily  to  insure  the  construction  of  a new 
eight-inch  water  main  on  Commonwealth  Avenue.  Our  regular  force  used  for 
this  work  was  extended  as  far  as  possible  to  insure,  up  to  a reasonable  limit,  as 
many  jobs  as  possible.  In  the  latter  half  of  the  year  circumstances  necessitated 
the  placing  of  welfare  men  under  conditions  outlined  by  the  city  government, 
and  without  shrinking  our  own  forces  we  were  able  to  utilize  1,339  1-2  man  hours 
from  welfare  labor  which  permitted  building  up  the  budget.  A benefit  which 
fails  to  show  in  our  l)ookkeeping,  because  of  the  calendar  system  in  use  by  the 
city,  is  apparent  in  the  balance  available  at  the  end  of  the  year  because  of  the 
absorption  without  charge  of  crushed  stone  which  was  used  after  the  pipe-laying 
for  drainage  purposes  under  special  backfill  conditions.  This  amounted  in 
dollars  and  cents  to  approximately  seventy-seven  dollars. 

Because  of  the  elasticity  permitted  therefore  by  the  welfare  aid  and  ston 
charges  and  because  it  was  necessary  to  insure  our  other  accounts  where  no  such 
privilege  existed  by  having  cash  on  hand  the  main  line  water  account  became  an 
important  cog  for  cov.'^rage  which  might  be  required  at  a moment’s  notice  to 
take  care  of  protection  against  winter  conditions  in  the  last  month  of  the  year. 

It  was  evidently  expected  by  the  city  government,  and  reasonably  so  in 
my  opinion,  that  with  the  favorable  December  weather  which  we  had,  permitting 
us  a balance  and  its  availability  for  continuing  main  line  water  work,  an  oportunity 
would  be  present  for  carrying  this  balance  over  into  1932.  The  early  1932  council 
records  I believe  are  convincing  on  this  point.  The  city  auditor  ruled  otherwise 
however,  so  that  the  record  contained  herein,  while  it  is  indicative  only  of  im- 
rncHliate  departmental  activities,  bears  directly  on  the  financial  status  and  well- 
being of  the  city  in  the  coming  year.*  A list  is  contained  herein  indicating  the 
location  and  pipe-sizes  of  the  extensions,  improvements  and  ref)lacements  which 
were  taken  care  of  by  the  direct  classified  charges  in  the  main  line  extension 
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account.  It  must  be  remembered  that  for  valuation  purposes  all  of  the  factors 
concerned  should  be  included  to  insure  fair  valuation  for  important  purposes 
of  this  city  property. 

On  Bank  Street,  from  just  north  of  Bicknell  Street,  an  eight-inch  line  was 
carried  along  to  the  river,  thence  westerly  across  the  street,  then  with  special 
construction  across  the  Bungay  River  bridge,  northerly  by  the  cemetery  to 
Tanager  Road.  This  opened  new  possibilities  to  ease  the  force  from  the  Wading 
River  supply  and  to  strengthen  the  hill  section  from  a fire  protection  point  of 
view  by  having  connected  from  this  extension  on  Bank  Street  a six-inch  line 
through  Tanager  Road  to  North  Main  Street  with  hydrants  and  fixtures.  This 
line  having  been  completed,  the  reasonable  gridiron  scheme  was  followed  by 
hooking  up  Bank  Street  from  Tanager  Road  to  Upland  Road.  Following  a 
six-inch  Lincoln  Avenue  extension,  Blackburn  Road  was  connected  through  to 
Lincoln  Avenue,  thus  completing  a loop  from  Payson  Street. 

As  stated  before,  as  soon  as  funds  were  made  available,  a new  water  line 
slightly  in  excess  of  two  thousand  feet  was  constructed  in  Commonwalth  Avenue, 
the  easterly  part  of  this  being  a replacement  of  small  pipe  serving  a few  houses 
on  the  easterly  end  of  the  northerly  side  of  the  street.  After  moving  beyond 
Richardson’s  barn,  going  westerly,  this  trench  had  considerable  serious  rock 
impediment,  boulders  in  clay,  with  a button  below  the  normal  water  level  and 
involving  a brook  crossing.  Advantage  was  taken  of  this  trenching  to  utilize 
in  the  road  design  as  a stone  drain  some  of  this  pipe-line  trench.  Thus  a very 
material  advantage  in  dollars  and  cents  was  gained  by  the  city  from  our  stone 
account.  This  account  had  been  efficiently  built  up  in  spite  of  definitely  reduced 
charges.  Some  of  this  material  was  supplied  to  the  crushers  due  to  co-ordination 
on  our  wall  removal  and  rock  excavation  plans. 

On  Emory  Street,  running  easterly  from  Morey  Street,  a short  piece  of 
four-inch  line  was  replaced  ahead  of  the  street  construction  work.  On  Gardner 
Street  the  new  ten-inch  line  carried  down  Pine  Street  was  extended  from  Pine 
Street  to  clear  and  connect  with  the  small  lines  in  Gardner  Street  and  Howard 
Avenue,  eliminating  temporarily  the  dead  ends,  with  the  idea  in  mind  that 
promptly  in  the  coming  year  this  new  ten-inch  circuit  would  be  connected  up 
with  Park  Avenue,  thus  permitting  the  Makepeace  group  of  buildings,  where 
many  workers,  both  male  and  female,  are  employed,  additional  security  against 
property  damage  and  loss  of  life  from  fire.  Further  extension  should  take  place 
in  this  locality,  particularly  in  Dunham  Street  without  delay,  as  not  only  this 
group  of  manufacturing  buildings,  but  all  of  the  buildings  adjacent  thereto, 
are  of  wooden  construction. 

On  Holden  Street  the  special  cross-over  at  the  new  river  bridge  was  completed, 
making  ready  for  a future  twelve-inch  cross-town  line  as  far  as  the  bridge  structure 
is  concerned. 

On  Linden  Street  beyond  its  limit  of  acceptance,  a short  extension  was 
built  to  accommodate  a new  house.  Before  this  work  was  started  it  was  found 
necessary  to  insist  that  the  street  be  reasonably  graded  so  that  the  profile  would 
permit  ample  cover  to  prevent  freezing  in  this  dead  end  water  line. 

In  response  to  petitions  short  extensions  were  made  on  Major  Street  and 
Longfellow  Street. 

To  avoid  trouble  in  the  near  future  some  work  was  done  at  Pearl  and  at 
School  Streets  on  the  water  lines  coming  out  of  Pine  Street  in  time  to  clear  the 
Pine  Street  construction  work.  The  general  public  seems  to  have  small  realiza- 
tion of  the  great  amount  of  detail  necessary  in  preparing  for  street  construction 
work  of  this  kind. 

A ten-inch  circuit  which  was  brought  through  from  Union  Street  was  con- 
nected up  at  Pine  and  Park  Streets  before  being  taken  through  Pine  Street  to 
Gardner  Street  in  preparation  for  the  Gardner  Street  work  outlined  above. 

On  Pine  Street  in  the  fore  part  of  the  year  our  exploration  showed  the  need 
for  an  additional  replacement  of  four-inch  pipe  with  eight-inch  between  Maple 
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and  Mulberry  Streets  and  this  was  done  without  delay  on  receipt  of  knowledge, 
through  special  test  pits  made,  which  indicated  conditions  contrary  to  the  records 
we  have  had  available. 

Consistently  and  for  years  this  department  has  suffered  from  lack  of  facilities 
to  properly  take  care  of  a bleeder  on  the  end  of  our  six-inch  line  in  Pleasant 
Street.  Therefore,  when  Mr.  Cooper  volunteered  to  permit  the  use  of  a brook 
on  his  land,  which  passes  under  the  road  by  a culvert,  for  the  purposes  of  taking 
the  water  from  the  bleeder  mentioned,  advantage  was  taken  of  the  offer  with  the 
hope  of  improving  the  service  to  our  poeple  in  a particularly  difficult  location. 

Following  the  modern  trend  and  with  the  approbation  of  the  city  govern- 
ment a six-inch  extension  was  constructed  on  the  easterly  sid6  of  South  Main 
Street,  northerly  from  Tyler  Street,  to  accommodate  some  new  construction 
and  eliminate  the  need  for  crossing  the  new  road  at  any  time  with  trenches  for 
the  purposes  of  water  supply  repairs  or  services. 

WATER  MAIN  EXTENSIONS  AND  REPLACEMENTS 
]N  PINE  AND  EMORY  STREETS 

In  the  Pine  and  Emory  Street  special  account  to  care  for  water  pipe-line 
replacements  where  inadequate  service  existed  or  extensions  were  required  as 
described  in  last  year’s  report,  steps  were  taken  to  finish  the  work  designed  as 
favorable  opportunity  arose.  Circumstances  other  than  normal,  bearing  in 
mind  the  need  for  keeping  men  at  work,  rather  than  adding  to  the  unemployed 
list,  governed  the  arrangements  made. 

An  eight-inch  water  line  having  been  brought  through  Forest  Street  from 
Holman  to  Emory  Street  was  carried  down  to  Torrey  Street  with  the  necessary 
connections  and  fittings  and  was  later  taken  to  the  projected  terminus  where  it 
was  fitted  into  the  line  coming  up  old  Park  Street,  just  before  its  intersection  with 
new  Park  Street.  The  work  on  this  line  was  carried  on  through  a wet  trench 
and  in  material  which  permitted  only  carful  work  of  the  most  trying  kind.  Steps 
were  taken  to  utilize  the  trench  as  backfilled  by  grading  material  to  aid  in  draining 
the  new  proposed  road  surface  which  followed  along  behind  the  water  work. 
This  extension  consisted  of  911.3  linear  feet  of  eight-inch  water  pipe  with  three 
tees  and  one  new^  hydrant  gated  and  may  be  considered  as  a major  improvement 
in  this  locality  from  the  standpoint  of  complete  water  service  properly  line  gated 
(twm  eight-inch  and  one  six-inch). 

The  advantage  of  having  this  account  active  so  that  it  could  take  care  of 
our  payroll  and  thus  keep  men  employed  must  not  be  underestimated.  The 
V)alance  brought  over  from  the  year  1930  was  $1,986.58  and  after  completing 
our  orders  a balance  of  $414.05  was  available  at  the  end  of  the  year,  indicating 
an  expenditure  on  this  project  of  $1,572.53  during  the  current  year.  The  valua- 
tion of  the  extensions  and  replacement  to  the  water  works  plant  under  this 
account  is  of  course,  in  excess  of  the  classified  expenditures  carried  in  the  special 
account.  This  must  not  be  forgotten  in  carrying  out  for  rates  or  for  borrowing 
purposes  a fair  valuation  on  the  water  plant,  fixtures  and  structures  which  the 
city  operates  as  a water  department. 

\\  here  possible  on  this  work  welfare  labor  was  utilized  and  our  records 
indicate  that  fifty-six  man  hours  by  this  help  aided  in  producing  the  results. 
Mean  conditions  present  prevented  the  use  of  inexperienced  labor. 

NEWPORT  AVENUE  WATER  MAINS 

4 he  history  of  the  special  account  labelled  late  in  1930  “Newport  Avenue 
Water  .Mains”  as  outlined  in  the  report  of  that  year  can  be  enlarged  upon  to 
include  a list  of  crossings  as  follows: 

1.  .Vt  Barrows  Street  a ten-inch  line  connecting  an  existing  ten-inch  line 
with  a six-inch  line  already  present. 
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2.  Just  south  of  Orr  Street  a twelve-inch  crossing  planned  to  intercept 
and  feed  a proposed  new  eight-inch  line  and  a six-inch  line  which  follows  down 
the  easterly  side  of  Newport  Avenue  from  Barrows  Street. 

3.  In  the  locality  of  Carleton  Street  an  eight-inch  line  under  the  pavement 
beyond  the  existing  water  lines. 

4.  At  Hudson  Avenue  a similar  eight-inch  crossing. 

5.  On  the  new  state  road  at  stations  224-50  and  236-00  eight-inch  crossings 
were  also  made  and  at  station  247-50  a twelve-inch  crossing  was  placed,  all  of 
these  crossings  being  plugged  at  both  ends  to  clear  the  pavement. 

Fortunately  the  costs  on  that  portion  of  this  work  as  carried  out  have  been 
such  as  will  permit,  with  the  state  road  work  out  of  the  way,  a further  practical 
extension  toward  connecting  up  of  the  crossings  adjacent  to  pipes  having  water 
available.  I feel  sure  that  with  the  aid  of  welfare  help  from  the  south  end  these 
benefits  can  be  stretched  beyond  the  original  design.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
year  this  account  carried  a balance  of  !$2, 006.98  left  over  from  last  year  and  with 
expenditures  for  this  year  totaling  S643.05,  there  will  be  a balance  available  for 
work  to  be  done  during  the  coming  year  of  $1,363.93. 


SEWERS— MAINTENANCE  AND  OPERATION 

The  problem  presented  during  the  year  by  our  sewerage  system  and  filtra- 
tion disposal  beds  was  made  increasingly  difficult  owing  to  the  unbalanced  early 
summer  rainfall  which  caused  grave  interference  with  normal  maintenance. 
As  was  outlined  in  a prior  report,  while  the  number  of  connections  has  steadily 
increased  and  the  ability  of  the  beds  to  function  adequately  was  steadily  de- 
creased through  usage,  the  money  available  for  maintenance,  instead  of  being 
enlarged  to  properly  care  for  the  changed  conditions,  has  been  shrunk  by  the  city 
government.  With  this  idea  in  mind  therefore  I desire  to  emphatically  call  to 
your  attention  the  immediate  and  positive  need  of  extending  properly  the  filtra- 
tion area,  now  heavily  over-loaded  according  to  the  computations  of  existing 
good  practice.  In  addition  to  reasonable  extension,  the  old  beds  should  be 
thoroughly  renovated  to  overcome  the  ravages  of  seventeen  years  of  steady  use. 

The  conditions  which  threatened  to  overpower  our  forces  and  funds  avail- 
able were  finally  controlled  by  the  intelligent  use  of  labor  assigned  to  us  by  our 
welfare  department  working  under  the  supervision  of  our  regular  forces.  On 
the  filter  bed  cleaning  alone  two  thousand  three  hundred  and  six  man  hours  were 
utilized  from  this  source  and  it  was  this  aid  that  really  allowed  the  department  to 
complete  its  functions  at  the  beds  within  the  funds  assigned  to  it. 

The  same  full-time  man  in  charge  of  the  filtration  units  in  Hebronville 
and  Seekonk  carried  on  throughout  the  year,  aided  by  men  from  the  central 
department  to  handle  detail,  trucking  and  teaming  during  the  regular  spring 
and  fall  cleaning  in  addition  to  the  welfare  labor  as  outlined  above.  The  regular 
spring  and  fall  flashing  of  dead  ends  in  clearing  of  blockades,  after  inspection  on 
the  trunk  lines  and  laterals,  was  taken  care  of  in  orderly  fashion  and  in  addition, 
normal  troubles,  such  as  root  blockades  and  manhole  failures,  were  handled  as 
they  presented  themselves.  The  regulation  legal  fee  of  one  hundred  dollars 
allowed  for  this  pui’pose  was  paid  for  water. 

In  grading  Hawthorne  Street  to  the  accepted  profile,  lack  of  cover  presented 
a hazard  on  the  sewer  between  Jewel  Avenue  and  Bushee  Street.  Funds  were 
made  available  and  this  sewer  and  manhole  were  practically  rebuilt.  Some 
concession  in  the  cost  was  obtained  by  the  use  of  welfare  help  for  the  excavation. 

Acting  on  a petition  presented  to  the  city  government  and  their  order  forth- 
with, which  I understand  was  approved  by  the  health  officer,  a short  extension 
was  constructed  on  Kilby  Street  and  the  conditions  complained  of  were  thus 
eliminated  successfully.  Iti  this  case  also,  when  a favorable  opportunity  was 
present  on  the  work  in  question,  welfare  help  was  utilized  and  aided  in  keeping 
down  the  departmental  cost. 
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To  cover  our  departmental  efforts  the  S2, 250.00  appropriated  in  the  budget 
was  enlarged  by  a transfer  of  S300.00  from  the  Park  Street  Sewer  Extension 
account  in  August,  1931.  Then,  further  enlargement  took  place  by  a transfer 
of  S375.00  from  the  account  “Reserve  for  Transfers”  early  in  September,  which, 
with  a final  transfer  of  SI  10.00  from  the  Elmwood  Avenue  Sewer  account,  gave 
us  a total  of  S3, 035.00,  of  which  amount  S3, 027. 30  was  expended,  covering 
completely  all  our  endeavors  as  listed  for  the  full  period  of  the  year,  including  the 
short  extensions.  It  can  be  readily  understood  by  comparing  this  total  expendi- 
ture with  that  of  previous  years,  when  the  range  of  work  covered  was  not  so 
extensive  and  the  filtration  conditions  were  more  nearly  normal,  that  depart 
mental  efficiency  was  well  maintained  and  excellent  co-operation  was  received, 
when  needed  most,  from  welfare  help. 

Paving  in  mind  the  actual  facts  therefore  concerning  our  sewerage  system 
here  in  Attleboro  I cannot  stress  too  strongly  the  urgency  for  improving  the 
existing  system  without  delay  and  the  material  need  for  an  immediate  study 
covering  the  major  necessity  for  including  such  extensions  and  works  as  will  give 
adequate  and  satisfacotry  sewer  service  to  South  Attleboro.  The  need  for 
expert  trunk-line  repair  at  the  Ten  Mile  River  crossing  which  the  city  government 
has  had  for  some  time  should  not  be  underestimated.  Repairs  are  needed  now. 

Included  in  the  report  are  statistics  covering  expenditures,  extensions  and 
connections,  etc. 


1931  MAJOR  SEWER  EXTENSIONS 
Elmwood  Avenue 

Acting  on  a petition  which  had  been  presented  to  the  city  government 
some  time  since,  twenty-seven  hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  at  a July  meet- 
ing of  the  Municipal  Council  to  be  used  for  a sewer  extension  on  Elmwood  Avenue. 

In  looking  over  the  construction  as  outlined  after  the  material  orders  had 
been  placed  the  writer  planned  a real  saving  in  dollars  and  cents  on  this  proposi- 
tion by  organizing  the  excavation  with  the  bulk  of  the  work  performed  by  welfare 
help.  The  essential  key  men,  of  course,  such  as  pipe-layers,  bracers,  supervisors, 
truckmen  and  a mason  and  tender,  were  men  of  experience  whom  we  have  utilized 
before  in  the  performance  of  this  type  and  kind  of  work.  The  job  progressed 
at  a reasonable  rate  and  was  completed  with  a cost  of  approximately  twelve 
hundred  dollars,  not  including  the  usual  overhead  charges  which  will  be  taken 
care  of  as  they  arise  on  due  dates.  This  result  permitted  a real  saving  of  ap- 
proximately fifteen  hundred  dollars,  or  slightly  less  when  the  final  bills  are  settled. 
Already  some  of  this  money  has  been  used  by  transfers  to  help  out  other  work 
and  thus  avoid  additional  appropriation.  A transfer  of  one  hundred  and  ten 
dollars  from  this  account  was  made  to  the  account  of  Sewers — Maintenance  and 
Operation  on  December  8th  by  a vote  of  the  Municipal  Council,  while  on  Decem- 
ber 1.5th  the  Honorable  Body  authorized  the  transfer  of  two  hundred  dollars 
from  the  same  account  ot  the  Construction  of  Major  Street  account.  On  Decem- 
ber 29th  a final  tran.sfer  from  the  account  in  question  in  the  amount  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars  was  authorized  by  the  city  government  to  be  utilized  on  the  Con- 
struction of  Bushee  Street  account. 

1 he  efficiency  of  the  welfare  labor  employed  on  this  project  was  demonstrated 
to  be  of  a high  grade  as  the  sixteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven  and  one-half  man 
hours  figured  at  the  regular  rate  would  still  have  allowed  a reasonable  cost  for 
the  work  and_a  balance  available  to  assume  charges  which  accrue.  The  job 
was  about  1027.55  feet  long,  carrying  twenty-nine  Y branches,  and  having  four 
manholes. 
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Park  Street  Sewer  Extension 

Under  the  Park  Street  Sewer  Extension  account  the  final  payment  on  the 
W.  W.  Staples  contract  for  the  work  on  the  Park  Street  sewer  extension  which 
was  done  in  1930  was  taken  care  of  when  due  early  in  this  year  and  amounted  to 
$713.63.  This  was  the  sum  which,  according  to  our  engineer’s  record,  was  the 
proportion  held  hack  under  the  terms  of  the  contract.  In  addition  to  this  an 
eight-inch  sewer  196.48  feet  long,  carrying  two  manholes  and  six  Y connections 
was  placed  between  Torrey  Street  and  Davis  Avenue  so  that  this  section  of 
street  was  cleared,  with  co-operation  from  the  property-owners,  permitting  the 
laying  of  a stone  penetration  road  surface. 

On  this  work  also,  outside  of  the  skeleton  organization,  welfare  labor  was 
utilized  and  once  more  in  this  kind  of  work,  even  though  the  trench  was  not  all 
dry,  the  efficiency  of  this  green  labor  was  clearly  demonstrated,  so  that  one 
hundred  and  sixty-two  and  one-half  man  hours  applied  against  the  regular  rate, 
would  still  permit  available  funds  on  a reasonable  estimate  to  care  for  accrued 
overhead  charges  when  due. 

Resides  this  work  there  were  some  small  items  which  were  taken  care  of  in 
connection  with  the  maintaining  of  that  section  of  Park  Street  where  the  new 
sewer  work  had  taken  place  through  the  winter  and  spring  rains.  Much  of 
this  was  due  to  the  effect  of  frost  action  and  heavy  rains,  and  under  the  circum- 
stances, bearing  in  mind  the  need  for  temporary  maintenance,  is  not  al  all  un- 
usual. 

The  matter  of  having  the  connections  all  completed  from  this  main  sewer 
extension  is  one  eagerly  looked  forward  to  by  this  department  so  that  the  invest- 
ment for  a real  highway  improvement,  already  started,  may  be  fairly  and  properly 
protected.  Accompanying  statistics  are  included  in  this  report. 


RIFLE  RANGE 

In  the  budget  of  1930  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  was  appropriated  for 
this  account.  The  usual  disbursements,  totalling  one  hundred  and  forty-six 
dollars  and  fifty-seven  cents,  took  place,  all  of  the  work  being  done  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  the  commanding  officer  of  our  local  national  guard  unit. 
The  usual  range  charges  and  taxes  were  taken  care  of  within  the  total  mentioned. 
Unemployed  Company  I men  were  put  to  work  whenever  and  wherever  possible 
at  the  range. 

Under  the  law  of  course  it  is  the  duty  of  this  community  to  properly  take 
care  of  the  local  rifle  range.  I believe  the  importance  of  keeping  this  range  in 
first  class  condition  should  not  be  underestimated  as  the  interest  in  small-arms 
practice  and  skill  is  indeed  a real  investment  which  cannot  be  measured  in  money 
when  properly  capitalized  in  time  of  national  need.  I feel  that  our  local  com- 
pany and  the  civilian  rifle  group  utilizing  the  range  may  well  be  proud  of  their 
achievements  in  open  competition  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  their  sincere  efforts  will 
be  appreciated  by  our  local  government  in  the  support  which  is  given  them. 


BROADWAY  BRIDGE  ACCOUNT 

On  May  19th  the  sum  of  $2,500.00  was  appropriated  as  the  city’s  share  in 
the  cost  of  widening  and  improving  the  railroad  overpass  bridge  at  the  state 
line  on  Washington  Street  in  South  Attleboro. 

The  agreement  as  it  has  been  understood  was  that  there  were  to  be  contribu- 
tions besides  this  amount  from  the  county,  the  state  and  the  railroad  company, 
all  of  which  were  to  be  combined  for  this  improvement.  At  the  expiration  of 
the  year  this  work  had  not  been  started  and  inquiry  at  the  state  house  in  Boston 
brought  no  satisfactory  answer  as  to  the  reason  for  the  delay. 
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The  impression  was  given,  in  answer  to  this  inquiry  made  at  the  very  end 
of  the  year,  that  the  importance  of  the  project  was  understood  by  the  state 
authorities  and  that  they  were  having  studies  made  so  that,  with  the  possibility 
of  a joint  participation  by  Rhode  Island  and  Massachusetts,  a major  improvement 
of  a permanent  structure  might  be  worked  out. 

The  city  and  the  county  have  stood  ready  to  pay  their  share  of  this  work 
which  the  railway  company  was  to  consummate  in  a manner  satisfactory  in 
plan  and  detail  to  the  highway  division  of  the  state  department  of  public  works. 
This  department  has  heard  nothing  from  the  railroad  company  concerning  their 
reasons  for  failure  to  start  this  work.  It  must  be  further  understood  of  course 
that  this  department  has  never  been  given  any  jurisdiction  in  the  carrying  out  of 
the  work  available  under  this  account  and  neither  has  our  budget  at  any  time 
included  any  of  the  money  which  was  made  available  for  this  structure  change 
expected  at  the  Washington  Street  overpass. 

****** 

Conditions  outside  of  local  control  are  forcing  shackles  upon  our  munici- 
pality which  must  be  cut  by  a united,  concerted,  persevering  effort,  if  we  are  to 
survive  the  economic  shock  which  has  now  taken  so  serious  a hold  upon  New 
Eingland.  Indiscriminate  and  horizontal  slashing  of  expenditures  is  to  my  mind 
comparable  to  the  action  of  an  army  in  rout.  The  algebraic  result  obtained 
by  such  treatment  is  not  the  best  result  we  can  expect.  Some  of  our  depart- 
ments in  taking  up  this  shock  are  strained  to  the  utmost  limit  of  endurance  and 
their  vigor  and  courage  must  either  be  recognized  or  sacrificed. 

hile  the  average  man  might  offhand  make  only  a casual  decision  in  a matter 
of  this  kind,  the  superlative  intelligence  expected  from  trained  leaders  would 
never  fail  to  designate  by  its  action  the  importance  of  maintaining  a strong 
bulwark  against  the  inroads  of  depression  in  our  municipal  life  by  maintaining 
properly  the  classification  essential  to  uphold  the  spirit  and  leadership  expected 
from  those  departments  receiving  the  shock. 

Everybody  should  know  for  instance  that  in  1920  for  the  maintenance  and 
operation  of  our  highways  there  was  expended  $85,426.00,  not  including  the 
Sidewalks  and  Curbing  expenditure  which  is  under  a Betterment  Act  and 
everyone  should  know  that  in  1930  this  comparable  amount  became  $70,189.31. 
They  should  further  know  in  1931  the  comparable  amount  became  $47,609.21, 
and  that  there  should  be  permitted  to  be  applied  against  this  1931  expenditure 
by  a legi.slative  action  the  amount  of  $10,066.83,  which  was  received  in  June  of 
1931.  They  should  further  understand  our  highway  maintenance  and  operation 
account  for  the  coming  year  will  be  reduced  while  the  funds  available  under  the 
legi.slative  act  will  more  than  double  itself  so  that  the  net  amount  applicable 
for  this  account  again.st  which  local  taxation  can  be  charged  will  be  indeed  a very 
reduced  figure. 

All  of  this  has  been  taking  place  in  our  highway  division  since  1921,  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  each  succeeding  year  has  found  a greater  highway  burden  to 
carry  and  a larger  demand  for  better  highway  surfaces  and  structures. 

Public  convenience  and  necessity  start  basically  with  the  highway  system 
of  any  community.  None  of  our  endeavors  can  omit  including  highway  condi- 
tions in  the  final  marking.  These  facts  must  not  be  omitted  from  consideration 
in  municipal  affairs  as  fatal  damage  can  readily  be  done  and  our  highway  in- 
vestment practices  ruined  by  such  omissions. 

Having  the  community  well  started  and  serviced  with  highways,  the  water 
protecting  it  calls  for  immediate  and  very  serious  attention. 

J he  daily  health  and  well-l)eing  of  the  lives  of  our  people,  their  families  and  all 
of  our  industries  depend  very  essentially  upon  our  ability  to  give  service  adequate 
in  Its  detail  for  the  necessary  purpose's  of  these  modern  times. 

annual  revenue  committed  to  the  collector  amounting  to 
$81,8.j.h47  in  1920,  and  without  increasing  the  rates  in  spite  of  many  improve- 
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merits  in  service,  this  annual  revenue  committed  has  grown  to  the  point  where  in 
1930  it  amounted  to  $112,448.29,  and  in  1931,  while  it  showed  a serious  depres- 
sion mark  it  still  was  able  to  commit  $109,097.78.  As  of  itself,  the  business  of 
this  department,  taken  in  connection  with  its  vital  and  positive  importance  to  the 
community  will  not  stand  maltreatment  without  serious  damage  resulting. 

The  sewerage  system  shows  that  in  1915  when  new,  its  maintenance  and 
operation  cost  was  $2,852.01  with  hardly  any  connections  present  and  in  1920,  this 
same  maintenance  and  operation,  after  the  war  and  during  a year  which  was 
listed  as  a depression  time,  cost  $3,214.62.  In  1930  the  cost,  in  spite  of  the  very 
great  increase  in  services  and  the  great  amount  of  use  which  our  disposal  plant 
had  without  any  additional  area  being  added  and  in  spite  of  the  normal  and 
expected  increased  maintenance  charges  due  to  age  and  facts  present,  was 
$2,626.69.  In  1931,  with  a still  greater  increase  in  the  demands  made  upon  the 
system  for  satisfaction,  the  comparable  maintenance  and  operation  expenditure 
amounted  to  $2,766.39. 

Each  of  every  one  of  these  divisions  of  this  department  has  to  be  taken 
care  of  in  its  completeness  before  other  departments  in  the  city  can  even  begin 
to  function  efficiently.  Should  there  be  those  among  you  who  dispute  this  fact, 
permit  me  to  call  to  your  assistance  your  memory  concerning  what  has  happened 
and  could  happen  again  should  a raging  blizzard  snow  in  and  tie  up  the  city. 
Analyze  the  situation  well  in  its  completeness  before  undertaking  to  permanently 
scar  the  efficient  ability  of  this  department  to  perform,  which  is  recorded  herein. 
Where  in  this  city,  in  the  state,  or  in  the  nation,  does  your  search  unearth  any 
similar  comparable  municipal  department  which  has  been  run  so  directly  counter 
to  the  trend  of  the  times  in  municipal  affairs  to  expand  expenditures?  Over 
the  last  dozen  years  the  proportion  of  our  Attleboro  tax-payer’s  dollar  allotted 
to  us  has  been  a consistently  reducing  figure.  Be  sure  to  note  the  record  of 
performance  we  have  submitted  for  our  regular  workers  as  well  as  our  job  relief 
program  and  the  remarkable,  psychological  victory  recorded  in  the  statistics 
included  in  the  welfare  work  which  accompanies  this  report. 

High  courage,  unswerving  faith,  persevering  will,  with  a world  of  fair- 
minded,  tolerant,  psychological  common-sense  understanding,  properly  directed, 
particularly  when  dealing  with  people,  will  allow  the  several  divisions  of  this 
department,  the  municipal  administration  in  its  completeness,  and  the  community 
as  a whole,  to  survive  this  present  economic  crisis  and  to  take  a more  seriously 
sound  part  in  the  progress  made  in  our  daily  lives. 

It  is  truly  with  a great  deal  of  pleasure  that  I submit  to  our  employees  and 
all  of  our  good  citizens  who  have  co-operated  with  us,  either  in  the  administration 
or  the  community,  my  sincere  and  heart-felt  thanks  for  their  aid  during  the 
year  which  has  just  been  completed.

FIRE  PREVENTION 

It  has  been  our  endeavor  in  the  past  to  inspect  buildings  in  our  City  as 
frequently  as  our  limited  force  of  permanent  men  would  allow  and  we  hope  that 
some  future  day  our  department  will  be  large  enough  to  establish  a regular  system 
of  inspections  without  crippling  the  regular  fire  fighting  force.  There  have  been 
five  hundred  inspections  this  year. 

Fire  prevention  is  recognized  as  the  most  important  function  of  a paid 
Fire  Dept.,  but  until  the  time  arrives  when  we  can  have  more  men  so  as  to  make 
frequent  inspections,  it  will  be  necessary  for  us  to  depend  upon  the  cooperation 
of  our  citizens  to  help  in  every  way  they  can,  if  possible,  to  observe  the  following 
suggestions  which  we  have  to  make.  If  these  suggestions  are  carried  out  a great 
many  fire  hazards  will  be  eliminated. 


1 . Don’t  fill  kerosene  lamps  or  oil  stoves  while  lighted.  Fire  and  explosion 
will  inevitably  follow  by  kerosene  vapors  becoming  ingited. 

2 . Don’t  look  for  gas  leaks  with  a lighted  candle,  match  or  open  flame.  Notify 
the  Gas  Company;  let  them  find  the  leak. 

3.  Don’t  go  into  dark  closets  or  storage  closets  with  a lighted  match  or  candle 
to  find  your  way.  Use  a flash  light. 

4.  Don’t  have  lace  curtains  close  to  gas  jets.  An  open  window,  a slight  breeze, 
the  curtain  and  gas  jet  come  together,  and  a fire  results. 

h.  Don’t  put  hot  ashes  in  wooden  receptacles,  or  against  wooden  partitions  or 
dumb  waiters.  Hot  ashes  will  set  fire. 

fl . Don’t  leave  lighted  cigarettes  or  cigars  around  on  tables  or  in  receptacles 
as  these  two  are  a great  menace  and  have  been  the  cause  of  many  fires. 

7 . Don’t  have  open  fireplaces  unprotected.  Put  wire  screen  in  front  of  fire- 
place, as  sparks  are  likely  to  fly  out  and  set  fire  to  carpet  or  clothing. 

H.  Don’t  do  any  electric  wiring  that  is  connected  to  your  light  service  as  this 
is  against  the  law,  it  violates  a State  Law. 

fl.  If  you  blow  a fuse  in  your  light  system  be  safe  and  call  an  electrician  as 
the  fu.se  serves  as  a safety  valve  and  indicates  that  something  is  wrong  with 
your  wiring  or  that  the  load  on  some  circuit  is  too  heavy. 

10.  Don’t  leave  the  current  switched  on  in  an  electric  flat  iron,  or  gas  turned  on 
in  a gas  iron  when  not  in  use..  These  conditions  have  caused  disasterous 
fires  in  hou.seholds. 
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11 . Don’t  use  gasoline,  naphtha,  or  benzine  in  a room  with  open  fire  or  flame. 
Their  use  under  such  conditions  will  cause  explosion  and  fire.  If  they  must  be 
used,  use  them  in  the  open  air,  and  then  there  is  danger.  Use  Carbon 
Tetrochloride  in  place  of  gasoline  and  use  it  out  of  doors. 

12.  Don’t  have  storage  closets  under  stairways.  A fire  in  such  a closet  would 
prevent  your  using  the  stairway  as  a means  of  escape. 

13.  Don’t  neglect  to  have  chimney  flue  cleaned  out  once  a year.  Soot  ac- 
cumulates causing  fires  in  chimneys.  A chimney  fire  causes  sparks  to  fly 
over  the  neighborhood. 

14.  Don’t  depend  on  the  landlord  to  keep  your  home  free  from  combustible 
rubbish  or  other  fire  hazards.  You  live  there  and  should  inspect  it  and  see 
that  a preventable  fire  cannot  occur. 

15.  Don’t  block  fire  escapes  or  hallways  with  utensils  or  articles  that  should 
not  be  allowed  there.  This  is  a violation  of  the  Law,  and  besides  you  might 
need  free  passage  tonight  if  fire  occurs  in  your  home. 

16.  Don’t  keep  matches  loosely  about  your  home  and  within  easy  reach  of 
children.  They  should  be  kept  in  a metal  box  out  of  reach  of  children. 

17 . Don’t  allow  rubbish  to  collect  in  your  cellar.  A spark  from  the  furnace  or  a 
match  might  ignite  it.  The  danger  of  fire  from  spontaneous  combustion 
is  always  present  where  this  condition  exists.  Rubbish  heads  the  list  for 
causes  of  fire. 

18.  Don’t  hang  clothes  near  a fire  to  dry.  They  might  catch  fire. 

19 . Don’t  let  a furnace  or  stove  become  overheated.  A little  care  and  attention 
will  prevent  a bad  fire. 

20.  If  you  should  discover  a fire  in  your  home,  shut  the  door  or  doors  to  the 
room  or  rooms  if  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  thus  stopping  the  spread  of  fire. 
RING  IN  A FIRE  ALARM  AS  SOON  AS  YOU  POSSIBLY  CAN. 
DON’T  DELAY! 

21.  Cooperate  with  your  fire  department.  You  can  do  so  especially  in  the 
winter  time,  by  keeping  the  hydrant  in  front  of  or  near  your  residence  clear 
of  snow.  The  fire  department  may  need  to  use  it. 

WARNING!  Y hen  in  a place  of  public  assembly,  such  as  a theatre,  dance 
hall,  boxing  club,  etc.,  note  the  nearest  exit  and  passageway  from  your  seat. 
In  case  of  fire  you  should  know  its  location,  you  should  walk,  not  run,  and 
prevail  upon  people  near  you  to  keep  cool  and  follow  you  in  a quiet  manner 
to  the  nearest  exit. 

In  event  you  are  trapped  in  your  own  home  or  building  by  smoke  remember 
that  smoke  always  rises,  and  that  you  usually  find  a layer  of  fresh  air  just  above 
the  floor.  In  many  cases  people  have  saved  their  lives  by  this  knowledge,  and 
anyone  can  take  advantage  of  this  if  he  does  not  get  excited  and  lose  his  head  at  a 
fire.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

We  again  recommend  that  a triple  combination  be  purchased  to  replace  one 
of  the  old  pieces  of  apparatus  now  in  service. 

We  recommend  the  purchase  of  a foam  apparatus  for  South  Attleboro. 

We  also  recomrnend  two  self  sustaining  gas  masks,  also  one  gas  mask  with 
hose  connections;  this  last  mask  to  be  bought  in  part  by  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment.

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We  again  wish  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  a number  of  pieces 
of  apparatus  in  the  department  have  about  outlived  their  usefulness;  one  piece 
in  Union  Street  station  has  been  in  service  20  years;  Hebronville  piece  18  years; 
Hose  4,  South  Attleboro,  17  years  and  should  be  replaced  as  soon  as  possible.

During  the  past  year  of  1931  six  boxes  have  been  added  to  the  S3’stem.  Thej’’ 
are  located  as  follows:

In  most  cases  the  fire  alarm  circuit  on  which  the  above  mentioned  boxes  are 
connected  had  to  be  extended  a considerable  distance. 

To  relieve  the  increasing  load  on  No.  5 and  No.  7 circuits  a new  circuit  has 
been  constructed,  covering  practically  all  of  the  East  side  of  the  city.  This  is 
designated  as  No.  9 circuit. 


The  extension  of  our  underground  s\"stem  on  Count}’  Street  has  been  com- 
pleted this  year.  A ten  conductor  cable  being  run  from  East  Fourth  Street  to 
Capron  Park  which  is  the  end  of  the  Telephone  Company’s  underground  duct 
lines.  All  of  the  Fire  Alarm  conductors  now  run  underground  from  the  railroad 
arch  at  South  Main  and  Capron  Streets  to  the  river  at  Capron  Park  making  a 
stronger  link  in  our  chain  of  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  in  this  section  of  the  city. 
All  of  the  overhead  fire  alarm  wires  have  been  removed  along  the  route  of  this 
underground  cable. 


4'he  elements  of  the  storage  battery  furnishing  current  to  the  4'ire  Alarm 
system  have  been  completely  renewed  with  an  up-to-date  type  of  plates  and  42 
additional  cells  have  been  added  to  the  system. 

\ great  number  of  poles  have  been  set  throughout  the  city  by  the  Light  and 
Phone  companies,  in  rnost  cases  duq  to  change  of  curbing,  straightening  streets, 
new  highways,  etc.  This  has  been  a considerable  expenditure  of  labor  and 
material  for  this  department  in  changing  lines  to  conform  with  the  new  changes. 
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1 would  recommend  the  following  for  the  coming  year  of  1932  for  your 
consideration,  one  new  fire  alarm  box,  as  j)etitioned  for,  to  l)e  located  on  Linden 
Street. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  fire  alarm  truck  is  in  its  tenth  year  of  continuous 
service  and  according  to  every  day  practice  has  reached  the  point  where  its 
reliability  is  liable  to  cease  at  any  moment,  we  are  therefor  recommending  that 
something  may  be  done  in  the  near  future  to  provide  for  the  replacement  of  same.

1 submit  herewith  my  twenty  seventh  annual  report,  it  being  the  forty- 
seventh  in  the  series  of  Superintendents’  Reports.  The  attendance  statistics 
are  for  the  school  year  from  September,  1930,  to  June,  1931.  The  financial 
report  is  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1931.

For  the  school  year  1929-1930,  the  schools  showed  a gain  of  33  over  the 
previous  year.  The  elementary  schools  showed  a gain  of  47,  the  High  School  a 
loss  of  14,  making  a net  gain  of  33. 

For  the  school  year  1930  1931,  the  elementary  schools  showed  a gain  over 
the  previous  year  of  92  and  the  High  School  a gain  of  28,  making  a net  gain  of  120. 

Comparing  the  four  months  of  the  school  year  1931-1932,  September, 
October,  November  and  December,  with  the  same  months  of  the  school  year 
1930  1931,  the  elementary  schools  show  a loss  in  average  membership  of  26,  the 
High  School  a gain  of  132,  making  a net  gain  of  106. 

This  gain  in  attendance  at  the  High  School  has  caused  a crowded  condition 
which  is  a serious  handicap  to  the  administration  of  the  schools  and  is  likely  to 
hinder  the  educational  progress  of  the  pupils.  Two  rooms  are  being  used  as  class 
rooms  that  were  never  intended  for  this  purpose,  there  are  not  typewriters  enough 
to  provide  for  all  who  wish  to  take  typewriting  and  no  room  to  place  more  type- 
writers if  they  could  be  brought,  there  is  a serious  lack  of  lockers,  accommoda- 
tions for  serving  lunch  are  entirely  inadequate  according  to  modern  standards  of 
serving  lunches  in  high  schools,  and  in  various  ways  this  crowded  condition  is 
felt  in  the  administration  of  the  school.  A few  of  the  classes  are  larger  than  they 
should  be,  but  every  class  room  is  used  to  capacity  and  more  classes  cannot  be 
cared  for.  Possibly  some  subjects  in  which  the  classes  are  small  could  be  elimi- 
nated and  thus  the  number  of  classes  be  reduced. 

In  the  elementary  schools,  comparing  the  average  membership  for  the  fall 
term  of  1930  with  the  average  membership  for  the  fall  term  1931,  the  center 
schools  show  a loss  of  49,  South  Attleboro  a gain  of  28,  and  Briggs  Corner,  Dodge- 
ville  and  Hebronville  a gain  of  15,  making  a net  loss  of  26  for  the  elementary 
schools  this  year. 

I doubt  if  the  increase  in  the  enrollment  at  the  High  School  will  be  perma- 
nent. High  schools  everywhere  are  crowded  on  account  of  industrial  conditions. 
Because  there  is  no  work,  boys  and  girls  are  going  to  school.  If  business  should 
start  up,  there  would  be  a great  exodus  of  boys  and  girls  from  school.  Mean- 
while, we  are  doing  our  best  to  give  them  the  kind  of  education  they  desire. 
The  High  School  is  crowded  and  as  soon  as  there  are  any  signs  of  returning 
prosperity,  some  attention  must  be  given  this  matter.  The  report  of  the  build- 
ing survey,  made  in  1930,  has  not  been  printed  because  of  lack  of  funds  but  it  is 
ready  for  consideration  as  soon  as  a favorable  time  occurs.

In  an  attempt  to  lessen  school  expenditures  and  to  conform  to  the  appro- 
priation granted  by  the  City  Council  the  teaching  force  was  somewhat  reduced 
and  several  lines  of  work  were  discontinued.  Individual  instruction  at  the  Bliss 
School  was  dropped  and  the  instructor  transferred  to  the  seventh  grade. 

4’he  Open  .\ir  Room  at  the  Richardson  School  was  closed,  and  the  teacher 
given  a sixth  grade. 

One  teacher  was  dropped  at  the  Continuation  School. 

The  teacher  of  {ihysical  education  for  girls  at  the  High  School  resigned  and 
her  place  was  not  filled. 

4'he  vacation  schools  at  Dodgeville  and  Hebronville  were  maintained,  but 
only  through  the  generosity  of  Miss  Roberts  and  Miss  Gilles  who  freely  gave 
their  services  to  keep  the  school  open.  There  was  no  expense  to  the  city.  " 
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The  work  of  the  Director  of  Americanization  in  helping  aliens  to  become 
naturalized,  work  done  outside  of  his  regular  school  hours,  was  discontinued,  but 
the  regular  evening  school  classes  in  Americanization  were  held  as  usual. 

Not  so  many  vacancies  as  usual  occurred  during  the  summer  but  whenever  a 
vacancy  did  occur,  it  was  filled  at  as  low  a salary  as  possible. 

A vacancy  in  a janitor’s  position  was  left  unfilled  for  several  weeks  during  the 
summer  to  save  the  janitor’s  salary  for  that  time. 

As  a result  of  all  these  attempts  to  economize  a saving  of  $1,500  was  made 
for  1931,  and  the  pay  roll  of  the  department  for  January  1,  1932,  is  over  $10,000 
less  than  it  was  January  1,  1931. 


COST  OF  THE  SCHOOLS 

In  attempting  to  reduce  expenditures  in  the  school  department  two  factors 
are  to  be  considered:  1.  the  quality  of  the  schools;  2.  the  ability  of  the  city 

to  pay. 

Attleboro  has  for  years  had  the  reputation  of  having  good  schools.  The  City 
has  always  been  proud  of  its  schools  and  has  always  generously  supported  them. 
But  the  quality  of  the  schools,  in  the  final  analysis,  depends  on  the  kind  of  teacher 
employed.  The  teacher  still  makes  the  school,  and  the  kind  of  education  a boy 
or  girl  receives  depends  in  large  measure  on  the  teacher  in  the  class  room;  and 
the  kind  of  teacher  one  is  able  to  secure  still  depends  on  the  salary  to  be  paid. 
We  hear  a great  deal,  lately,  about  the  surplus  of  teachers  but  1 have  been  told 
repeatedly  that  good  teachers  are  as  scarce  as  ever  and  that  the  only  surplus  is  in 
candidates  without  experience,  or  those  with  inadequate  training  or  doubtful 
records.  It  is  just  as  difficult  to  discover  a first  class  teacher  as  it  ever  has  been. 
Any  saving  in  school  expenditures  that  contemplates  the  employment  of  any  but 
first  class  teachers  is  not  to  be  given  a moment’s  consideration. 

The  second  factor  to  be  considered  in  reducing  expenditures  is  the  financial 
ability  of  the  city  to  maintain  schools  at  the  standard  it  desires.  The  valuation 
of  the  city  and  the  number  of  pupils  to  be  educated  determine  the  amount  which 
the  city  can  afford  to  spend  on  schools.  If  the  city  has  a high  valuation  per  pupil 
the  school  tax  will  be  low  and  the  city  can  afford  to  spend  liberally.  If  the 
valuation  per  pupil  is  low,  then  the  tax  rate  for  schools  will  be  high  if  the  standard 
is  to  be  maintained,  or  less  money  may  be  spent  and  the  standard  lowered.  Few 
people  realize  the  change  that  has  taken  place  in  Attleboro  in  the  last  15  years. 
In  that  time  the  population  has  increased  17%,  the  valuation  has  increased  15%, 
the  number  of  pupils  has  increased  45%,  the  valuation  per  pupil  has  decreased 
21%,  and  the  cost  per  pupil  has  more  than  doubled.  The  number  of  pupils  has 
increased  faster  than  the  valuation,  and  this,  together  with  the  increased  cost  of 
educating  them,  has  meant  a large  increase  in  the  tax  rate  for  schools.  How  much 
can  the  city  afford  to  spend  for  education?  That  must  be  answered  by  those  who 
have  children  to  be  educat^.  The  cost  per  pupil  in  Attleboro,  compared  with 
the  average  cost  for  the  cities  of  the  state,  or  for  the  State  as  a whole,  has  never 
been  high.  Out  of  355  cities  and  towns  in  the  State,  249  spent  more  per  pupil 
in  1930,  according  to  the  State  Report,  than  Attleboro.  America  has  accepted 
the  idea  of  education  for  all,  and  most  parents  prefer  to  have  good  schools  even 
if  they  go  without  some  other  things  they  would  like  to  have. 


VISUAL  EDUCATION 

One  phase  of  education  that  is  being  stressed  today  is  visual  education 
By  means  of  stereographs,  lantern  slides,  motion  pictures,  sound  films,  and  discs 
synchronized  with  the  films,  education  is  being  made  much  more  real  than  it  was 
ten  years  ago.  Attleboro  has  as  fine  an  equipment  for  visual  education  as  any 
city  in  the  state,  with  the  exception  of  a few  of  the  large  ones.  We  now  have  a 
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motion  picture  machine  for  each  of  the  schools  that  have  seventh  or  eighth  grade. 
We  are  showing  for  the  fifth  year  the  complete  set  of  fifteen  Chronicles  of  America 
Photodramas.  These  are  shown  to  each  seventh  grade  in  the  city.  There  is  no 
better  way  to  teach  history.  Each  building  of  more  than  two  rooms  is  supplied 
with  or  has  access  to  a daylight  lantern  for  showing  lantern  slides  and  there  are 
1,300  slides  available  in  the  Superintendent’s  Office.  These  slides  can  be  used  to 
teach  history,  geography,  industries  and  occupations,  manners  of  living,  etc., 
and  are  of  great  help  in  helping  pupils  to  visualize  the  pages  of  the  textbooks 
^^'ith  each  slide  is  an  accompanying  stereograph  and  the  schools  are  sup- 
plied with  a set  of  stereoscopes  for  using  them.  This  places  in  the  child’s 
hands  and  immediately  before  his  eyes  a picture  like  the  one  he  saw  on 
the  screen  and  he  can  study  it  more  carefully.  This  results  in  pupils 
taking  greater  interest  in  their  work  and  having  a correspondingly  better  under- 
standing of  the  subject  studied. 

We  have  recently  added  a set  of  forty  colored  slides  for  use  in  teaching  art 
appreciation  in  grades  one  to  eight . The  picture  thus  thrown  on  the  screen  stands 
out  so  clearly  and  beautifully,  that  pupils  are  sure  to  carry  with  them  a much  more 
accurate  and  lasting  image  of  the  original  painting  than  they  could  get  in  any 
other  way. 

All  this  advance  in  visual  education  is  due  in  very  large  measure  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Richardson  School  Fund,  who  have  supplied  nearly  all  of  the 
equipment  and  have  provided  the  Chronicles  of  America  films.  As  has  been 
stated  so  often,  the  Attleboro  schools  are  indebted  to  the  Trustees  for  many 
progressive  steps. 


TESTS 

For  the  past  three  j^ears  standard  tests  in  the  fundamental  school  subjects 
have  been  given  in  various  grades.  In  October,  1930,  tests  were  given  as  follows: 

Reading — grades  III  to  VIII 
Arithmetic  Computation — grades  V to  VIII 
Arithmetic  Reasoning — grades  VII  and  VIII 
Language  L^sage — ^grades  V to  VIII 
Grammar — grades  VII  and  VIII 
Spelling — grades  V to  VIII 

Similar  tests  were  given  in  May,  1931,  and  the  results  compared.  All  the 
tests  but  two  showed  the  expected  gain  in  accomplishment  from  October  to  May, 
and  in  some  subjects  the  gain  was  much  more  than  expected.  The  fourth  and 
fifth  grades  showed  no  gain  in  reading,  but  did  not  show  a loss.  These  tests  are 
stimulating  to  pupils  and  teachers  because  the  work  of  the  year  is  definitely 
measured,  the  report  placed  in  the  hands  of  each  teacher,  and  teachers  and  pupils 
may  know  just  how  they  compare  with  others  in  the  same  grade.  The  tests  also 
show  that  judged  by  the  standards  of  the  tests,  the  Attleboro  schools  are  doing 
good  work. 


PENMANSHIP 

For  three  years  we  have  been  emphasizing  penmanship.  The  results  show 
in  the  daily  work  of  the  pupils,  and  in  the  excellence  of  the  papers  submitted  to 
the  Palmer  Company  for  penmanship  awards.  In  the  school  year  from  September 
1929,  to  June,  l-.KfO,  3,279  pupils  received  4,245  awards.  This  was  an  unusual 
record.  The  record  for  1930  1931  is  just  as  satisfactory.  Not  so  many  awards 
were  earned  because  of  the  large  qumber  attained  the  preceding  year,  but  3671 
pupils  received  3,402  awards.  Our  .standard  at  present  is  that  75%  of  the  pupils 
in  each  grade  shall  earn  the  award  for  that  grade.  W e are  not  only  approaching 
this  standard  but  we  are  steadily  improving  our  penmanship.

HELPING  THE  INDIVIDUAL  PUPIL 

We  are  continuing  the  work  begun  last  year  in  trying  to  help  pupils  entering 
High  School  to  choose  the  right  course  and  to  keep  on  with  it  once  they  have 
started.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  making  the  right  choice  of  studies  at  the  start, 
and  at  least  four  weeks  are  spent  in  grade  eight  explaining  courses  and  advising 
pupils  so  that  there  may  be  as  thorough  an  understanding  of  the  High  School 
Curricula  as  possible.  The  pupil’s  record  in  the  elementary  schools,  especially 
in  grade  eight,  is  carefully  studied  and  his  aptitude  in  the  elementary  subjects  is 
made  the  basis  of  his  selection  of  studies  in  the  High  School.  Upon  entering 
High  School  he  is  immediately  assigned  to  an  adviser  who  tries  to  keep  in  touch 
with  his  work  and  prevent  any  possible  failure.  We  are  doing  what  we  can  to 
give  every  pupil  who  wants  a High  School  education  the  privilege  of  getting  one. 
We  cannot  do  much  for  pupils  who  have  no  desire  to  learn,  but  we  are  anxious  to 
help  in  every  way  possible  those  who  are  ambitious  for  a High  School  Education.

The  number  of  changes  in  teachers  this  year  has  been  small.  Few  teachers 
resigned  to  accept  better  positions.  This  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  in  most 
places  whenever  vacancies  have  occurred,  teachers  have  been  hired  at  as  low  a 
salary  as  possible.  The  most  important  change  was  in  the  principalship  of  the 
High  School.  Mr.  Charles  O.  Dalrymple  resigning  after  ten  years  of  service  to 
study  for  a degree  at  Boston  University.  His  successor  is  Mr.  Alfred  R.  Mack, 
former  principal  of  the  Middleboro  High  School,  who  has  started  the  year  well. 


TRANSPORTATION 

We  are  still  spending  a large  sum  for  transportation.  We  have  made  a 
considerable  saving  in  the  cost  of  school  buses  but  the  number  of  pupils  entitled 
to  car  tickets  under  the  present  rule  of  the  Committee  is  steadily  increasing. 
The  cost  of  transportation  for  High  School  pupils  increased  from  SI, 553. 23  in 
1930  to  $1,873.86  for  1931,  an  increase  of  $320.63.  W hile  the  total  cost  is  high, 
it  is  still  more  economical  than  the  maintenance  of  additional  rooms  to  accommo- 
date the  pupils  transported,  and  the  pupils  are  getting  a better  education.  A 
comparison  of  expenditures  for  1930  and  1931,  with  an  estimate  for  1932  follows:

Twenty  five  years  ago  teaching  school  was  a comparatively  simple  matter. 
To  be  sure,  the  classes  were  larger  than  they  are  today  but  if  a teacher  was  a 
good  disciplinarian,  she  was  likely  to  be  thought  a successful  teacher.  It  was  taken 
for  granted  that  if  a teacher  could  make  the  children  mind,  she  must  surely  be 
able  to  teach  them.  ]Much  of  what  was  accomplished  by  each  teacher  however 
was  taken  on  faith.  There  was  no  definite  plan  for  checking  accomplishment 
for  the  year.  But  with  the  coming  of  standard  tests  all  this  is  changed.  Classes 
are  tested  in  October  and  again  in  May,  and  the  results  compared.  Teachers 
must  show  definite  progress  for  the  year  or  make  suitable  explanation.  Along 
with  achievement  tests  have  come  intelligence  tests,  vocational  and  educational 
guidance,  safety  teaching,  thrift,  visual  education,  supervised  play,  and  a variety 
of  subjects  which  the  teacher  must  know  and  emphasize  more  or  less  in  her 
teaching.  She  must  enter  enthusiastically  into  every  project  for  promoting 
civic  welfare.  The  teacher’s  responsibility  for  progress  in  many  lines  is  much 
greater  today  than  it  has  ever  been  before. 
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Hut  while  all  these  changes  have  added  to  the  teacher’s  burden,  they  have  at 
the  same  time  made  her  work  much  more  interesting.  She  has  the  satisfaction 
of  knowing  at  the  end  of  the  year  that  her  pupils  have  done  as  much  as  was 
expected — perhaps  more.  She  has  had  an  opportunity,  through  so  many  different 
phases  of  school  work  to  get  better  acquainted  with  her  pupils  and  so  to  be  more 
helpful  to  them.  She  has  found  that  she  can  do  more  work  and  do  it  better 
because  she  and  the  pupils  are  happier  in  doing  it. 

Such  is  the  situation  in  our  schools  today.  We  are  trying  to  keep  abreast 
of  the  times,  to  make  use  of  every  educational  method  that  promises  better 
results,  to  hold  whatever  progress  has  been  made  and  to  advance  further  if 
possible,  and  to  use  every  means  in  our  power  to  train  the  boys  and  girls  in  our 
schools  into  worthy,  upright  citizens.  No  teachers  are  more  earnest  in  their 
efforts  to  accomplish  these  results  than  the  teachers  in  the  Attleboro  Schools.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I herewith  submit  with  pleasure  my  first  annual  report  under  the  following 
headings  and  tables. 

I Congestion: 

The  first  remark  concerning  the  high  school  that  anyone  makes  is  to  the 
effect  that  we  are  up  to  or  above  capacity.  It  was  necessary  for  the  first  several 
months  to  have  separate  assemblies,  one  for  the  three  upper  classes  and  one  for 
the  freshman  class.  The  enrollment  has  dropped  now  from  860  to  830  so  that 
one  assembly  is  possible  (see  table  I showing  enrollment).  Some  have  moved 
from  this  city,  others  left  (see  table  1).  For  the  most  part,  those  who  have 
left  have  been  poor  students.  Indications  now  would  seem  to  show  that  another 
year’s  enrollment  will  not  be  greater  than  this  year,  and  if  so  we  can  get  along  in 
present  quarters.  In  reading  previous  annual  reports,  I was  interested  to  read 
in  the  1922  report  that  with  616  pupils,  the  capacity  of  the  building  was  reached 
as  far  as  teaching  was  concerned,  and  in  1924  that  with  683  the  absolute  capacity 
of  the  building  was  reached.  We  started  this  year  with  860,  about  150  more  than 
last  year.  Incidentally,  it  does  not  seem  to  me  that  the  growth  in  High  School 
enrollment  from  1922  is  very  great,  especially,  with  most  of  it  in  the  last  year 
(due  to  unemployment).  It  should  be  recognized  that  we  are  crowded  and  that 
remedial  measures  should  be  taken. 

II  Program  of  Studies,  Scholarship 

No  physical  education  is  offered  this  year.  This  has  meant  one  less  teacher, 
and  one  less  class  each  period,  which  has  filled  the  extra  seats  in  classrooms. 

This  year,  the  terms  have  been  changed  from  ten  weeks  to  eight  weeks. 
4’his  gives  one  more  report  of  work  to  parents.  Along  with  this  is  a new  report 
card.  Many  educators  feel  that  attitude  toward  work,  co  operation  in  class, 
etc.,  should  be  reported  to  parents  as  well  as  the  report  of  the  subject.  Con- 
.sefpiently  the  rank  in  each  subject  consists  of  a letter  and  a figure — the  letters, 
.\.  H.  etc.,  are  the  same  as  last  year.  In  addition,  every  pupil  should  strive: 

To  prepare  every  lesson  to  the  best  of  his  ability. 

To  be  alert  in  class. 

4’o  CO  of)erate  and  be  as  helpful  as  po.ssible. 

'I'o  make  up  work  lo.st  through  absence. 
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Attitude  toward  work  is  marked  as  follows: 

1 EXCELLENT  in  all  the  above  respects. 

2 GOOD  in  most  of  the  above  respects. 

3 QUESTIONABLE  in  the  above  respects. 

4 UNSATISFACTORY. 

Report  cards  are  sent  home  every  two  months,  and  deficiency  cards  in  the 
alternate  months  are  sent  to  parents  of  pupils  failing. 

At  the  beginning  of  school  a letter  was  sent  home  to  parents  of  freshmen^ 
telling  of  the  adviser  system,  and  the  desirability  of  making  a good  start.  The 
letter  follows: 


September  14,  1931. 

An  Open  Letter  to  Freshmen  of  Attleboro  High  School 
Written  with  the  hope  that  All  Parents  will  also  read 

A year  ago  Superintendent  Fales  sent  a letter  to  parents  of  freshmen.  _ It 
emphasized  the  newness  of  High  School,  the  need  for  adjustment,  with  resulting 
success  or  failure.  It  stated  the  system  of  teachers  as  advisers  to  help  in  this 
adjustment,  to  reduce  failures. 

This  letter  is  written  in  the  hope  that  new  pupils  may  be  started  right* 
So  much  depends  upon  the  start.  What  you  are  to  be,  you  are  now  becoming* 
Resolve,  that  you  will  make  of  yourself  the  greatest  success  you  are  capable  of. 
Get  started  right. 

Study.  Form  good  study  habits.  Reduce  outside  disturbances  to  a mini- 
mum. Have  a definite  time  and  place  for  study.  And  by  the  way,  parents — 
don’t  believe  a word  of  it  when  you  hear  them  say  that  they  “do  their  studying 
in  school.”  All  pupils  always  have  home  study,  and  their  success  at  school 
depends  upon  the  care  with  which  this  is  done. 

Attendance.  Absence  and  tardiness  are  the  companions  of  failure.  The 
formation  of  a tardy  habit  is  one  of  the  greatest  obstacles  to  success  in  school 
and  in  life.  Regular,  unbroken  attendance  is  necessary  for  satisfactory  pupil 
progress.  Help  us  to  keep  our  attendance  high  and  our  tardiness  low  at  Attle- 
boro High  School. 

Character.  Many  other  factors  contribute  to  character,  besides  mental 
ability.  Prospective  employers  are  far  more  likely  to  question  concerning 
honesty  and  co  operation.  A person  isn’t  measured  by  what  he  might  be  able 
to  do,  but  by  what  he  actually  does  accomplish.  Some  of  the  other  factors  are 
reliability,  industry,  loyalty,  co  operation,  honesty,  health  and  initiative. 

Therefore,  Get  Started  Right.  If  you  have  troulile  with  any  of  your  studies, 
if  you  do  not  understand  work  already  done,  if  there  is  anything  about  which  you 
need  help,  see  your  adviser,  or  the  teacher,  or  the  principal  at  once.  Help  now, 
is  worth  much  more  than  help  later.

Also  when  the  report  cards  went  home,  another  letter  was  enclosed  explaining 
the  new  report  cards.  It  is  quite  likely  that  a letter  will  be  sent  home  each  time 
the  report  cards  go  out,  with  the  intention  of  keeping  parents  in  closer  touch 
with  the  school,  its  problems  and  its  activities. 

In  an  effort  to  decrease  failures,  a study  was  made  when  the  first  deficiency 
cards  were  sent  home  at  the  end  of  September.  Teachers  gave  the  causes  of 
failure  for  each  pupil,  and  pupils  were  asked  to  give  their  reasons  for  failures. 
Y hen  the  report  cards  went  out  at  the  end  of  the  September-October  term,  a 
study  was  made  to  determine  how  many  who  failed  in  September,  continued  to 
fail,  and  how  many  had  done  better  work  in  October.  At  all  events,  so  much  was 
done  along  this  line,  including  assembly  talks  on  “How  to  Study”  that  the  pupils 
know  a genuine  interest  exists  to  help  them. 
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There  are  two  measures  taken  to  reduce  failures,  which  seem  to  me  especially 
good.  There  is  the  adviser  system,  in  force  now  for  the  third  year.  By  this 
scheme  each  teacher  acts  as  an  adviser  for  a group  of  Freshmen  and  Sophomores, 
advising  as  to  program  of  study,  failures,  etc.  Vocational  and  educational 
guidance  is  of  the  highest  importance,  and  whatever  we  can  do  that  all  pupils  may 
enjoy  the  benefits  that  a few  pupils  have  always  had  from  the  best  teachers,  we 
should  do.  The  other  is  the  rank  of  “D”  in  a continuing  subject.  This  rank  is 
ordinarily  a failure,  and  no  credit.  After  an  exhaustive  study,  last  year,  of 
many  report  cards  from  all  over  the  state  it  was  decided  that  “D”  received  at  the 
end  of  the  year  in  a continuing  subject  should  receive  half  credit,  and  the  follow- 
ing year  of  the  subject  taken  on  eight  weeks  probation.  This  year  in  a study 
made  of  90  such  cases,  at  the  end  of  the  eight  weeks,  64  were  doing  passing  work 
and  will  be  allowed  to  continue.  By  this  system  these  pupils  were  given  an 
opportunity,  and  have  made  good  so  far. 

III  Extra-Classroom  Activities 

The  Hi-Y  Club  connected  with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  has  issued  a handbook 
telling  of  the  various  activities  of  the  school.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  parents  and 
friends  will  read  this  handbook.  Each  student  has  one. 

“The  Blue  Owl”,  Orchestra,  Glee  Club,  Le  Cercle  Francais,  Footlight  Club, 
Radio  Club,  Debating  Club,  Hi  Y Club,  Torch  Club,  Varsity  Club  continue  to 
function  satisfactorily. 

Athletics  are  well  handled  by  Raymond  H.  Grayson,  Coach,  and  Faculty 
Manager  George  I.  Spatcher.  A high  type  of  sportsmanship  is  the  objective. 

Each  Wednesday  a movie  has  been  shown,  after  school,  to  those  interested, 
on  various  subjects  of  a semi-educational  nature.  These  are  furnished  by  the 
Superintendent  to  all  Attleboro  Schools  from  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Motion  Picture 
Bureau  of  New  York. 

Assemblies  are  held  regularly  Tuesday  and  Friday  mornings.  They  repre- 
sent an  opportunity  to  attempt  to  put  across  ideals  of  conduct,  as  well  as  other 
various  objectives.  Mr.  Gibb,  with  the  orchestra,  has  contributed  much  to 
these  assemblies. 

IV  Recommendations 

Several  of  the  rooms  are  not  well  lighted,  as  they  were  not  designed  as  class- 
rooms. This  is  especially  noticeable  in  the  mechanical  drawing  room  where 
much  close  work  requires  the  best  of  lighting  to  avoid  eye  fatigue. 

Machine  equipment  in  the  manual  training  room  should  be  equipped  with 
blowers  to  remove  the  heavy  dust. 

The  crying  need  is  for  more  room. 

V Miscellaneous 

The  High  School  continues  on  the  approved  list  of  the  New  England  College 
Certificate  Board,  W orcester  Polytechnic  Institute  and  is  in  Class  A for  Normal 
Schools.  Pride  is  taken  in  the  record  of  graduates  at  colleges.  At  the  same  time 
we  must  recognize  that  80%  of  our  students  do  not  go  to  college  and  need  equip- 
ment for  life. 

The  library  program  begun  last  year  continues,  i.  e.  an  intensive  course  in  the 
use  of  libraries  is  given  to  freshmen.  There  is  an  increasing  amount  of  reference 
work  done,  as  the  value  of  supplementary  text  books  is  recognized. 

La.st  spring,  April  16,  1931,  a play  was  given,  “Icebound”,  coached  by  Miss 
Beatrice  Smith,  School  librarian. 

Teachers’  meetings  have  been  held  regularly  every  two  or  three  weeks,  with 
an  effort  to  cover  routine  matters,  .and  also  professional  advancement. 

in  connection  with  the  Community  Chest,  the  High  School  made  a record 
this  year,  teachers  contributing  $282.00,  pupils  -145.48,  a total  of  -1327.48. 

Several  school  socials  have  been  held.  Carefully  supervised  and  limited  to 
High  School  Students,  the.se  are  functions  that  are  a credit  to  the  school.

Owing  to  the  lack  of  employment  in  the  city  of  the  boys  and  girls  of  con- 
tinuation school  age  there  has  been  a gradual  dropping  off  in  the  attendance. 
In  conformity  to  this  enrollment  the  teaching  days  for  the  girls  has  been  reduced 
to  three,  and  one  instructor  in  the  boys’  department  has  b^een  dismissed.  This 
curtailment  is  probably  only  temporary  for  as  soon  as  there  is  employment 
opportunity  there  will  be  as  many  of  this  younger  group  working  as  formerly. 
In  the  meantime  this  abbreviated  program  will  be  carried  on  to  the  best  possible 
advantage. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  thirty  six  boys  and  forty  six  girls  in  attendance 
at  this  school.  Eleven  of  the  boys  have  home  permits,  nineteen  are  working  in 
shops  and  on  farms  and  six  are  attending  the  school  twenty  hours  per  week.  Of 
the  girls  thirty-seven  have  home  permits,  four  are  employed  in  homes  as  mothers’ 
assistants,  three  are  employed  in  industry,  and  two  attend  the  school  every  day 
it  is  in  session.  In  view  of  the  above  we  have  modified  our  course  for  the  girls 
somewhat  and  are  emphasizing  the  care  of  the  pre-school  child.  A brief  outline 
of  that  work  follows: 
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1.  Rights  of  childhood;  Attleboro  agencies  interested  in  children;  visiting 
babv  clinics  conducted  by  the  District  Nursing  Association. 

2.  Ilabit  formation;  importance  of  desirable  habits,  and  treatment  of  bad 
habits. 

3.  Feeding  pre  school  child;  suggested  menus,  standard  portion  for  serving, 

etc. 

4.  Clothing  for  pre  school  child;  trips  to  stores  to  study  the  right  kind  of 
garments;  what  a mother’s  helper  should  know  about  dressing  a child. 

5.  Children’s  diseases;  how  contracted  and  how  prevented. 

6.  Play  and  home  toys. 

7.  Stories  for  children;  where  to  get  them  and  how  to  tell  them. 

In  order  to  make  practical  and  to  apply  some  of  the  things  w’e  have  taught 
during  the  past  year,  we  have  taken  classes  to  visit  furniture  stores,  electrical 
establishments,  bakeries,  etc.,  where  talks  have  been  given  and  demonstrations 
have  been  made  concerning  the  value  and  importance  of  household  utensils  and 
equipment.  We  have  been  very  much  delighted  and  impressed  by  the  co- 
operative spirit  demonstrated  by  these  merchants  in  their  effort  to  be  of  some  real 
service  to  these  young  people. 

The  annual  banquet  given  to  the  school  board  by  the  girls  in  the  cooking 
class  was  held  on  March  18th.  They  met  with  their  usual  success.  They  had  as 
special  guest  Mr.  Robert  O.  Small,  Director,  Division  of  Vocational  Education  of 
Massachusetts. 

Teachers  in  the  continuation  school  are  required  by  the  State  Department  to 
take  professional  improvement  courses  for  five  years.  Two  of  the  teachers  have 
completed  the  required  courses  but  are  still  continuing  professional  improvement 
work.  Mr.  L.  Baker  Johnson  is  taking  a year’s  course  at  Boston  University. 
Miss  Doris  A.  Prentiss  took  a University  Extension  course  during  the  summer 
vacation  and  is  continuing  those  studies  through  this  school  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Pales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 


Singing  in  the  Grades 

Watching  the  gradual  development  of  musical  interest  throughout  the 
schools,  I am  more  and  more  convinced  that  good  school  singing  is  the  natural 
foundation  of  musical  education.  Keeping  in  mind  always  that  the  human  voice 
is  not  a mechanical  instrument,  but  a personality,  we  have  endeavored  to  formu- 
late a few  principles  that  have  helped  to  make  our  school  singing  superior: 

1.  That  all  school  singing  be  a joy  and  pleasure  to  the  pupil. 

2.  That  the  voice  be  developed  through  worthy  song  material. 

3.  That  finer  points  such  as  good  flexible  tone  quality,  intelligent  phrasing, 
and  expressive  singing  be  stressed  to  give  the  pupil  a clearer  comprehension  of 
the  real  beauty  found  in  music. 

From  the  beginning  of  a child’s  school  life  to  graduation  from  the  eighth 
grade,  these  are  the  principal  points  that  are  emphasized  in  his  musical  training 
in  the  schools. 

We  teach  part  singing  in  the  grades  for  the  sake  of  the  musical  pleasure  it 
offers.  You  will  observe  that  we  are  stressing  the  beauties  of  music  rather  than 
the  mechanical  side  of  note  reading,  and  we  are  discovering  that  the  ready  response 
to  all  efforts  to  increase  music  reading  ability  and  develop  part  singing  has  given 
added  joy  to  the  pupil  in  his  participation  in  the  music  lesson.  In  the  school 
buildings  where  halls  are  available  to  participate  in  the  opening  exercises,  we  find 
the  singing  of  the  entire  school  to  be  one  of  the  most  inspirational  experiences 
in  our  school  program.  This  is  evident  to  anyone  who  visits  Lincoln,  Finberg 
and  the  Bliss  Schools,  where  the  singing  of  the  rnassed  voices  is  a great  pleasure. 
There  has  been  a number  of  short  operettas  given  in  the  grammar  schools  in 
which  music  is  correlated  with  the  other  studies  of  oral  expression  and  art.  The 
work  at  Bliss,  Richardson  and  Lincoln  schools  is  deserving  of  note.  At  the  Bliss 
School,  the  monthly  assemblies  where  short  plays  with  music  have  been  given  are 
especially  helpful  and  interesting  and  have  developed  the  musical  talent  in  that 
school.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  fine  work  at  Richardson  School,  especially 
in  their  recent  Christmas  Operetta  which  was  so  beautifully  performed,  and  where 
the  singing  was  of  a very  high  type  of  sensitive  expression.  The  work  at  the 
Lincoln  School  along  this  line  has  been  of  a more  ambitious  character.  This  has 
developed  to  such  a degree  of  perfection  as  to  bring  it  before  the  general  public 
in  an  evening  performance  where  admission  was  charged.  Two  operettas  have 
been  given  this  year  before  a gathering  that  taxed  the  capacity  of  the  hall,  and 
an  extra  performance  was  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  Mayor’s  charity  fund. 

Instrumental  Music  in  the  Grades 

In  all  grade  schools  where  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  we  have  organized  the 
instrumental  forces  into  orchestra  groups  under  a teacher  in  each  building,  and 
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in  the  Lincoln,  Sanford  Street,  Richardson,  Bliss  and  Bank  Street  Schools  we 
have  small  orchestras  of  interested  children.  These  groups  are  one  of  the  most 
interesting  features  of  the  Grammar  School  graduation.  The  players  later 
become  the  nucleus  of  our  High  School  orchestra. 


Singing  in  the  High  School 

There  is  a greater  interest  in  singing  in  the  High  School  at  the  present  day 
than  ever  before,  ^^■e  find  the  singing  period,  where  part  singing  is  especially 
studied,  larger  in  attendance.  Our  glee  club  of  mixed  voices  also  has  grown  in 
numbers,  but  the  finest  in  singing  which  has  developed  this  year  is  the  assembly 
singing,  where  the  entire  school  of  850  pupils  sings  together  with  the  orchestra  of 
65  accompanying  them.  This  exercise  is  one  of  the  great  thrills  of  our  public 
school  music,  and  has  a socializing  influence  that  is  now,  and  will  continue  to  be, 
one  of  great  interest  in  the  development  of  a spirit  of  co  operation  and  loyalty 
to  the  School. 


Orchestra  Work  in  the  High  School 

The  High  School  Orchestra  maintains  its  standard  of  excellence,  and  re- 
mains as  formerly  an  opportunity  for  the  boy  or  girl  who  wishes  to  continue  his  or 
her  instrumental  work  during  the  High  School  course. 


Outside  Credit  Work  in  the  High  School 

The  outside  credit  courses  in  piano  and  voice  have  increased  in  numbers, 
and  have  proved  the  wisdom  of  the  School  Committee  in  enabling  these  pupils  to 
continue  their  outside  music  lessons  since  credit  is  given  for  this  work.  The 
contributions  which  some  of  these  pupils  have  given  to  the  assemblies  in  their 
solos  proves  their  appreciation  of  this  opportunity. 

There  has  never  been  a band  in  the  High  School.  Our  method  has  been  that 
when  a band  was  needed  for  games,  to  use  the  members  of  the  orchestra  who 
played  wind  instruments  or  to  use  the  Boys’  Club  Band,  which  consists  partly  of 
school  members  and  partly  of  working  boys.  Those  of  the  orchestra  who  have 
been  privileged  to  go  to  Boston  to  the  band  and  orchestra  contests  have  been 
thrilled  by  the  marvelous  appearance  of  school  bands.  Particularly  in  the  Boston 
Garden  last  year,  it  was  borne  home  to  us  not  only  the  credit  that  reflected  on  the 
school  whose  band  represented  it,  but  the  advertising  value  to  the  whole  com- 
munity. Everyone  who  has  followed  inter-school  games  in  the  last  ten  years  must 
have  appreciated  what  tremendous  interest  these  bands  have  created.  At  the 
recent  inter  town  game,  where  the  North  Attleboro  High  School  band  made  such 
a fine  appearance,  this  has  been  brought  home  to  the  citizens  of  our  own  city. 
As  a result,  many  comments  concerning  the  desirability  of  organizing  a band  in 
our  High  School  have  been  offered.  For  years  1 have  wished  to  have  a band  of 
this  type,  for  it  would  be  an  excellent  institution,  and  1 strongly  recommend 
such  a step  when  the  School  Committee  feels  it  is  in  a position  to  finance  such  an 
organization.  1 am  douVitful  if  the  average  citizen  realizes  the  financial  outlay 
that  is  necessary.  The  towns  that  produce  these  splendid  organizations  not 
only  eriuip  their  students  with  their  instruments  and  music,  but  pay  for  their 
lessons,  provide  uniforms,  train  a drum  major  and  also  in  many  instances,  as  in 
Pawtucket,  hire  a military  man  to  train  them  in  marching. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  hearty  co- 
operation with  the  Mu.sic  Department. 

In  concluding  my  report,  1 wish  to  thank  you,  and  the  members  of  the 
School  Committee,  for  your  kindness  in  permitting  me  to  leave  a few  days  early 
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at  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  order  to  reach  Athens  in  time  to  teach  at  the 
University  of  Georgia  Summer  School.  The  experience  and  inspiration  gained 
from  association  with  students  and  instructors  from  all  parts  of  the  country, 
particularly  from  New  York  City,  I feel  has  proved  of  great  help  in  my  regular 
work  in  Attleboro.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  State  has  sent  out  a course  of  study  in  art  for  the  first  six  grades.  This 
course  is  used  along  with  our  course  as  a guide  to  keep  before  us  certain  objectives. 
It  will  be  a basis  for  our  planning  as  we  make  changes  in  our  course  which  does 
change  somewhat  every  year. 

Our  work  includes  instruction  in  representation,  design,  color  and  apprecia- 
tion. 

If  art  objectives  are  kept  in  mind,  the  grade  teacher  may  often  choose  her 
own  subject  matter  as  she  knows  best  the  needs  and  interests  of  the  children. 
Sometimes  a school  project  determines  the  character  of  the  drawing  or  design. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  done  some  interesting  work  in  our  department. 
Some  of  the  grades  entered  the  State  poster  contest  for  prevention  of  cruelty  to 
animals.  Several  prizes  were  received  and  many  had  honorable  mention. 

The  poster  is  effective  in  commercial  advertising  and  involves  study  of 
margins,  color,  balance,  rhythm,  emphasis  and  subordination.  It  takes  time  to 
make  a good  poster,  but  it  is  time  well  spent  if  when  finished  the  children  have 
time  to  discuss  them  on  the  basis  of  the  art  principles  involved. 

There  seems  to  be  interest  in  design.  The  work  develops  from  simple, 
orderly  arrangements  to  enriched  and  creative  design. 

The  fifth  grades  have  done  some  very  good  work.  In  some  cases  the  children 
have  been  interested  to  work  out  the  design  on  cloth  from  which  they  made  sofa 
pillows.  In  all  grades  we  are  trying  to  find  a practical  application  for  the  design. 

The  high  school  classes  are  a little  larger  than  last  year. 

Last  year  we  had  an  exhibit  in  our  work  in  the  high  school  gymnasium. 
This  fall  we  made  posters  for  the  Community  Chest  Drive,  some  of  which  were  on 
exhibition  in  one  of  the  store  windows.  Posters  were  also  made  for  various  school 
activities. 

For  the  first  time  we  tried  the  old  process  of  batik.  Y'e  were  pleased  with 
the  results,  so  batik  has  become  one  of  our  craft  problems.  Our  other  craft  work 
is  leather  work  and  block  printed  paper  and  textiles.  We  have  had  some  interest- 
ing block  printed  Christmas  cards  and  wrapping  papers.  W e would  very  much 
like  to  have  a good  block  printing  press. 

Wdth  the  assistant  supervisor  I attended  an  art  conference  in  Boston  called 
by  the  Department  of  Education.  The  main  topic  was  Representation. 

I know  the  possibilites  of  art  in  the  lives  of  boys  and  girls.  My  ob- 
jective for  the  coming  year  is  to  test  our  methods  to  see  that  progress  is  evident.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TEACHER  OF  SEWING 

Mr.  Lewis  A,  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I submit  the  following  report  of  sewing  for  the  past  year. 

Such  changes  have  been  made  in  the  course  of  instruction  as  are  necessary, 
each  }’ear,  to  keep  the  work  up  to  date,  both  in  methods  used  and  style  of  garments 
made. 

An  important  point  in  the  fifth  grade  is  to  develop,  along  with  the  knowledge 
of  the  stitches,  a real  liking  for  sewing.  This  grade  completed  the  work  on  plain 
hand  stitches  and  hems  and  supplemented  this  with  sewing  outfit  of  needlebook, 
pincushion  and  workbag.  The  objective  of  grade  six  is  to  develop  skill  in  sewing 
processes  and  introduce  mending  and  household  sewing. 

Grade  six  studied  seams  with  the  different  ways  of  finishing,  mending  rips 
darning  stockings  and  made  a pillowcase  and  either  pajamas,  bloomers  or  an  apron’ 

In  grade  seven  our  especial  aim  is  to  develop  an  understanding  of  the  care 
and  repair  of  clothing  from  a standpoint  of  economy,  and  a sense  of  order  and  care 
in  personal  belongings.  The  work  began  with  patches  followed  by  work  on 
buttonholes,  and  next  the  cooking  apron,  cap  and  holders  were  made. 

During  their  twenty  lessons  the  girls  of  grade  eight  completed  a slip  as  a 
test  of  previous  instruction,  then  made  a dress,  kimono  or  pajamas. 

All  of  our  work  has  been  made  most  enjoyable  by  the  hearty  cooperation  of 
the  girls,  who  with  few  exceptions,  seem  to  thoroughly  enjoy  their  work  and  give 
us  very  creditable  results. 

Due  to  the  economic  conditions  of  the  last  year,  there  were  a large  number 
of  girls  who  were  unable  to  bring  the  necessary  material  for  their  work.  These 
were,  in  part,  taken  care  of  by  interested  individuals  and  many  thanks  are  due 
to  Mrs.  Fine  for  her  great  generosity  in  contributing  to  this  need. 

We  feel  that  the  year  was,  all  in  all,  one  of  progress.

REPORT  OF  VACATION  SCHOOLS 
Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  1931  sessions  of  the  Dodgeville  and  Hebronville  vacation  schools  opened 
July  10  and  closed  August  21. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  was  only  one  teacher  at  each  school  the  classes 
in  sewing  and  basketry  were  omitted.  A class  in  weaving  and  other  handwork 
was  held  at  each  school.  The  playground  with  apparatus  was  open  every  morn- 
ing. 

Over  three  hundred  articles  such  as  pocketbooks,  bags,  mats,  headrests, 
hammocks,  caps,  etc.,  were  completed. 

The  girls’  shower  baths  at  the  Finberg  School  were  in  constant  use.  The 
boys  could  not  mse  the  showers  as  we  had  no  suitable  attendant.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  this  situation  can  be  cared  for  another  year. 

l7nfortunately  we  were  able  to  do  very  little  for  the  boys  this  year  because 
of  a shortage  of  teachers. 

The  average  attendance  for  the  combined  playgrounds  was  about  one 
hundred  forty.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  my  last  year’s  report  I stated  that  it  was  my  purpose  to  develop  a natural 
program  in  physical  education  consisting  of  free  play,  games,  athletics  and  sports, 
dancing,  stunts,  self  testing  activities,  posture  work  and  recreational  activities. 

This  with  two  objectives  in  mind.  First,  the  harmonious  development  of 
the  interests,  capacities  and  abilities  of  the  individual  by  means  of  natural  activi- 
ties during  childhood.  Second,  abundant  interests,  ideals  and  habits  for  a healthy, 
useful  and  therefore  a happy  adult  life. 

The  program  is  progressing  to  my  satisfaction.  Teachers  and  Principals 
have  given  wonderful  cooperation.  Our  teachers  directly  supervise  both  the 
outdoor  game  periods  and  the  tirne  set  aside  for  indoor  activities.  Physical 
Education  leaders  are  trained  to  aid  in  this  work.  Many  teachers  have  given 
their  time  to  aid  me  with  the  after  school  athletic  program.  I have  also  been 
greatly  assisted  in  this  work  by  former  athletic  pupils,  now  taking  part  in  high 
school  sports. 

Particularly  pleasing  is  the  outdoor  play  program.  Everyone  takes  part 
and  everyone  has  a good  time.  Rough  play  has  been  particularly  eliminated 
from  our  school  playgrounds  and  this  is  all  due  to  the  efficient  work  of  the  teachers. 
There  is  a need  We  for  much  more  equipment.  Game  balls  last  just  so  long  even 
with  the  most  careful  usage.  Each  room  should  be  supplied  with  a new  ball  at 
the  start  of  the  school  year. 

Of  our  indoor  activities  I want  to  mention  particularly  stunt  work.  Stunts 
are  universal  in  their  appeal.  To  test  oneself  in  physical  ways  is  worth  while, 
not  particularly  for  the  resulting  skill  acquired,  but  for  the  process  through 
which  that  skill  is  gained.  There  is  something  in  human  nature  which  demands 
achievement  as  an  incentive  to  further  development.  Stunts  are  graded  in 
difficulty.  They  must  be  achieved,  and  learning  to  do  them  requires  particular 
adaptability  to  their  increasing  difficulty.  Stunts  are  interesting  and  fulfill 
the  play  instinct  in  the  child.  Children  enjoy  doing  stunts.  All  the  big  muscle 
groups  are  employed  in  such  movements.  They  fit  into  the  general  aims  of 
any  physical  education  program  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  such  situations  as 
shall  offer  the  individual  ample  opportunity  for  physical  growth,  mental  stimula- 
tion and  social  adjustment. 

Our  time  allotment  consists  of  a ten  minute  period  each  day  exclusive  of 
two  ten  minute  recesses,  niaking  thirty  minutes  a day  or  one  hundred  and  fifty 
minutes  per  week  per  pupil.  The  after  school  athletic  program,  a summary  of 
which  follows,  takes  care  of  hundreds  of  pupils.  To  supervise  this  program 
correctly  it  is  necessary  that  I give  all  my  time  up  to  six,  seven  and  often  eight 
o’clock  on  school  days.  In  addition  I work  every  Saturday  morning  throughout 
the  school  year  coaching  and  conducting  games.  From  early  February  to  April  I 
give  preliminary  training  to  the  High  School  Track  squad.  Starting  'in  April  we 
meet  three  times  weekly.  Last  season  forty  three  boys  received  the  benefits  of 
this  work.  The  team  compiled  the  following  record  in  competition  with  other 
High  School  teams:

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I submit,  herewith,  my  annual  report  as  school  physician  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1931. 

In  making  the  physical  examinations  throughout  the  year,  there  was  noted  a 
reduction  in  both  dental  defects  and  diseased  tonsils.  This  decrease  in  diseased 
tonsils  reflects  the  added  attention  given  to  this  condition  by  the  parents,  and 
to  the  recognition  of  early  necessity  of  removal  for  promotion  of  the  child’s  health. 

Among  the  contagious  diseases  present  during  the  year  were  numerous  cases 
of  scarlet  fever.  Measles,  whooping  cough  and  chicken  pox  were  also  reported, 
but  the  incidence  of  these  diseases  did  not  attain  epidemic  proportions. 

Diphtheria  prevention  clinics  were  held  in  the  first  grades  of  the  various 
schools.  This  was  the  continuance  of  a policy  begun  a year  ago,  in  co  operation 
with  the  local  Health  Department. 

The  nutrition  work  was  continued  throughout  the  year  much  the  same  as 
formerly.  The  problem  of  proper  nutrition  has  now  become  more  acute  due  to 
the  effects  of  the  business  depression  in  which  we  find  ourselves  involved. 

The  closing  of  the  open  air  room  with  its  provision  for  properly  caring  for 
those  children  in  need  of  special  attention  is  to  be  deplored.  It  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  some  means  may  be  devised  for  a reopening  of  this  room  at  an  early 
date. 

The  mental  clinic  conducted  annually  by  Dr.  Patterson  of  the  Wrentham 
State  School  was  carried  out,  as  was  the  clinic  under  the  direction  of  the  State 
Department  of  Health  for  the  prevention  and  early  detection  of  tuberculosis. 

Free  vaccination  clinics  were  held  in  the  Finberg  and  Washington  schools. 

Child  Health  Day  was  repeated  this  year  in  the  month  of  May  and  was  a 
successful  event,  all  of  the  schools  taking  part.  The  awarding  of  health  tags  to 
those  physically  fit  or  improved  was  greatly  limited  by  the  lack  of  a dental 
clinic  for  the  proper  care  of  teeth  defects. 

A series  of  lectures  on  health  subjects  was  given  to  the  teachers  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Massachusetts  Tuberculosis  League. 

Twelve  girls  were  given  two  months’  supervision  at  the  Bristol  County  Health 
Camp  as  a result  of  the  sale  of  Christmas  Seals.  This  camp  was  conducted 
exclusively  for  girls.  All  showed  the  benefits  of  the  camp  at  the  end  of  that  time. 
It  is  hoped  that  we  may  be  able  to  send  a greater  number  of  girls  to  the  camp 
next  year. 

The  Attleboro  Health  Camp  for  boys  took  care  of  fifty  children  selected  from 
a group  of  undernourished  chosen  from  the  schools.  Many  excellent  gains  were 
registered. 

In  closing  I wish  to  mention  the  very  efficient  manner  in  which  the  school 
nursing  is  being  carried  out  by  the  nurse,  Mrs.  Dorothy  B.  Wendell.  The  scope 
of  her  work  is  constantly  enlarging  and  the  facilities  for  properly  carrying  it  on 
are  diminishing  annually.  More  follow-up  work,  more  frequent  school  visits 
and  increasing  individual  attention  can  only  be  given  by  the  addition  of  another 
nurse  to  the  staff ; otherwise,  some  of  these  activities  must  be  sacrificed  in  the 
name  of  economy.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I herewith  present  my  annual  report. 

The  Annual  Physical  Examinations  were  completed  by  Dr.  Battershall, 
School  Physician,  in  March  with  the  following  notices  sent  home  to  the  parents, 
notifying  them  of  their  child’s  defects: 

1930-1931  1929-1930 

1288  1440  With  dental  defects 

220  320  Defective  tonsils 

13  12  Heart  murmur 

We  hope  that  our  attempt  to  educate  both  the  parent  and  the  child  in  the 
necessity  of  the  correction  of  these  defects  has  made  the  difference  noticed  above. 

Home  calls  should  follow  up  every  slip  sent  out,  including  the  eye  and  ear 
notices,  but  this  past  year  curtailment  has  been  necessary,  and  only  the  most 
needy  cases  have  been  visited.  This  is  a very  unsatisfactory  arrangement  when 
the  desire  is  to  do  more  rather  than  less. 

Communicable  Diseases — Scarlet  Fever  was  very  prevalent  all  during  the 
school  year — but  no  case  has  been  reported  this  fall.  A few  cases  of  Diphtheria 
in  the  South  Attleboro  schools  late  last  fall  warranted  the  Board  of  Health  to 
hold  a large  clinic  for  Diphtheria  prevention  in  December  where  281  children  were 
given  three  innoculations  against  Diphtheria,  100  of  them  being  school  children. 
Fifty-eight  first  grade  children  from  the  central  schools  were  innoculated  by  Dr. 
Battershall  this  fall,  cooperating  with  the  Board  of  Health.  Few  cases  of  Chicken 
Pox  and  Measles  and  W hooping  Cough  were  reported,  but  this  Fall  we  have  been 
free  of  any  diseases  at  all.  The  scare  of  Infantile  Paralysis  subsided  as  soon  as  the 
public  knew  there  was  but  one  actual  school  child  who  had  the  disease. 

Nutrition  work  goes  on  in  the  schools  as  usual.  Milk  lunches  are  being 
served  at  10  A.  M.  at  a minimum  price.  Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Finberg 
many  children  at  the  Tiffany  and  Finberg  Schools  were  supplied  with  free  milk 
last  year.  This  year  two  principals  of  large  outlying  schools  are  furnishing  hot 
cereal  and  milk  to  children  they  know  have  had  no  breakfast.  Other  thoughtful 
individuals  have  contributed  small  sums  to  be  used  for  milk  for  children  who  can 
not  afford  it  and  are  underweight. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  necessity  for  closing  the  Open  air  Room  came 
at  this  time  as  the  results  were  most  gratifying. 

Dr.  Patterson  of  the  Wrentham  State  School,  visited  us  in  April  examining 
all  the  three  year  retarded  cases  which  had  not  been  done  before,  as  well  as  re- 
examining a certain  number  and  examining  a few  special  cases.  A better  under- 
standing of  the  child  and  his  needs  as  well  as  a better  understanding  for  the 
parent  and  teacher  is  always  gleaned  from  these  last  examined. 

The  State  Clinic  (Chadwick  Clinic)  under  the  10  year  program  had  two 
sessions  here.  One  in  ^larch,  when  11  children  were  X Rayed;  and  the  other  in 
May,  when  Dr.  Martin  and  a Nutritionist  examined  the  child  and  the  X-Ray 
plate,  with  the  parent  present  and  advised  for  the  ensuing  year.  Dr.  Martin 
commented  to  Dr.  W.  O.  Hewitt  who  was  a visitor,  that  splendid  work  along  the 
line  of  nutrition  had  been  done  in  Attleboro. 

A vaccination  clinic  in  Hebronville  was  held  by  Dr.  Battershall  in  May 
where  29  children  were  vaccinated  free. 

Child  Health  Day  was  celebrated  in  May  with  suitable  Physical  Exercises, 
plays,  games,  etc.,  with  Health  as  the  subject.  Health  Tags  were  awarded  as 
follows : 

1247  Physically  Fit  Tag  (free  from  defects)  ' 

270  Dental  Tag  (been  to  dentist  and  had  teeth  fixed) 

1847  Improvement  Tag  (improved  in  something — posture,  cleanliness,  etc.) 
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If  the  children  had  their  way  there  would  be  more  “dental  tags”  but  without 
a dental  clinic  and  without  the  money  for  the  family  dentist,  this  is  the  best 
showing  they  could  make. 

Clothing  has  been  brought  in  by  many  of  the  children  for  the  more  needy 
ones  and  IS  families  have  been  supplied  throughout  the  year  with  articles  neces- 
sary for  them  to  come  to  school.  Since  the  opening  of  the  “Clothing  Depot”  all 
e.xtra  clothing  has  been  sent  to  them.” 

Another  project  worth  noting  is  the  donation  of  toys,  all  done  up  appropri- 
ately and  marked  as  to  their  contents,  which  the  children  bring  in  to  me  for 
distribution  among  the  poor.  Huge  baskets  were  taken  last  Christmas  time  to 
DodgeHlle,  Hebronville,  South  Attleboro  and  Washington  Schools.  This  is 
being  repeated  this  year. 

The  annual  Sanford  Street  School  Health  Meeting  was  held  in  ^lay,  with 
Miss  Ruth  Faulkner  as  guest  speaker.  Health  talks  were  given  by  the  nurse  to 
the  following  groups:  Student  nurses.  Sturdy  Hospital;  Mother's  Club,  League 

House;  and  Lions  Club. 

Several  Public  Health  ^Meetings  were  attended  during  the  year,  whereby 
newer  and  broader  theories  were  discussed. 

This  fall  a course  of  four  lectures  for  the  teachers  was  arranged  covering 
several  health  subjects  and  were  well  attended.

A class  in  Child  Psychology  under  Dr.  Andrew  McPhail,  Brown  L'niversity 
E.xtension  Course,  was  attended  by  the  nurse. 

In  May,  plans  were  made  whereby  only  girls  would  go  to  the  Bristol  County 
Health  Camp.  This  was  a great  joy  to  us  as  we  have  so  few  places  for  girls. 
The  plans  were  that  12  girls  would  go  from  Attleboro  for  a period  of  two  months, 
which  was  also  new.  Previously  one  month  only  was  given.  Excellent  gains 
resulted  and  I sincerely  hope  that  those  in  authority  deem  it  advisable  to  give 
the  girls  another  chance  this  year. 

Some  50  girls  from  Continuation  School  and  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades 
at  Lincoln  School  received  diplomas  in  “Infant  Hygiene”  during  the  past  year. 
New  cla.sses  in  this  subject  are  already  on  their  way.  Intense  interest  is  shown  by 
most  of  the  girls  in  this  most  practical  subject.

I herewith  submit  my  report  as  the  Custodian  of  School  Buildings  for  the 
year  1931.  The  principal  repairs  made  were  as  follows. 

High  School 

The  top  floor  redecorated. 

The  outside  woodwork  of  the  buildings  painted. 

Desk  tops  refinished  in  six  rooms. 

Bank  Street  School 

The  bmlding  painted  two  coats  on  the  outside. 

The  manual  training  room  calcimined. 

The  tar  and  gravel  roof  was  renewed. 

Capron  School 

Roof  was  shingled. 

Dodgeville  School 

Twenty-two  new  curtains  were  put  up. 

Farmers  School 

A dry  well  was  rebuilt. 

Pleasant  Street  School 

Roof  was  shingled  and  one  chimney  pointed. 

A cement  water  table  built  along  the  back  side  of  the  building. 

Richardson  School 

The  outside  woodwork  on  the  new  part  painted  one  coat.

There  will  be  a larger  amount  of  work  to  be  done  in  1932  because  in  several 
cases  where  work  should  have  been  done  this  year,  it  had  to  be  postponed  because 
of  lack  of  sufficient  funds. 

The  remainder  of  the  High  School  is  badH  in  need  of  refinishing  inside  and 
represents  the  largest  repair  job  that  should  be  done  this  coming  year. 

More  money  should  be  spent  on  cement  walks  around  the  buildings  as  the 
old  tar  concrete  walks  are  in  ver\’  bad  condition.
